MATERIAL  Alterations  having  taken  place  since  the 
publication  of  the  Revenue  Guide  in  1801,  not  only  respect- 
ing the  Import  and  Export  Duties  of  Customs,  but  in  the 
manner  of  transacting  Custom  House  Business,  whereby  the 
Merchant  has  had  almost  an  entire  new  system  to  encoun- 
ter, to  the  inconvenience  of  himself,  or  the  person  whom 
l.e  employs  on  those  occasions,  arising  from  various  Acts  of 
Parliament,  and  the  necessary  regulations  resulting  there- 
from ;  in  order  as  much  as  possible  to  obviate  those  diffi- 
culties, and  to  promote  the  dispatch  of  Business  at  the  Cus- 
tom House,  throughout  the  several  departments  thereof, 
the  Editor  ot  this  Work  has  a  well  founded  hope  that,  from 
its  expediency  at  this  time,  a  series  of  information  on  those 
alterations,  &c.  will  be  deemed  acceptable  by  his  nume- 
rous Mercantile  Friends,  and  the  Public  in  generaL 
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IN    GENERAL. 


GOODS  entered  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  than 
.the  very  Owner  or  Proprietor,  being  not  sold,  bar- 
gained or  contracted  for,  before  such  entry  or  before  the 
arrival  of  such  goods,  are  forfeited,  or  their  value.  Act 
of  Customs 3  §  20« 

All  goods  must  be  entered  under  their  true  and  proper 
denominations,  and  ought  to  be  expressed  in  the  very 
terms  of  the  money  bill*  otherwise  they  are  subject  to 
forfeiture. 

An  entry  is  supposed  by  Law  to  be  a  full  and  perfect 
account,  both  as  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  goods 
contained  in  the  outward  bulk  expressed  therein,  and 
declares,  "  That  all  goods  short  or  unduly  entered,  either 
as  to  quantity  or  quality,  shall  be  forfeited,  or  their  value!" 
And  for  the  safety  of  such  merchants,  who  for  want  of 
bill  of  lading,  or  other  just  cause,  cannot  make  a  full  and 
perfect  entry,  the  law  has  provided  ;  "  That  any  such 
merchant  making  voluntary  oath,  that  he  knows  not 
the  just  and  true  quantity  and  quality  of  such  goods,  may 
have  a  warrant  for  bringing  them  to  the  Custom-House- 
Q^iay,    where  they  shall  be  viewed  in  presence  of  an 

a  ofHcer ; 
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officer ;"  and  such  of  said  goods  a^  shall  afterwards  be  short 
or  unduly  entered,  shall  be  forfeited,  or  their  value. 

There  are  four  species  of  entry,  viz.  A  Prime  Entry. 
Post  Entry.     Bill  of  View.     And  Bill  of  Store. 

The  Prime  Entry,  is  made  by  an  average  quantity  of 
the  outward  bulks,  as  near  as  may  be  to  their  full  con- 
tents; vvhen  a  merchant  is  unacquainted  with  the  exact 
quantity  of  his  consignment.  But  no  such  entry  should 
be  allowed  of  goods  rated  by  tale  or  measure. 

The  Post  Entry,  is  the  sequel  of  the  Prime,  that  is^ 
the  difference  between  the  quantity  entered,  and  the  real 
quantity  landed,  ascertained  and  certified  by  the  land- 
Waiter,  and  must  be  made  within  seven  days  after  sueh 
difference  is  so  ascertained,  under  penalty  of  fifty  pounds. 

The  Bill  of  View,  is  a  warrant  for  landing  the  goods, 
which  is  obtained  upon  affidavit  of  the  importer,  that  he 
knows  not  the  just  and  true  quantity  or  quality  of  the  goods 
contained  in  the  outward  bulks  mentioned  therein. 

The  Bill  of  Store,  is  obtained  by  the  master  of  the 
vessel,  when  goods  are  left  on  board  beyond  a  reasonable 
time,  and  delay  his  clearance  out ;  upon  his  making 
oath  that  he  has  used  every  means  in  his  power  to  find 
out  the  owners,  and  given  notice  in  writing  to  such  of 
them,  as  have  come  to  his  knowledge,  to  enter  and  land 
the  same,  and  that  there  are  not  any  other  goods  on  board. 

In  all  which  cases,  examples  are  herein  given. 

All  entries  are  to  be  signed  by  the  merchant  proprietor, 
or  some  person  for  him,  for  whom  he  shall  be  responsible  ; 
in  which  shall  be  expressed  the  name  of  the  ship,  the 
master,  of  what  place,  and  from  whence  freighted,  the 

marks 
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marks,  and  numbers  of  each  outward  bulk  in  the  mar- 
gin, and  the  quantities  and  qualities  of  all  the  goods,  each 
outward  bulk  contains,  with  the  value  of  all  such  goods, 
as  are  not  rated  by  tale,  guage,  weight  or  measure.— 
A  penalty  of  £.10  is  imposed  by  the  Act  of  Customs,  §  16, 
for  every  entry  not   made  in  the  prescribed  form. 

Every  entry  sWild  be  fairly  and  legibly  written,  and 
the  quantities  of  the  goods  therein  mentioned,  set  down  in 
words  at  length,  without  abbreviation  or  figures,  (except 
such  as  are  marks  of  each  outward  bulk,)  nor  ought  any 
entry  to  be  passed,  which  is  any  way  obliterated,  interlined 
or  altered. 

Enter  your  goods    according    to  the  tale,    weight  or 
measure,  by    which    they   are  rated,  in   the  money  bill, 
avoiding  those  technical  terms  which  originate  only  in  the 
brain  of  the   manufacturer,  that  tend  to  mislead  and  per- 
plex both  officer  and  merchant,  and  occasion  unforeseen 
difficulties,   that  otherwise  might  not  occur.     If  rated  by 
the  ell  for  one  duty,  and  the  square-yard  for  another,  (as 
are  certain  foreign  linens,  &c, )  enter  so  many  ells,  con- 
taining  so    many  square-yards.     If  by    the  square-yard, 
where  the  denomination  is  more  than  yard  wide,  or  may 
be    less,  enter  the  number  of  running  yards,  containing 
so   many    square     yards,    for    instance,    one    piece    of  * 
wide,  sixty   yards    in  length,  is   equal   to  ninety  square- 
yards.      If  by  the  value  for  one  duty,    and   the  pound 
weight  for  another,  (as  of  several  silk   manufactures,  sad- 
dlery, and  other  leather  manufactures,  &c.)  enter  so  many 
pounds  weight  of  each  denomination,  value  so  much,  and 
so  on  as  the  case  may  be. 

&\\free  goods    are  required  by   law  to  be  particularly 
entered,  both  as  to   quantity,    quality  and  value,   being 

A  2  liable 
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liable  to  the  same  penalties  for  undue  entry,  as  if 
they  were  subject  to  duty:  and  goods  shipped  or  unship- 
ped without  performing  the  legal  requisites,  are  subject 
to  forfeiture. 

No  goods  can  be  entered  before  the  vessel  is  regularly 
invoiced.  And  all  articles  coming  fiom  Great  Britain, 
without  being  accompanied  by  a  cocquet  or  other  proper 
document,  are  chargeable  with  the  foreign  duties,  unless 
the  commissioners  find  good  reason  to  make  a  special 
order  to  the  contrary. 

Where  goods  are  taken  away  before  the  full  duty  is 
paid,  goods  subsequently  entered  are  liable  to  all  duty 
and  charges. 

Brokers  are  considered  accountable  to  the  crown  fpr 
all  surcharges,  or  short  payments  of  duty,  on  any  entry 
or  entries  they  may  make  and  sign  for  their  employers. 

*  Post  entries,  on  beer,  ale,  spirits,  wines,  coffee,  hops, 
sugar,  &c.  should  be  made  within  seven  days  after  they 
are  guaged  or  weighed  respectively,  by  the  proper  officer; 
or  in  default  thereof,  the  merchant  or  other  person  im- 
porting the  same,  becomes  liable  to  a  penalty  of  >£.50 
and  the  post  entry  must  be  certified  by  the  land-waiter, 
before  the  duty  is  computed  thereon. 

Where  liqueures,  fruits  preserved  in  liquids  or  spirits, 
and  other  groceries,  in  bottles,  are  imported,  the  value  of 
the  glass  and  fruit  must  be  separately  stated,  as  also  the 
quantity  of  spirits    contained   therein,    according  to  the 

nearest 


•The Prime  Entry  should  contain  as  near  the  full  quantity  as  possible. 
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nearest  estimate,  for  the  computation  of  the  distinct  du- 
ties with  which  such  article?  and  their  packages  arc 
chargeable. 

Certain  foreign  articles,  imported  into  Ireland  from 
Great  Britain,  which,  having  gone  through  a  process  of 
manufacture,  or  refinement  there,  so  as  to  alter  or  change 
effectually  the  nature  or  substance  thereof,  are/mr,  as 
British  manufacture;  except  Borax,  Brimstone,  Camphor, 
Saltpetre,  and  some  other  drugs  and  substances  refined 
in  Great  Britain,  which  pay  duty  in  any  state  or  shape. 

In  extracting  the  several  articles  from  an  invoice, 
care  must  be  taken  not  to  put  two  different  denomi- 
nations in  one  line,  but  to  have  each  description  of 
article  and  its  value,  including  its  -proportion  of  charges, 
separately  stated,  except  when  the  articles  are  too  nu- 
merous; in  which  case,  the  expences  may  be  stated  at  the 
bottom,  including  freight,  insurance,  value  of  packages t 
brokerage  and  shipping  charges,,  and  in  fine,  every  charge 
attending  the  goods  until  they  are  unshipped,  without 
comprehending  the  duty.  But  where  there  are  goods 
rated  and  unrated  in  the  same  entry,  the  charges  are 
to  be  added  only  in  the  proportion  which  the  unrated 
goods  bear  to  the  expences  of  the  whole.  Suppose,  for 
instance,  a  package  of  rated  and  unrated  goods  to  be 
entered,   the  following  is  a 

GENERAL    RULE 

To  find  the  proportion  of  Charges  on  unrated  Goods,. 

AS  the  value  of  the  whole  package  is  to  the  entire  ex- 
pences attending  it,  so  is  the  value  of  the  unrated  goods 
contained  therein,  to  their  proportion. — (Which  is  to  be 
added  at  botom.)—  And  so  on,  for  each  package,  according 
to  its  contents. 

Ail 
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All  entries  of  goods  rated  and  unrated,  may  be  sup- 
posed to  consist  of  four  columns.  The  first  is  the  mar- 
gin, in  which  are  contained  the  marks  and  numbers  of 
the  outward  bulk.  The  second  contains  the  denomina- 
tions and  quantities  of  the  goods,  or  inward  content  of 
each  outward  bulk,  which  must  always  be  expressed  in 
words  at  length.  The  third  contains  the  value  as  sworn, 
(or  if  by  a  known  Quaker,  affirmed)  to  in  Irish  currency 
by  the  merchant.     The  fourth,  contains  the  duties. 

Entries  of  rated  goods  o.nly,  inwards,  consist  of  three 
columns;  the  third  in  the  preceding  instance,  being 
here  unnecessary. 

Entries  of  free  goods,  consist  of  three  columns,  the 
first  and  se.cond  as  above;  the  third,  a  blank  margin. 

But  in  general,  a  space  of  two  inches  and  an  half  is  suf- 
ficient for  value  and  duties. 

Five  copies  of  each  entry  are  required  for  the  custom- 
house;  but  I  would  recommend  an  additional  entry  to 
be  kept  by  the  merchant,  to  set  down  the  duty  and. 
charges  for  his  subsequent  satisfaction,  in  case  of  draw- 
back un  exportation,   or  other  occasional  reference. 

No  alteration  or  insertion  whatever  should  be  made, 
after  the  collector  has  signed  the  warrant,  except  in  case 
of  immediate  discovery  of  short  payment  of  duty,  or  other 
just  cause  ;  which  the  collector  should  thereupon  be  made 
acquainted  with.  But  no  warrant  can  be  altered  after 
it  is  delivered  to  the  land- waiter,  without  leave  from  the 
commissioners;  for,  although  no  fraud  is  intended,  if  any 
omission  takes  place,  the  merchant  is  subjected  to  great 
inconveniences. 

All  goods  entered  ad  valorem,  are  to  be  sworn  or  (if  by  a 
known  Quaker)  affirmed  to,  by  the  real  owner  or  proprie- 
tor; 
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tor;  but  the  person  duly  authorized,  and  tor  whom  the 
proprietor  shall  be  responsible,  (incase  of  the  owner  or 
proprietor's  inability  to  attend,  from  sickness,  absence 
from  town,  or  other  real  necessity,)  swearing  or  affirm- 
ing to  such  inability,  may  enter  the  goods  for  him  in  his 
absence. 

If  such  goods  as  pay  duty  according  to  their  value,  be 
entered  at  less  than  their  true  value,  including  all  charges 
and  expcnces  prior  to  their  being  landed,  the  proper  officer 
may  detain  them,  and  pay  the  merchant  the  value  so 
ascertained,  and  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  as  also  the  amount 
of  duty  paid. 

When  various  articles  of  merchandize,  subject  to  spe- 
cific duties,  are  to  be  entered,  such  as  foreign  groceries, 
drugs,  dye-stuffs,  &c.  &c.  it  would  tend  much  towards 
the  dispatch  of  business,  if  those  articles  were  all  inserted 
in  the  entry,  in  alphabetical  order. 

This  will. appear  obvious,  from  the  delay  which  must 
unavoidably  occur  in  turning  over  the  schedule  of  per- 
haps two  or  three  hundred  pages,  backwards  and  for- 
wards, to  compute  the  duties  on  a  multiplicity  of  articles 
so  misplaced  under  each  other;  for  instance,  Zaifre, 
Adianthum,  Zedoaria,  Alkanet-root,  Umber,  Amber, 
Turmeric,  Bdellium,  and  so  forth.  The  unnecessary 
trouble  and  delay  thus  occasioned,  in  the  first  instance  to 
fhe  computing  officer  and  merchant,  is  repeated  to  the 
comptroller,  and  as  it  is  expected  that  every  person  should 
be  duly  dispatched  in  his  order  or  turn,  as  the  law  re- 
quires, it  is  but  reasonable  to  hope,  that  each  merchant 
would  give  every  support  to  a  regulation,  which  evi- 
dently leads  to  his  own  convenience  and  advantage. 

Having  six  correct  copies  of  the  entry  made  out,  (the 
sixth  being  for  his  own  use,)  the  merchant  is  to  proceed

Britith  Melasses,  by  order  of  the  Treasury,  is  admitted  fiee  into  Ireland^ 
so  long  as  Ir'ab  Molasses   is  free  into  Great  Britain. 

M<  lasses,  not  being  deemed  a  manufactured  article,  the  following  ex* 
tract  may  not  be  unacceptable. 

"  It  has  been  made  a  question,  whether  sugar  of  the  French  plantations 
being  imported  into  France,  and  there  refined,  the  melasses  of  those 
sugars  could  be  imported  into  England,  as  a  manufacture  of  France,  and 
as  such,  whether  they  ceased  to  be  subject  to  the  prohibition  which  they 
would  be  under  while  merely  a  production  of  America  ? 

When  this  point  was  put  to  the  then  attorney  and  solicitor  general  in 
Eng'and,  Mr.  V.'arde,  and  Sir  T.  Povvys  it  was  considered  by  the  for* 
xner,  as  a  new  question,  well  worthy  of  attention ;  yc:  it  seemed  to 
him,  that  the  importing  such  melasses  frum  France,  was  against  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  words  of  the  Act  of  Navigation  ;  for  the  sepa- 
rating of  the  sugars  from  the  melasses  in  France,  did  not,  in  his  concep- 
tion, make  the  melasses  to  be  such  a  manufactui  e  of  France,  (and  no  longer 
a  commodity  of  the  growth  or  production  of  America,)  as  might  be  im- 
ported from  France  ;  for  the  melasses  still  remained  in  his  opinion,  a  fo- 
reign material,  even  if  the  separation  had  b;  en  in  ingland;  and  so  he 
said,  had  been  djudged,  in  a  case  of  Bainbrig  and  Bate,  in  the  Exche- 
quer, upon  a  special  verdict. 

The  latter,  (Sir  T.  Powys)  observed,  that  it  is  a  question,  of  fact, 
rather  than  of  law,  what  is  properly  a  manufacture.  This  su^ar  was  origi- 
nally of  ihe  growth  and  production  of  America,  and  so  was  restrained 
prima  facie  from  being  imported  from  any  other  place;  and  to  m?ke  it  a 
manufacture  of  France,  the  onus  prdandi  lay  upon  the  importer,  by  the 
Act  of  Frauds,  (Stat,  IS,  and  14,  Car-  2.)  But  it  did  not  seem  to  him.  how 
this  could  properly  be  called  a  manufacture,  since  the  article  was  no  way 
improve i  or  altered  in  its  nature,  by  art  or  labour,  but  remained  the  very 
same  it  was  before,  only  that  it  was  separated  from  the  part  refined. 
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The  same  point  being  submitted  to  Mr.  Roger  North,  he  entered  nto 
it  more  at  length,  and  suggested  the  following  considerations,  which  he 
held  to  be  such,  as  would  \md  to  develope  and  illustrate  the  present 
question. 

.First,  Goods  of  the  growth  of  the  Imlie?,  manufactured  in  France,  might 
be  brought  frcm  ihtnee,  as  wrought  silk,  tabincts  and  other  articles. 

Secondly,  If  in  the  working  of  such  manufactures,  there  was  a  refuse 
or  waste,  although  the  labour  cf  mar.  went  to  die  severing  of  it,  and 
although  it  might  have  also  some  peculiar  uses,  ytt  that  refuse  or  waste, 
was  not  properly  a  manufacture,  but  retained  the  quality  of  the  original 
material,  ana  could  not  be  impqrted  as  the  manufacture  of  the  place  where 
the  separation  was  made  :  of  this  sort  was  the  waste  of  silk,  the  chips  or 
shavings  of  wood,  or  the  like. 

Thirdly,  If  a  plain  separation  was  made,  without  any  manufacture  at 
all,  the  case  was  more  clear,  as  the  garble  or  siftings  of  t>pice,    though 
it  had  a  new  name,  and  peculiar  uses,  and  was  severed  by  mens   labour, 
yet  it  was  still  in  the  sense  of  the  Act,  the  Production  of  the  spice  country, 
and  nut  the  manufacture  of  the  place  where  it  was-  sifted. 

In  the  present  ca  e  the  question  was,  whether  a  mixture  of  other 
materials,  together  with  a  iong  process  of  boiling,  curing,  and  other  labour 
and  operations  nesessary  for  effecting  such  a  separation,  should  make  the 
refuse,  waste  or  dregs,  to  be  a  manufacture  in  the  sense  of  this  law,  and 
not  the  goods  of  the  original  production?  And  he  thought  it  did  not,  for 
the  following  reasons  : 

First,  No  sugar  is  refined  for  the  sake  of  melasscs,  but  the  endea- 
vour is,  that  all  should  turn  into  sugar,  and  no  melasses  at  all  be  left ;  and 
since  that  cannot  be,  such  are  reserved  for  'he  uses  of  which  they  are 
capable,  but  which  would  be  better    supplied     by  clear  sugar. 

Secondly,  To  clear  the  sugar  from  the  dregs  or  melasses,  there  is  s 
necessity  of  dissolving  in  water,  boiling,  potting,  claying,  and  the  like, 
because  no  industy  can  otho-ivise  effect  it;  all  which  is  done  only  for  the 
sake  of  sugar,  and  as  the  means  to  separate  that  from  the  dregs  or  melasse* 
contained  in  it. 

Thirdly,  If  melasses  could  be  separated  by  hand-sieves,  or  the  like, 
without  all  question,  the  dregs  or  melasses,  would  not  be  a  manufacture 
of  the  place  where  this  was  performed  ;  and  since  this  could  not  be,  and 
the  process  of  r  fining  is  for  the  Jake  of  the  sugar  only,  it  is  to  be  con- 
sidered as  the  manufacturing  of  that,  and  not  of  ths  dregs  or  refuse. 

Ihe  melasses  therefore  themselves,  were  no  manufacture,  but  only  the 
waste,  or  refuse,  or  unmanufactured  part  of  sugar,  separated  by,  and 
consequential  from,  the  operation  of  refining  ;  and  therefore  not  like  the 
cai>es  of  several  manufactures  out  of  the  same  goods,  as  cordage  and 
linen  out  of  hemp,  both  which  are  diitinct  nanufactures,  originally  de- 
signed, and  distinctly  made.

The 
certifi  ate  is  then- to  be  entered  with  th«  customer  and 
comptroller,  and  Irspector  general  of  imports  and  ex- 
pf  i  '.,  oi  their  deputies,  and  afterwards  transmitted  to  the 
merchant  s  correspondent,  agent  01  shipper  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, who  is  to  prochce  it  at  the  c?stom-house  «©f  the 
port,  from  whence  the  goods  were  exported,  for  a  deben- 
ture, in  order  to  receive  the  drawback  of  duty  paid 
thereon. 

Rurn  cenificates  cannot  pass  the  customer  and  comp- 
troller, until  the  master  of  the  vessel,  in  which  it  was  im 
ported,  makes  oath  to  the  quantity  of  rum  he  took  on 
board  at  :he  port  from  whence  he  outvoiced,  to  whom 
consigned,  and  that  it  was  in  the  same  state  at  deli- 
very, as  when  it  was  shipped. 

For  rum,  tea  and  wine,  two  certificates  of  each  are 
necessary,  as  they  pay  duty  in  custom  and  excise  in 
England.

OCCASION   OF 

A   BILL    OF    VIEW. 

And  how  to  he  obtained. 

WHERE  any  merchant  is  in  doubt  concerning  the 
quantity,  proper  denomination,  or  quality  of  his  goods, 
arising  from  the  want  of  bill  of  lading,  imperfect  in- 
voice, or  other  just  cause,  and  cannot  make  a  full  and 
perfect  entry  ;  the  law  has  provided  for  his  safety,  by- 
granting  a  bill  at  view,  on  making  voluntary  oath,  that 
he  knows  not  the  just  and  true  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  goods  contained  in  the  outward  bulk  expressed  there- 
in, and  that  he  cannot  make  a  perfect  entry  without  view 
thereof. 

The  bill  of  view  issues  from  the  customer  and  comp- 
troller, and  is  afterwards  entered  with  the  clerk  of  the 
cheque,  whence  it  beeomes  a  warrant  to  the  landwarter 
for  bringing  the  goods  to  the  quay  to  be  viewed  in  his 
presence  :  the  merchant  must  write  down  the  particulars 
of  each  outward  bulk  or  package  on  the  bill  of  view, 
and  proceed  to  pass  his  entry  through  the  several  offices; 
(as  directed,)  and  such  goods  as  shall  afterwards  be  short 
or  unduly  entered,  are  forfeited,  or  their  value.  After  the 
merchant  has  paid  the  full  duty  on  his  goods,  he  is  required, 
for  his  own  safety,  to  see  the  bill  of  view  cancelled  by 
the  customer  or  clerk  of  the  cheque,  (with  either  of  which 
officers  the  view-book  remains,)  as  a  full  discharge  for 
all  the  legal  requisites  having  been  performed,  and  no 
claim  left  on  the  part  of  the  crown  against  the  merchant, 
for  such  bill  of  view  so  passed. 

The  bill  of  view  is  a  document  of  the  highest  impor- 
tance to  the  merchant,  inasmuch,  as  it  is  entirely  for  his 
accommodation  and  security,  under  certain  circumstinc.es 
as  before  stated  ;  and  consequently,  leaves  no  excuse 
whatsoever  for  an  undue  entry. 

Having  the  goods  laid  open  to  his  inspection,  with  the 
mean?  of  ascertaining  them  to  the  most  minute  enumera- 
tion and  description,  whether  by  tale,  weight  or  mea- 
sure, he  can  have  no  refuge  in  the  plea  of  ignorance,  and 
therefore  the  advantage  of  a  bill  of  view  is  well  worth 
that  due  portion  of '  attention  in  the  merchant,  (whilst  in. 
his  power,)  which,  in  such  cases,  will  ever  prevent  fu- 
ture inconvenience  and  retrospective  scrutiny.

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Of     Drawbacks 


DRAWBACKS  are  distinguished  into  debentures  and 
repayments.  The  former  are  such  part  of  his  Majety's 
duties,  as  are  drawnback  on  exportation  of  goods,  which 
have  paid  duty  inwards,  and  the  latter  are  such  abate- 
ments or  drawbacks  as  are  granted  on  account  of  da- 
mage or  over-entry. 

All  foreign  goods  which  have  paid  duty  inwards,  are 
entitled  to  some  drawback  or  debenture  on  exportation, 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  time  and  persons. 

The  drawback  on  wines  exported,  is  payable  within 
five  years  from  the  date  of  importation. 

On  all  other  goods,  within  three  years;  except  salt 
and  foreign  herrings,  which  are  excluded  from  the  be- 
nefit of  any  repayment  on  exportation. 

THE    PRESENT  PRACTICE   IN  THE   PORT  OF  DUBLIN,  is, 

When  a  merchant  intends  to  export  foreign  goods  en- 
titled to  drawback,  the  first  step  is  to  obtain  a  shipping 
permit,  for  which  purpose,  he  is  to  lodge  with  the  Cus- 
tomer a  declaration  of  the  species  and  quantity  of  the 
goods,  the  time  of  importaiion  and  payment  of  the  duty. 
The  Customer  having  checked  this  declaration,  grants  the 
permit  on  the  oath  of  the  merchant,  that  he  is  the  real 
exporter  and  entitled  to  the  drawback,  the  permit  is  then 
produced  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Cheque  and  the  Comptroller, 
for  their  signatures:  it  is  afterwards  taken  to  the  Land-' 
waiter  on  exports,  who  enters  it  in  his  permit  book,  and 
proceeds  to  examine  and  take  an   account  of  the  goods, 
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after  which  he    gives  an  order  to  the  Debenture  Officer, 
to  see  them  shipped. 

When  shipped,  the  Debenture  Officer  certifies  the   out- 
ward   bulk  and  species  on  the  back    of  the   permit;   the 
quantities  are   endorsed  thereon  by  the  Land-waiter  on  ex- 
ports, who  also  certifies  the    shipping  of  the  goods.     In 
the  case  of  spirits,    the  quantity  and  strength  are  certified 
by  the  Gauging  Surveyor.     The  permit  thus  endorsed  is  to 
be  taken  to  the  Register  of  Drawbacks  and  Bounties,    who 
thereupon,    fills    up  in   the  printed    form    of  debenture 
paper,  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  Customer  and  Comp- 
troller,   that  the  goods  mentioned  in  the  permit,  have  been 
entered  for  exportation,   and  also,   two  affidavits,  one  to 
be  made  by  the   merchant,    and  the  other  by  the  master 
of  the  ship,  both  purporting,   that  the  goods  are   shipped 
and  shall  be  duly  exported.     The  merchant  then  receives 
the  debenture  paper,  and  he  and  the  master  having  taken 
the  above  mentioned  oaths,  the  debenture  paper  is  lodged 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Ship's  Entries,  who  after  the  ship 
has  sailed,  returns  it    to   the  Register   of  Drawbacks  and 
Bounties,  who  retains  it  until  the    merchant  obtains  the

ABATEMENT  FOR  DAMAGED  GOODS. 


WHEN  the  goods  have  received  damage  at  sea,  by  salt 
water,  or  other  accident,  if  such  goods  be  unrated,  or  not 
specified  in  any  of  the  schedules  of  the  money  bill,  the 
merchant  hath  only  to  take  out  a  bill  of  view,  and  value 
them  upon  oath,  according  to  their  real  worth,  at  the 
time  of  entry ;  but  if  the  goods  be  rated  by  weight  or  mea- 
sure, and  specified  in  the  m  mey  bill,  a  copy  of  the  ■entry- 
must  be  made  out,  two  indifferent  merchants  must  be 
chosen  or  approved  of  by  the  commissioners  in  the  port 
of  Dublin,  (and  all  other  ports,  by  two  at  least  of  the 
principal  officers,  whereof  the  collector  always  to  be  one,) 
who  in  conjunction  with  such  sworn  officers  as  shall  be 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  commissioners,  or  sub- 
commissioners  respectively,  must  view  the  goods  upon 
landing,  and  before  housing  them,  and  certify  and  de 
clare  upon  oath,  what  real  damage  the  goods  have  suf- 
fered, and  the  abatement  of  duty  must  be  in  proportion 
to  the  damage  ;  so  that  if  the  goods  be  lessened  one  half 
in  their  value,  one-half  of  the  duty  is  to  be  repaid,  and 
so  in  all  other  cases.

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GOODS    BY    THE    PACKETS* 

GOODS,  wares,  and  merchandize  for  sale,  are  not  al- 
lowed to  be  brought  over  in  the  Packet  Boats,  without 
permission  from  the  commissioners  of  the  customs  and  port 
duties  ;  and  should  any  goods  be  laden  on  board  the  pack- 
ets  without  such  leave,  they  are  subject  to  seizure*  But 
permission  is  seldom  refused  to  admit  articles  for  privaUfe 
use  to  entry,  on  due  proof  being  made  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  commissioners,  that  no  fraud  is  committed  or  in-^ 
tended ■.  Nevertheless,  it  is  indispensably  necessary,  tha* 
On  their  arrival,  if  not  previous  tnereto,  application  should 
be  inadeto  admit  them  to  entry,  viz.  "  Out  of  the  Storey 
from  England  ;"  (this  is  to  be  done  through  the  Clerk  vf 
the  Petitions,  who  sits  in  the  Long-Room)  which  being- 
granted,  the  entry  is  to  be  passed  according  to  the  instruct 
lions  already  set  forth. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  manufacturers  and  others^ 
being  passengers  on  board  the  Packet  Boats  from  England, 
to  bring  with  them  to  this  country,  patterns  of  sundry 
wares  and  merchandize,  through  a  mistaken  notion,  thai: 
such  patterns  are  not  subject  to  duty,  and  should  not  fee 
entered  ;  thereby  rendering  themselves  liable  to  much 
inconvenience,  delay,  and  oftentimes  loss  of  the  articles? 
and  as,  in  general,  those  patterns,  it  is  presumed,  are  in- 
tended for  the  purpose  whereby  to  take  orders  after  selec- 
tion by  the  purchasers ;  every  obstruction  thereto)  be- 
comes a  matter  of  serious  moment  to  ihose  concerned^ 
whether  manufacturer  or  retailer.  To  avoid  the  reform 
all  difficulties  on  such  occasions,  it  serves  in  this  place  to 
recommend  the  conveyance  of  such  articles  by  a  regular 
trading  vessel  only ;  the  shipper  whereof,  to  be  particu- 
lar  in  having  them  duly  entered  in  the  master's  manifesl 
or  report,  and  a  regular  cocket  accompanying  them ;  by 
which  means  the  articles  are  duly  discharged,  and  all  the 
.purposes  of  dispatch  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturer  ae5* 
-cemplished  without  risk  or  trouble,  save  what  necessarily 
attends  the  unavoidable  ceremony  of  passing  an  entry  m 
the  usual  manner;  for  which  instructions  ate  already  gi-ven*

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ARTICLES 

For    Private   Use. 


NOBLEMEN,  private  gentlemen  and  others,  have 
on  various  occasions,  articles  forwarded  to  them  by  the 
Packets  and  trading  vessels ;  but  they  are  frequently 
unacquainted  with  the  regular  method  of  obtaining  those 
articles  from  on  Shipboard.  These  articles  whether 
liable  to  duty  or  not,  must  be  discharged  by  entry  in 
the  proper  offices  of  the  Custom  House.  The  examples 
hereafter  given,  will  serve  as  a  guide  under  such  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  proprietor  or  his  agent,  on  being  acquainted  with 
the  arrival  of  the  vessel,  (suppose  a  trading  vessel)  and 
having  been  informed  by  his  correspondent  with  the 
paiticular  commodities  consigned  to  him,  is  to  have  five 
copies  of  his  entry  made  out,  after  the  manner  herein- 
after set  forth,  with  the  several  articles  specified  in  such 
consignment;  one  of  which  must  be  presented  to  the 
Cocket  Officer,  to  certify  thereon  the  growth,  produc- 
tion or  manufacture  of  the  goods,  from  Great  Britain, 
(if  from  a  foreign  country,  this  step  is  not  necessary), 
after  which  the  entries  are  to  be  taken  to  the  Customer, 
for  the  computation  of  the  duty  on  the  articles  contained 
therein,  or  passing  them  free,  as  the  case  maybe;  then 
to  the  Comptroller,  to  examine  the  entry  before  it  is 
presented  to  the  Collector,  to  whom  any  duty  thereon 
must  be  paid;  it  must  then  be  entered  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Cheque,  and  afterwards  signed  by  the  Customer 
and  also  the  Comptroller,  before  it  is  taken  to  the  Land- 
'  waiter,  to  obtain  his  order  to  land  them  from  the  Ship; 
who,  when  he  has  examined  the  goods,  grants  a  gate- 
note  or  discharge,  which  must  be  also  signed  by  the 
Surveyor,  before  the  goods  are  taicen  away.  The  entries 
are  to  be  made  out  in  the  following  form;

Note.  A  Certificate  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  Customer 
Comptroller  and  Inspector  General  of  Imports  and  Ex- 
ports, of  the  landing  in  this  country  of  all  Exuseable  goods 
from  Great  Britain,  must  be  returned  thither  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of exportation  jrom  thence,  in 
order  to  obtain  the  drawback  oj  Excise  duty  paid  thereon, 
and  cancel  the  bond  entered  into  at  exportation,  which  cer- 
tificate is  founded  on  the  discharge  from  the  Land- 
waiter  and  Purveyor,  after  the  goods  have  been  duly 
entered  and  cleared  at  the  Custom  House.  In  case 
however,  where  the  Drawback  is  of  trifling  conside- 
ration, the  shippers  seldom  take  the  trouble  of  entering 
such  Articles  outwards  on  Debenture.

General    Observations. 


The  foregoing  Examples  of  Entries,  being  prin- 
cipally intended  for  the  information  of  those 
persons  respectively,  who  by  not  being  con- 
versant in  the  forms  or  method  of  passing  an 
entry  in  the  Custom-House,  render  it  necessary 
they  should  have  every  assistance  afforded  them, 
•which  the  various  occasions  of  business  can 
suggest,  and  time  or  circumstances  require; 
I  have  therefore  been  induced  to  enlarge  the 
original  plan  of  this  work,  by  the  insertion  of 
many  forms  by  way  of  precedent,  which  from 
long  experience  in  Revenue  matters,  I  find  could 
not  be  properly  dispensed  with.  Any  prolixity, 
therefore,  that  may  appear  in  those  numerous 
forms  and  examples  to  the  eye  of  a  proficient, 
will  I  trust,  receive  from  him  that  indulgent 
construction,  which  the  necessity  of  their  insertion 
for  the  assistance  of  the  less  informed,  lays  claim 
to. 

Before  proceeding  further,  it  may  not  be  ir- 
relevant, to  address  those  persons  employed  by 
merchants  to  transact  their  Custom  House  busi- 
ness, premising,  that  the  observations  and  hints 
hereafter,  are  intended  for  their  advantage   and 
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interest,  and  I  shall  find  ample  requital,  in 
finding,  that  these  hints  may,  even  in  one  single 
instance,  have  the  desired  etiect. 

In  the  first  place,  he  who  is  employed  in  an 
extensive  mercantile  house,  to  transact  the  Custom 
House  business  thereof,  is  supposed  to  be  a  steady, 
correct,  intelligent  person,  an  expert  accomp- 
tant,  and  in  other  respects,  qualified  to  undertake 
that  important  branch  of  mercantile  concerns. 
To  such  a  person,  the  theory  and  practice  of 
Revenue  business  would  very  soon  become  fa- 
miliar, by  an  .attentive  perusal  of  the  examples 
and  insrructions  already  herein  setforth.  And 
as  the  officer,  would  feel  satisfaction  in  the  exe- 
cution of  his  duty,  with  persons  of  intelligence 
as  above  alluded  to,  so,  on  the  other  hand,  it 
is  really  irksome  and  laborious  in  the  extreme, 
to  be  occupied  with  a  person  of  a  contrary 
description. 

In  taking  the  several  articles  from  an  invoice, 
much  delay  may  be  prevented,  if  the  articles  be 
very  numerous,  by  placing  them  in  alphabetical 
order,f see  Entvy  of  FURS,  p.  4>4j  observing  never 
to  insert  the  value  in  the  space  that  should 
be  occupied  by  the  duties,  and  taking  care,  that 
the  marks  and  numbers  agree  with  the  Bill  of 
Lading,  and  that  the  articles  arc  truly  denomi- 
nated  in  their  legal  terms,  with  the  value  of  such 
as  are  unrated  \  not  blending  two  distinct  deno- 
minations in  one  value,  but  exhibiting  every 
individual  article  with  its  quantity,  quality  and 
true  value  in  Irish  currency,  including  all  expences, 
which  must  be  stated  on  oath  or  affirmation,  and 
keeping  in  recollection  that  part  of   the  instruc- 
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tions  already  given,  (page  7,)  namely,  that  if  such 
goods  as  pay  duty,  according  to  their  value,  be 
entered  at  less  than  their  true  value,  including  all 
charges  prior  to  their  being  landed,  the  proper 
officer  may  detain  them,  and  pay  the  merchant 
the  value  so  ascertained,  and  ten  per  cent  thereon, 
as  also  the  amount  of  duty  paid. 

All  entries  and  copies  thereof  should  be  legibly 
written,  carefully  avoiding  erasement  or  inter- 
lineation :  and,  as  the  officer  may  refuse  to  re- 
ceive any  entry  which  is  erased,  interlined,  or 
illegible  ;  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  be  very  par- 
ticular in  producing  correct  entries  and  copies, 
which  will  prevent  much  loss  of  time  and  addi- 
tional trouble. 

When  an  entry  is  presented  to  the  Customer 
and  the  Comptroller  for  computation  of  the 
duties  and  examination,  observe  the  several  rates 
at  which  the  articles  are  computed  \  go  over  the 
calculations,  and  be  satisfied  that  they  are  correct, 
before  payment  of  the  duty  to  the  Collector. 
By  this  means  the  fallibility  of  the  computing 
and  check  officers  under  the  term  surcharge,  be- 
comes less  frequent;  for,  although  mistakes  may 
arise  in  the  computation  of  the  duties,  from  va- 
rious unforeseen  occasions,  the  adoption  of  every 
method  to  prevent  such  mistakes  should  be  a 
primary  object. 

The  entry  signed  by  the  several  officers,  is  termed 
the  warrant,  because  it  is  the  authority  by  which 
the  goods  are  landed  and  discharged,  and  upon 
which  only,  the  affidavit  or  affirmation  is  to  be 
made.     The  document  or  copy  of  this,   which  is 
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certified  by  the  Cocket  officer,  (when  the  goods 
are  from  Great  Britain),  is  to  be  signed  by  the 
merchant  or  the  person  who  passes  the  entry  for 
him,  and  is  for  the  Examinator  of  Customs. — 
Another  copy  is  to  be  left  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Cheque,  a  fourth  for  the  Comptroller,  and  a  fifth 
for  the  Inspector  General  of  Imports  and  Exports. 
The  same  number  of  copies  are  required  also  in 
respect  of  receipts,  for  the  duties  on  bonded 
goods. 

Every  merchant  ought  to  preserve  a  copy  of 
his  entry,  numbered  the  same  as  the  original, 
and  (if  I  might  presume  to  suggest)  it  should  be 
entered  in  a  book  kept  in  his  compting-house 
for  that  express  purpose;  so  that  at  a  future  period, 
if  the  merchant  or  any  person  to  whom  he  may 
sell  the  goods,  should  be  disposed  to  export  them, 
(which  for  drawback,  must  be  within  three  years 
from  the  date  of  importation),  the  vender  can 
at  once,  refer  to  such  book  for  the  particulars  of 
the  entry,  as  to  date,  ship,  master's  name,  from 
whence,  the  marks  and  numbers  of  the  outward 
bulk,  quantity  and  quality  of  the  goods,  duty 
paid  or  free,  and  the  number  of  the  entry,  and 
deliver  his  certificate  of  importation  to  the  vendee 
accordingly;  who  must  produce  such  certificate 
to  the  Customer,  for  a  permit  to  ship  the  goods,

Where  goods  have  been  stored  by  the  master 
of  a  vessel,  in  order  to  obtain  his  clearance 
inwards,  and  take  in  goods  for  exportation, 
or  clear  outwards  in  ballast,  as  the  case  may  be  ; 
on  enteiing  the  goods  so  stored,  observe  to  get 
the  storekeeper  in  the  first  instance,  to  write   on 
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the  entry,  at  what  time  they  were  stored;  then 
(if  from  Great  Britain)  produce  the  entry  at  the 
cock et- office,  to  be  certified  as  to  the  growth, 
produce  or  manufacture  of  the  articles  in  such 
entry,  before  it  is  presented  to  the  Customer, 
for  computation  of  the  duty,  and  proceed  after- 
wards as^directed  fpagcS.J  All  goods  whatsoever 
from  Great  Britain,  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
cocket,  stating  their  growth,  produce  or  manu- 
facture, otherwise  such  goods  are  chargeable 
with  the  foreign  duties,  unless  upon  application 
to  the  Commissioners,  they  shall  find  suficient 
reason  for  the  contrary. 

"When  the  Landwaiter's  order  is  obtained  for 
unshipping  goods,  the  closest  attention  becomes 
necessary,  from  the  moment  they  are  landed, 
during  the  examination  thereof,  and  until  they 
are  placed  in  the  merchant's  own  stores  or  the 
King's  warehouses.  1  he  number  of  idle  persons, 
constantly  lurking  on  the  Custom  House-Quay, 
watching  every  opportunity  to  pilfer  and  pillage, 
will  at  once  dictate  the  necessity  of  using  the 
utmost  vigilance  and  attention  in  this  particular. 

As  by  the  instructions  already  given,  certain 
documents  are  requisite  for  the  purposes  of  ob- 
taining drawbacks  and  cancelling  bonds  in  Great 
Britain,  in  consequence  of  the  entry  and  landing 
or  the  goods  in  Ireland.  When  the  gooda  are 
discharged,  the  Land  waiter  and  Surveyor  should 
immediately  <or  as  soon  as  convenient  after;  be 
applied  to  for  a  discharge  in  writing,  which  must 
be  lodged  with  the  Cocket  officer,  who  thereupon 
issues  the  certificate  for  the  purpose  of  being 
signed  by  the  Customer,  Comptroller,  and  Inspec- 
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tor  General  of  Imports  and  Exports,  and  after- 
wards transmitted,  in  duplicate  parts,  by  the 
last-mentioned  officer  and  merchant  respectively, 
to  the  Collector  and  Shipper  at  the  port  from 
whence  the  goods  were  first  shipped.  Thus,  in 
the  course  of  a  Few  days,  the  entire  transactions 
of  shipment,  landing,  payment  of  duty,  posses- 
sion of  the  goods,  drawback  of  duty  on  expor- 
tation, and  cancelling  the  bond  entered  into  at 
shipment,  are  accomplished  ;  and  the  risk  of  bonds 
being  put  in  force,  and  all  the  concomitant  in- 
conveniences of  neglect  in  this  particular  avoided. 
Certificates  of  s;oods  landed  in  Ireland  from  Great

Britain,  must  be  returned  thither  within  six 
months  after  shipment,  but  as  in  the  ordinary 
occurrences  of  business,  even  that  period  might 
elapse  without  forwarding  the  certificate,  (and  this 
has  occurred  to  my  own  knowledge)  it  is  better 
to  close  the  transaction  at  the  earliest  opportu- 
nity. 

TV  hen  goods  entered  by  Rill  of  View  or  other- 
wise are  to  be  bonded,  the  dudes  must  first 
be  computed  by  the  Customer,  and  checked  by 
the  Comptroller,  before  the  bond  is  entered  into: 
after  which  it  is  to  be  passed  through  the  several 
ofhees  as  already  directed,  and  when  any  part 
thereof  is  intended  to  be  taken  out  on  payment 
of  the  duty,  whether  for  exportation  or  home 
consumption,  the  merchant  on  application  at  the 
Collector's  office,  can  obtain  blank  receipts,  and 
the  quantity  to  be  entered  must  be  certified  on 
three  of  them  by  the  Surveyor  or  Gauger,  and 
when  the  duties  thereon  are  computed  and  exa- 
mined by  the  Customer  and  Comptroller,  the 
amount  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Collector,  whose 
receipt,  and  entry  thereof  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Cheque,   Customer  and  Comptroller,  will  be 
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a  sufficient  warrant  for  the  discharge  of  the  quan- 
tum on  which  the  duty  was  so  paid. 

The  same  number  of  copies  of  receipts  are  re- 
quired as  of:  entries,  and  the  merchant  should 
likewise  keep  a  copy  of  the  receipt  for  his  own 
satisfaction. 

It  frequently  happens,  that  merchants  are 
put  to  great  inconvenience  and  trouble,  thro* 
accidental  neglect  of  themselves  or  clerks,  in  not 
paying  the  necessary  attention  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  law,  in  respectof  permits 
on  certain  articles  imported  into  Ireland,  viz.  coffee, 
hops,  spirits,  sugars,  teas,  tobacco,  and  wines  ; 
and  being  easier  to  prevent  than  remedy  such  in- 
convenience, the  merchant  should  use  the  pre- 
caution, immediately  on  discharge  of  his  goods 
to  make  due  application  to  the  permit  officer  in 
the  Custom  House,  for  his  permits,  and  lodge 
them  in  the  Excise  Permit-office  of  the  district, 
wherein  the  goods  are  to  be  deposited;  and  he 
should  also  be  particular  in  taking  out  and  renew- 
ing the  certificates  for  such  goods  pursuant  to 
law.

Exciseable     Goods, 


ON  the  &$d  of  June,  1808,  an  act  was  passed,  for  re- 
gulating the  issuing  and  granting  of  permits  and  certifi- 
cates, for  the  conveyance  and  protection  of  certain  Excise- 
able  goods  in  Ireland.  Some  of  the  regulations  by  that 
act,  as  they  vary  from  those  hitherto  in  force,  and  being 
immediately  connected  with  the  business  of  the  customs, 
are  here  given. 

1.  No  permit  nor  any  certificate  of,  or  grounded  upon 
any  permit,  shall  be  granted  by  any  person  empowered 
to  grant  such  permit  or  certificate,  until  a  request-note 
or  requisition  in  writing  shall  have  been  delivered  by  or 
©n  behalf  of  the  pany  requiring  such  permit  or  certificate  ; 
and  that  every  such  requisition  shall  be  duly  stamped  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  that  such  requisition  shall  be  attached 
by  the  officer  granting  the  permit  or  certificate,  to  the 
duplicate  of  such  permit  or  certificate,  retained  in  the  cus- 
tody of  such  officer. 

2.  Request-notes  or  requisitions,  not  stamped,  and  per- 
mits granted  thereon,  to  be  void,  and  no  protection  for 
goods. 

S.  That  all  hops,  exceeding  in  weight  fifty-six  pounds, 
which  shall  be  carrying  to  any  port  in  Ireland,  may  be 
seized  and  forfeited,  unless  the  carrier,  or  the  person  in 
whose  possession  the  same  shall  be,  shall  produce  on  de- 
rm nd  a  permit  or  let- pass,  in  force  under  the  hand  of  some 
officer  of  customs  or  excise,  authorising  their  removal: 
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and  that  all  such   permits  shall   be    granted    under  such 
rules  and  regulations,  asare  prescribed  by  40th  G.  III. 

4.  No  tobacco  shall,  at  any  time,  be  removed  out  of 
the  custody  of  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  customs,  or  from 
any  warehouse  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  lodged 
and  secured,  (agreeably  to  S7th  of  G.  III.)  except  for 
exportation,  or  into  the  stock  of  a  licensed  manufacturer 
of  tobacco,  and  that  whenever  such  tobacco  shall  be  in- 
tended to  be  removed  into  the  stock  of  -itch  manufacturer, 
the  permit  granted  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  customs 
for  so  removing,  shall  be  lodged  in  the  Excise  Permit 
Office  of  the  port  from  whence  such  tobacco  is  to  be  re- 
moved, by  the  person  to  whom  such  permit  shall  be 
granted,  or  his  clerk  or  agent,  and  the  Excise  Permit  Officer 
shall  thereupon  grant  to  the  person  to  whom  such  custom- 
permit  was  granted,  in  lieu  of  the  said  custom-permit,  an 
excise  permit,  for  removing  such  tobacco  into  the  stock 
of  the  manufacturer  mentioned  in  such  custom-permit; 
and  such  Excise  Permit-Officer  shall  annex  to  the  dupli- 
cate of  the  permit  granted  by  him,  the  custom-permit  upon 
which  the  same  was  granted. 

5.  That  on  the  removal  of  Exciseable  goods  out  of  the 
custody  of  the  customs,  permits  shall  be  granted,  which 
shall  be  lodged  at  the  Excise-office. 

6.  That  all  the  powers,  provisions,  penalties  and  for- 
feitures contained  in  the  act  of  the  40th  ot  the  King,  shall 
be  applied  and  put  in  force  in  the  execution  of  this  act. 


Note.  All  persons  concerned  in  permits  and  certificates  for  Exciseable 
good?,  should  be  particular  in  lodging  and  renewing  such  permits  and 
certificates  respectively  in  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  otherwise  they 
will  render  themselves  liable  to  severe  penalties  for  any  neglect  or 
omission,  from  which  to  be  extricated,  the  plea  of  unintentional  fraud 
or  ignorance  of  the  laws  in  that  respect,  may  not  always  be  success- 
ful.

METHOD     OF 

Ascertaining  the  Tonnage  of 

SHIPS    IN     IRELAND. 

BY  the  46.  ft.  III.  c.87.  §  57.  It  is  enacted,  that  in  all  case's  where 
it  shall  be  requisite  by  law  to  ascertain  the  tonnage  or  burthen  of  any 
ship  or  vessel  in  Ireland,  the  rule  for  admeasuring  such  ships  or  ves- 
sels, shall  be  as  follows  :  The  length  shall  be  taken  on  a  straight  line 
along  the  rabbit  of  the  keel,  from  the  af.erside  of  the  sttru-post, 
aloft  to  a  perpendicular  line  from  the  forepart  of  the  m;u'n-stem, 
under  the  bowsprit,  irom  which  subtracting  three-fifths  of  the  breadth, 
the  remainder  is  the  just  length  oi  the  keel  to  find  the  tonnage,  and 
the  breadth  is  to  be  taken  from  the  outside  of  the  outside  plank,  in 
the  broadest  part  of  the  ship,  be  it  either  above  or  below  the  main- 
whales,  exclusive  of  all  doubling  plank?  that  may  be  wrought  upon 
the  sides ;  then  multiply  the  length  of  the  keel,  by  the  breadth  so 
taken,  and  that  product  by  half  the  breadth,  and  divide  the  whole 
by  94,  the  quotient  will  be  the  tonnage.

A  master  of  a  ship  is  to  have  no  more  allowed  "Duty-free 
than  is  expressed  above,  for  the  several  respective  voyages, 
and  to  such  number  of    men  only  as  sail  the  ship. 

No  Victualling  Bill  is  to  be  allowed  for  any  of  the  said 
Voyages,  but  at  the  Port  where  the  ship  takes  in  her 
cargo,  and  where  the  Goods  exported  in  the  ship,  by  way 
Of  merchandize,  are  of  a  greater  value  than  what  is 
allowed  for  Victualling;  and  that  the  duty  of  such  Goods 
amounts  to  no  more  than  what  the  Custom  of  such  Victuals 
would  be,  if  they  were  liable  to  Dufy,  and  not  allowed 
to  pass  free,  except  in  the  case  of  Irish  Linen-Cloth,  for 
which  Victualling  Bills  are  allowed,  though  it  pays  no 
duty.

Masters  of  Ships, 


UPON  your  arrival  at  any  Port,  you  are  to  declare, 
when  required  by  any  Revenue  Officer  belonging  to  such 
port,  your  own  real  name  and  sur-name,  the  true  name 
of  your  ship,  and  of  the  port  or  place  where  bound,  othei- 
wise  you  become  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ^.100. 

When  boarded  by  the  King's  Officers,  you  are  to  suffer 
them  to  come  quietly  and  peaceably  on  board,  by  night  as 
well  as  by  day ;  you  are  also  to  permit  such  tide  ofncerg 
as  shall  be  boarded  on  you,  to  remain  on  board  until  your 
ship  be  entirely  unladen,  or  until  they  be  discharged  by 
their  superiors.  You  are  not  to  obstruct  them  in  the 
legal  discharge  of  their  duty,  which  in  general  consists 
in  entering  into  any  part  of  your  vessel  to  search  for  pro- 
hibited goods,  or  any  goods  intended  to  be  carried  away 
before  due  entry  or  payment  of  duty,  in  sending  such 
goods,  if  found,  to  the  custom-house,  in  order  to  be  there 
prosecuted;  in  sending  or  conveying  fine  goods  of  small 
bulk  or  package  to  the  stores  for  the  security  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's duties;  in  searching  and  examining  all  persons 
going  on  shore  from  your  ship,  that  they  do  not  carry 
any  prohibited  or  other  goods  away,  to  the  prejudice  of 
his  Majesty's  revenue;  in  performing  the  legal  commands 
of  their  superiors,  and  in  the  clue  discharge  of  your  vessel. 
If  you  obstruct  the  officers  in  any  of  the  above-mentioned 
particulars,  you  are  liable  to  be  prosecuted  in  the  Exche- 
quer for  a  penalty  of  £.100,  or  before  the  commissioners 
tor  a  penalty  of  ^.50. 

You  are  to  accommodate  such  officer  or  officers  of  the 
Revenue  as  3hallbe  placed  on  board  your  ship,  with  bed* 
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or  hammocks,  not  exceeding  two  at  one  time,  to  rest  or 
sleep  in,  under  deck,  upon  pain  of  forfeiting  five  shillings 
English,  for  every  twenty  lour  hours  you  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  so  to  do. 

You  are  within  twenty  four  after  hours  your  arrival  in  any 
port  in  this  kingdom,  to  report  your  vessel  upon  oath,  and 
deliver  your  manifest's,  upon  penalty  of  two  hundred  founds. 

You  have  a  right  to  stay  twenty  days  in  any  port  where 
you  arrive  before  invoicing  your  goods,  and  if  your  mar- 
ket or  other  affairs  don't  answer,  you  may  within  that 
time,  sail  to  another  port. — But  if  your  stay  exceed  twenty 
days,  you  are  then  no  more  at  liberty  (unless  occasioned 
by  weather  or  other  unavoidable  accident)  because  the 
king's  officers  have  then  a  right  to  take  out  all  the  goods 
remaining  in  your  ship,  and  secure  them  in  his  Majesty's 
stores  until  the  duty,  charges  of  landing,  and  ware-house 
room  be  paid ;  and  if  not  thence  discharged  in  six 
months  time,  the  commissioners,  or  respective  collectors, 
or  other  chief  officers,  in  such  port,  may  sell  the  same  by 
the  candle,  and  apply  the  produce  of  such  sale,  to  tha 
discharge  of  the  duty,  ware-house  room,  freight  and  other 
charges,  rendering  the  overplus  to  the  proprietor. 

^  ou  are  not  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  (unless  in  case 
of  real  and  absolute  necessity)  to  break  bulk,  by  unship- 
ping any  kind  of  goods,  before  you  have  invoiced  your 
whole  cargo,  and  entered  into  bond  according  to  law.— 
You  are  to  give  a  just,  true,  correct,  and  particular  ac- 
count of  all  the  cargo,  and  of  every  package,  with  the 
respective  marks  thereon:  and  particulars  if  th?  cargo 
stowed  or  strewed  loose,  and  the  several  and  respective 
numbers  of  the  packages,  with  a  particular  desci  option 
thereof  in  words  at  length,  whether  pipe,  butt,  hogshead, 
or  other  cask;  or  whether  bale,  case,  pack,  truss,  chest, 
bundle  or  other  package,  by  which  name  or  desciiption 
as  the  same  is  usually  called  or  known,  and  the  names 
of  the  merchants  by  whom  consigned  by  your  bill  of  lading: 
which  account  or  invoice  you  are  to  swear  to,  and  also 
truly  answer  upon  oath  to  such  other  questions  conce-ning 
your  lading,  as  shall  then  be  asked  vou  in  the  open  Custojn- 
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house  by  the  proper  officer. — If  you  fail  in  any  of  the  above 
particulars,  penalty,  ^.100. 

If  part  of  your  goods  be  designed  for  one  port,  and  part 
for  another,  you  must  notwithstanding,  give  a  true  ac- 
count (as  above  directed)  of  the  whole  :  but  must  write 
in  your  invoice,  opposite  to  the  goods  intended  for  ano- 
ther port,  not  to  be  landed. — And  if  consigned  to  another 
port  in  this  kingdom,  you  are,  a  hen  you  arrive  in  such 
port,  to  give  an  account  on  oath,  not  only  of  the  goods 
to  be  landed  there,  but  also  of  the  goods  formerly  entered 
in  the  first  port,  and  to  whom  they  did  belong. 

If  any  mistake  or  omission  shall  happen  in  your  invoice 
through  haste  or  other  accident,  you  have  a  right  to 
amend  it  any  time  within  twenty  four  hours  after  invoice. 
But  if  any  goods  not  therein  mentioned  or  entered,  be 
found  concealed  in  your  ship  alter  that  time,  they  be- 
come liable  to  forieiture  as  fully  as  if  actually  carried  out 
with  intention  to  run  them.  It  alter  clearing  your  ship, 
or  discharging  the  officers  from  on  board,  any  goods  be 
found  which  have  not  paid  duty,  or  which  have  been  con- 
cealed from  the  knowledge  ol  such  officers,  you  become 
liable  to  be  prosecuted  lor  a  penalty  of  ^.100. 

As  no  goods  can  be  landed  before  entry  and  payment  of 
duty,  so  you  cannot  be  discharged  or  cleared  out,  until 
your  whole  cargo  be  entered  by  the  proprietors,  according 
to  your  invoice.  Indeed  if  you  have  been  twenty  days 
in  the  harbour,  you  may  have  the  goods  put  into 
the  King's  stores,  and  receive  your  clearings  :  this  you 
are  intitled  to  by  law.  But  there  is  an  indulgence  prac- 
tised in  the  port  of  Dublin,  where  the  contents  of  the 
whole  invoice  have  been  sent  up  in  lighters  to  the  Custom- 
house, under  care  of  the  proper  officers,  and  the  ship  has 
been  duly  searched,  it  is  usual  to  admit  such  ship  to  be 
cleared  out,   unless  some  reason  appear  to  the  contrary. 

There  is  a  particular  officer  in  the  ports  of  Dublin  and 
Cork,  called  the  Jerquer,  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  copies 
of  all  invoices,  and  to  compare  them  with  the  warrants 
granted  for  the  discharge  of  the  goods,  and  likewise  with 
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the  general  bill  returned  by  the  tide  waiters  onboard,  in 
order  to  see  whether  all  the  goods  mentioned  in  the  invoice 
be  duly  entered,    who  certifies  to  the  clerk  of  the  invoice 
that  the  ship  is  clear,  or  stops   the  clearance,  if  he  disco- 
vers any  difference,  or  sees  cause  to  suspect  any  fraudulent 
practises.     This  office  is  discharged  by  the  several  survey- 
ors in  the  out-ports,  who  certify  as  above  to  their  respec- 
tive collectors,  upon  which  the  master  is  admitted  to  out- 
voice, which  if  he  take  in  goods  beyond  seas,  is  done   by 
out-voicing,  and  declaring  upon  oath,  the  true  contents  of 
his  lading,   with   the  names  of  the   merchants   by  whom 
shipped.     And    if  any  of  the   goods  be   shipped    off  by 
debenture,  he  is  to  make  particular  oath,  that  to  the  best 
of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  they  are  not  intended  to  be  re- 
landed,  and  that  he  will  not  permit  or  suffer  the  said  goods 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  relanded  in  Ireland,  unless  in 
case  of  real  distress.     If  any   goods   are  taken  in  after  in- 
voicing, the  master  must   apply  to  the  proper  officer,  and 
make  an    additional  out-voice  upon  oath.     The  penalty 
for  sailing   before  out-voicing,  or  refusing  to  answer  upon 
oath,    is  ;£.10Q.     And  for  relanding   or  putting  into  any 
boat,   or   other  vessel,  in  order  to  reland  any  debenture 
goods  in  Ireland,    unless  in  case  of  real  distress  [which 
must  be  immediately  notified  to  the  next  officer  of  the  cus- 
tom <],  the  master  forfeits  treble  the  value  of  the  goods,  and 
the  owner  likewise  forfeits  treble  value,  and  the  goods. 

As  ships  are  in  many  cases  liable  to  forfeiture,  a  master 
ought  to  be  exceedingly  careful  what  goods  he  takes  on 
board,  and  strictly  to  examine  his  sailors  and  passengers, 
who,  forthesake  of  a  t  rifling  gain,  may  possibly  endanger 
his  property.  He  should  therefore,  to  the  following  ex- 
tracts from  the  laws  of  Importation  and  Exportation,  give 
his  particular  attention  : 

First,  No  goods  of  any  kind  can  be  imported  from  the 
Isle  of  Man  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  unless  they  be  the 
growth,  product  or  manufacture  of  said  Island  ;  and  in 
case  any  ship,  having  on  board  any  such  foreign  goods  from 
the  Isle  of  Man,  be  found,  or  be  discovered,  to  have  been 
'within   tne  limits  of  any   port  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland, 
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or  within  eight  leagues  of  the  coast  of  Ireland,  whether 
bulk  lias  been  broke  or  not,  such  ship,  with  ail  her  tac- 
kle, furniture  and  apparel,  together  with  all  such  goods, 
shall  be  foileited,  or  their  value,  if  seizure  cannot  be 
made. 

N.  B.  The  limits  of  a  port  are  contained  within  a 
straight  line,  supposed  to  be  drawn  between  the  two 
Head-lands  which  form  such  port. 

Small  vessels,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  tuns  burthen 
(not  in  leak  or  wreck)  out  of  which  any  exciseab'e  goods 
are  landed,  before  invoice  or  entry  of  the  goods,  or  at  un- 
lawful hours,  or  without  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  pro- 
per discharging  officer,  are  liable  to  forfeiture,  with  tac- 
kle, &c. 

N.  B.  Lawful  hours  for  shipping  or  landing  goods 
are,  from  the  first  of  March  to  the  last  of  September,  be- 
tween sun-rising  and  sim  setting;  and  from  the  last  of  Sep- 
tember to  the  first  of  March,  between  seven  in  the  morn- 
ing and  four  in  the  afternoon. 

No  goods  of  the  growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of 
the  East  Indies,  or  other  places  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  can  be  imported  into  Ireland,  from  any  part  beyond 
seas,  other  than  Great  Britain,  on  forfeiture  of  ship  and 
goods,  which  may  be  prosecuted,  or  the  value  sued  for, 
in  any  of  the  King's  courts  here,  or  in  Great  Britain,  or 
of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  East  Indies.  Officers  of 
the  Customs  conniving  at  such  importation,  or  permitting 
or  delaying  prosecution  after  seizure,  &c.  forfeit  ,£.500, 
and  are  in  future  incapable  of  any  employment  under  the 
crown. 

Goods  of  the  growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of 
Africa,  y-isia,  or  America,  cannot  be  imported  in  any 
other  ships  than  such  as  do  truly,  and  without  fraud,  be- 
long only  to  the  people  of  Great  Bitain,  Iceland,  or  of 
the  r  ml  itii  is,  or  territories  to  his  Majesty  belonging  in 
Africa,  Asia,  or  America,  and  whereof  the   master  and 
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3-4ths,  at  least,  of  the  manners  are  English,  on  forfeiture 
of  goods  and  ship,  &c. 

N.  B.  Any  of  his  Majesty's  subjects  of  Great  Britain, 
Ireland,  or  his  Plantations,  are  to  be  accounted  English, 
and  no  others  ;  and  where  it  is  required  that  the  master  and 
3-4ths  of  the  mariners,  at  least,  be  also  English,  it  is  meant 
that  they  should  be  such  during  the  whole  voyage,  unless 
in  case  of  sickness,  death,  or  being  taken  prisoners,  which 
must  appear  by  the  oath  of  the  master  or  other  chief  offi- 
cer of  such  ship. 

Such  goods  of  the  growth,  &c  of  Africa  Asia,  or 
America,  must  be  imported  directly  from  the  place  of  their 
said  growth,  product,  or  manufacture,  or  from  such  parts 
where  they  can  only  be,  or  are  most  usually  first  shipped 
for  transportation,  on  forfeiture  of  the  goods  and  ship, 
&c.  But  any  of  the  commodities  of  th?  Streights  or  Levant 
seas,  though  the  goods  be  not  of  the  very  growth  of  such 
places  may  be  imported  in  ships  of  the  United  Kingdom  ; 
and  people  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  or  the  Islands 
of  Guernsey  or  Jersey,  may,  in  ships  to  them  belong- 
ing, and  navigated  as  above,  load  and  bring  in  from  any 
port  of  Spain  or  Portugal,  or  Western  Islands,  commonly 
called  Azores,  Madeira  or  Canary  Islands,  any  goods  of 
the  growth,  &c.  of  their  respective  plantations  or  domini- 
ons; nor  is  there  any  restraint  on  bullion,  or  prize  goods. 

Goods,  the  growth,  production  or  manufacture  of  any 
of  the  dominions  uf  Muscovy  or  Russia,  all  sorts  of  Masts, 
Timber  or  Boards,  Foreign  Salt,  Pitch,  Tar,  Rosin, 
Hemp  or  Flax,  Raisins,  Figs,  Prunes,  Olive-Oils,  Corn 
and  Grain  of  all  sorts,  Sugar.  Pot-ashes,  Wines,  Vine- 
gar or  Spirits,  can  only  be  imported  in  vessels  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  truly  and  without  fraud 
belonging,  and  navigated  as  above.  Such  foreign  ships  only 
excepted,  as  are  of  the  built  of  the  country  or  place  of 
which  said  goods  are  the  growth,  product  or  manufacture 
respectively,  or  of  such  port  where  they  can  only  be,  or 
are  most  usually  first  shipped  for  transportation,  and  where- 
of the  master,  and  at  least  3-4ths  of  the  mariners,  are  of 
such  country  or  place,  under  forfeiture  of  such  foreign 
ship  and  goods. 
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No  Rum  of  the  British  Colonies,  or  Plantations  in 
America,  either  from  thence  or  from  Great  Britain,  can 
be  imported  in  any  vessel  under  seventy  tons,  or  foreign 
spirits  in  any  vessel  under  one  hundred  tons  burthen,  ex- 
cept the  all  .\  ance  of  two  gallons  for  the  use  of  each  sea- 
man on  board,  on  forfeiture  of  ship  and  goods. 

If  any  brandy,  rum  or  other  spiiits  in  any  package 
under  sixty  gallons  guage  ;  Teas,  (except  from  Great 
iBritain  to  Ireland  in  packages  not  less  than  lOlbs.  each); 
Tobacco,  in  packages  less  than  4501  bs.  weight;  Coffee, 
in  packages  less  than  112ibs  or  other  goods  which  by  law 
are  liable  to  forfeiture,  be  found  on  board  any  vessel  in 
any  port  or  place  in  Ireland,  or  within  eight  leagues  of 
the  shoie  thereof,  or  discovered  so  to  have  been,  although 
bulk  not  broken,  or  run  or  attempted  to  have  been  run; 
all  such  goods  so  found  on  board  such  vessel,  and  the  ves- 
sel with  all  her  guns,  tackle,  furniture,  &c,  are  forfeited. 
And  if  any  ship,  vessel  or  boat,  be  found  in  any  port, 
harbour  or  other  place  in  Ireland,  or  within  eight  leagues 
of  the  shoie  thereof,  or  shall  be  discovered  so  to  have 
been,  although  such  goods  be  not  found  on  board,  upon 
proof  that  they  have  been  taken  from  onboard,  or  lauded 
in  any  part  of  Ireland,  the  ship  and  goods  are  forfeited, 
over  and  above  any  other  penalty ;  except  such  ship  or 
vessel  not  being  bound  for  Ireland,  is  driven  in  by  una- 
voidable, necessity  and  distress,  the  master  to  give  notice 
thereof  immediately  aftei  the  arrival  of  the  ship,,  and  make 
satisfactory  proof  of  the  port  to  which  the  vessel  was  bound, 
and  also  of  such  necessity  and  distress,  before  the  chief 
officer  of  the  port  where  the  vessel  may  arive. 

It  is  lawful  to  have  on  board  for  the  use  of  each  seaman 
belonging  to  such  vessel,  two  gallons  ot  brandy,  rum  or 
other  spirits;  one  pound  of  Tea;  and  two  pounds  of 
Tobacco,  and  no  more. 
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DIRECTIONS,  &c. 


RESPECTING    QUALIFICATIONS 

AND 

Privileges  of  Vessels.* 


NO  vessel  foreign  built,  (except  pf  izes  legally  con- 
demned) or  built  or  rebuilt  on  foreign  keel  or  bottom, 
shall,  though  owned  by  subjects,  and  navigated  according 
to  law,  have  privilege  of  British  or  Irish  built  ships, 
or  of  ships  owned  by  his  Majesty's  subjects.  But,  said 
privileges  to  be  confined  to  such  ships  only,  as  are 
wholly  of  the  built  ot  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  Guernsey, 
Jersey,  or  Man,  or  of  some  colony,  island,  plantation 
or  territory j  now,  or  at  the  time  of  building,  belonging 
to  the  King,  or  which  hereafter  may  belong  to  him  or 
be  in  his  possession. 

This  does  not  deprive  any  foreign  built  vessel  that  lona-f.Se 
was  the  property  of  any  ok  ihe  people  in  any  of  the  above 
places,  before  the  1st  of  May,  1787,  and  which  shall 
be  navigated  according  to  law,  and  registered  as  herein, 
of  any  privilege  they  before  had,  or  from  importing  or 
exporting  such  goods  to  and  from  such  places,  and  under 
such  restrictions,  &c.  as  they  now  may. 

Every  vessel  having  a  deck,  or  being  of  burthen  of  15 
tons  or  upwards,  belonging  to  subjects  in  this  kingdom, 
must  (unless  registered  in  some  other  place  in  the  King's 
dominions  under  26  G.  iii.  [Eng.]_/i>r  further  encouragement 
of  navigation,  Sec.)  be  registered  by  the  proprietors;  and 
a  certificate  thereof  obtained  from  the  chief  officer  of  some 
port  in  this  kingdom.     Such  registry  must  be  made,  and 

*  See  Act  of  Navigation,  37.  G.  3, 
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certificate  granted,  in  the  port  to  which  the  vessel  pro- 
perly belongs,  or  it  is  void  ;  under  a  special  order  from 
three  Commissioners  of  the  Revenue,  which  they  may 
grant  if  they  see  fit. 

The  port  to  and  from  which  she  trades,  or,  if  new, 
intends  to  trade,  and  at  or  near  which,  her  husband  or 
acting  owner  usually  resides,  isdeemed  the  port  to  which 
she  belongs. 

Vessels  of  war  need  not  be  registered  under  this  act, 
nor  vessels  the  property  of  the  King  or  royal  family  ;  nor 
any  vessels  used  solely  in  rivers  or  inland  navigation. 

No  vessel  built  in  the  United  States  of  America, during 
the  continuance  of  any  English  act  prohibiting  trade 
vith  them,  or  owned  by  them  or  their  subjects  during 
existence  of  such  acts,  and  not  registered  before  their 
commencement,  can  be  registered  under  this  act,  or  have 
privileges  of  British  ships,  unless  taken  and  condemned 
as  prize,  or  stranded,  rebuilt  and  registered,  as  hereto- 
fore practised. 

No  subject  of  the  King,  while  usually  residing  out  of 
the  King's  dominions,  can  be  owner  or  part  owner  of 
any  British  or  Jruh  ship  registerable  under  this  act,  un- 
less a  membt-r  of  the  British  or  Lish  factory,  or  agent 
for?  or  partner  in  some  house,  actually  carrying  on  trade 
in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland. 

No  registry  or  certificate  can  be  granted,  until  oath,  in 
form  prescribed,  be  taken  before  the  registry  officer 
by  the  owner,  if  but  one;  if  two,  by  both,  if  both  re- 
side within  twenty  miles;  and  by  one  if  not;  if  more 
partner's  than  two,  by  the  majority,  (not  exceeding  three), 
it  majority  reside  within  twenty  miles;  and  by  one,  if  all 
live  farther  off.  The  oath  describes  the  vessel  very 
particularly,  that  the  persons  mentioned  are  sole  owners  ; 
and  are  subjects;  and  no  foreigner  any  way  concerned, 
&c.  An  oath  taken  merely  for  acquiring  rights  of  citizen- 
ship in  any  foreign  city  or  town  in  Europe  during  resi- 
dence, &c.  is  not  deemed  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  a  foreign 
Slate  under  this  act. 
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If  there  should  be  three  or  more  part-owners,  and  that 
three  erf  them  do  rot  attend  to  take  the  said  oath,  those 
who  take  k  must  add,  that  the  absentees  are  not  resident 
within  twenty  miles,  nor  purposely  absent  to  avoid  the 
oath;  or  that  they  are  prevented  by  illness. 

All  vessels  are  to  be  carefully  examined  and  admea- 
suted,  before  they  are  registered.  The  examining  officer 
is  to  be  appointed  by  the  commissioners,  &c.  Some  one 
to  be  present  on  the  owners  part,  and  to  .'sign  the  officer's 
certificate,  if  he  agrees  thereto.  Examining  officer  deli- 
vering a  false  description,  or  registering  officer  making 
false  registry,  or  certificate,  penalty  £.100  by  debt,  &c. 
and  rendered  incapable  of  holding  any  employment  under 
the  crown. 

Masters  and  owners  who  attend  at  registering,  are  to 
give  bond  to  the  officer  in  sums  proportioned  to  the  tonnage, 
conditioned  that  the  certificate  shall  not  be  disposed  of, 
but  solely  used  by  the  ship  to  which  it  is  granted,  and  that 
it  shall  be  returned,  if  she  be  lost,  or  otherwise  prevented 
from  returning  to  her  port,  or  if  any  foreigner  get  any  share 
in  her;  and  so  also  her  Mediterranean  pass,  if  she  have 
one.  Such  persons  to  whom  the  certificate  and  Mediter- 
ranean pass  have  been  duly  delivered,  are  forthwith  to 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Com  missioners  of  trie  Revenue  ; 
who  are  to  cancel  the  certificates,  and  return  the  passes  to 
the  Admiralty  for  the  same  purpose. 

No  vessel's  name  can  be  changed  after  registry,  nor 
any  property  in  her  transferred  to  any  other  port,  without 
registering  anew,  and  giving  up  former  certificate  to  be 
cancelled.  And  every  alteration  of  property  in  her  in  the 
same  port,  by  sale  of  shares,  shall  be  acknowledged  by 
endorsement  on  the  certificate  before  two  witnesses,  with 
the  residence  of  the  new  owners,  &c.  according 
to  the  case  ;  and  the  transferees,  or  their  agent,  are  to 
give  a  copy  of  said  endorsement  to  the  register,  who  is 
to  enter  same  on  the  original  affidavit  or  oath  taken,  and 
make  memorandum  of  it  in  the  registry  book,  and  notify 
it  forthwith  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Revenue. 
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Bills  of  sale  from  subject  to  subject,  of  whole  or  part 
property  in  any  vessel,  are  utterly  void,  unless  her  certifi- 
cate of  registry  be  truly  and   accurately  recited. 

If  after  registry  she  get  a  new  master,  &c.  he,  or  her 
owner,  must  deliver  her  certificate  of  registry  to  the  re- 
gister at  the  port  where  the  change  happened,  who  must 
endorse  thereon,  and  subscribe  a  memorandum  of  it, 
and  notify  it  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  port  where  last 
registered,  who  must  also  make  memorandum  of  it  in  his 
registry  book,  and  notify  it  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Revenue. 

No  owner  is  to  give  any  other  name  to  his  vessel, 
than  as  first  registeied  under  this  Act,  which  name,  with 
her  port,  he  shall  in  a  month  after  registry,  get  painted 
on  her  stern  in  letters  four  inches  long,  or  as  laige  as 
there  is  room,  white  or  yellow  on  black;  and  so  keep  it. 

Any  owner  or  master,  &c.  altering,  erasing,  or  hiding 
such  name,  &ci  or  causing  or  permitting  it,  (save  square- 
rigged  vessels  in  war-time,)  or  in  any  written  document, 
(.or  verbally  to  an  Officer  on  duty,)  describing  her,  or 
procuring  or  permitting  her  to  be  described  by  any  other 
came,  penalty  £.100. 

He  who  applies  for  certificate  of  registry  must  furnish 
the  officer  with  an  account  under  the  builder's  hand, 
(which  he  must  give  on  demand,)  of  her  denomination, 
when  and  where  built,  her  tonnage,  and  who  her  first 
purchaser,  and  make  oath  that  the  vessel  he  wants  to 
register  is  the  same  therein  described. 

If  the  master  a  of  vessel,  registered  under  this  act,  or 
under  26  G.  iii.  [English]  make  oath  in  form  prescribed, 
before  the  registering  officer  of  any  port  of  this  kingdom 
where  he  shall  arrive,  that  his  ship  was  registered,  but 
that  the  certificate  was  lost,  arid  that  it  was  not  nor  shall 
not  be  disposed  of,  &c.  and  that  she  belongs  entirely  to 
subjects,  and  is  navigated  according  to  law,  &c.  and 
give  security  asprescribed,  conditioned  to  same  effect,  and 
for  restoring  the  certificate  when  found  :  such  officer  shall 
•without  fee  give  him  a  certificate  of  such  oath  and  bond, 
which  shall  answer  the  purpose  of  the  original  for  that 
vojage.  (And  so  if  alike  certificate  be  granted  in  any  other 
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part  of  the  King's  dominions  under  any  British  act.) 
The  officer  granting  such  certificate  must  transmit  an  ac- 
count thereof  to  the  Commissioners.  And  when  she  returns 
to  her  own  port,  siie  may,  on  like  oath  and  security,  be- 
fore the  Commissioners,  (and  in  that  case  only)  be  regis- 
tered anew,  and  get  anew  certificate. 

Vessels  altered  in  form,  or  burthen,  or  from  one  deno- 
mination to  another,  by  the  mode  of  rigging  or  fitting, 
ike.  are  to  be  registered  anew  as  soon  as  they  return  to 
their  own  port,  or  any  other,  where  they  are  legally  regis- 
trable under  this  act;  or  they  will  be  deemed  foreign. 

On  registering  a  prize  ship,  the  owner,  before  getting  a 
certificate  of  registry,  must  produce  certificate  of  her  con- 
demnation under  hand  and  seal  ot  the  Judge  ;  and  also 
an  account  in  writing  of  all  the  particulars  contained  in 
the  certificate  for  registry  prescribed  by  this  act,  made 
and  subscribed  by  the  persons  appointed  by  the  Court  to 
survey  her;  and  must  also  make  oath  before  the  officer 
that  she  is  the  vessel  mentioned  in  the  Judge's  certificate. 
Any  prize  ship  brought  into  an  Irish  port  and  there  con- 
demned, is  to  pay  no  more  than  £.5 per  cent.  British  ol  her 
value,  before  regiscry.  And  if  condemned  and  registered 
in  any  of  the  B riiis h Colonies  or  Plantations,  &c.  she  must 
pay  a  like  duty  on  her  first  arrival  in  an  Irish  port, 
before  she  can  be  admitted  to  entry.

All  vessels  belonging  to  his  Majesty's  subjects  resident

[English]  shall  continue  to  enjoy  the  like  pri- 
vileges as  Irish  ships  registered  under  this  act. 

The  Master  of  a  vessel,  on  obtaining  a  Mediterranean 
pass  from  the  Admiralty,  is  to  give  bond  with  sureties,  &c.

of  King's  Bench,  or  oyer  and  terminer,  as  if  committed 
in  the  county  where  tried.

invoice  or  report;  and  as  soon  as  the  invoice  is  sworn  to, 
the  master  (except  it  be  a  coasting  vessel^)  enters  into  bond 
with  one  surety,  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  port. 

After  the  invoice  or  report  is  sworn  to,  before  the  cus- 
tomer or  comptroller,  a  duplicate  thereof,  is  prepared 
and  signed  by  the  clerk  of. the  ship's  entries,  and  is  deli- 
vered to  one  of  the  Landwaiter's  appointed  to  the  ship, 
the  original  being  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  ship's  entries;  it  is  also  the  duty  of  this  officer, 
when  cockets  are  produced,  to  compare  the  same  with 
the  report,  and  to  stop  the  latter  in  case  of  any  disagree- 
ment; which,  if  not  discovered  within  twenty  tour  hours, 
can  only  be  corrected  by  permission  of  the  commissioners; 
to  obtain  this  permission,  the  master  presents  a  petition, 
which  being  referred  to  the  clerk  of  the  ship's  entrits,  he 
reports  the  circumstances  which  fall  within  his  knowledge, 
according  to  which  the  commissioners  issue  their  orders* 
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Coasting    Trade. 


On  the  Coasting  Trade  no  duties  are  charged  in  Ireland, 
and  the  regulations  thereof  are  nearly  similar  to  those 
prescribed  for  the  foreign  trade,  the  object  whereof  is,  to 
prevent  the  transit  of  goods  fraudulently  imported. 

When  the  master  of  a  vessel  comes  to  invoice,  he  pro- 
duces his  cocket  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Cojst,  who  examines 
the  same,  to  see  it  it  be  conformable  to  law,  and  enters 
in  the  invoice  book  the  particulars  of  the  goods,  as  certi- 
fied on  the  cocket  by  the  shipping  officer  of  the  port  from 
whence  she  came;  and  in  case  the  goods  had  paid  duty 
inwards,  by  whom  and  when;  these  particulars  as  entered, 
the  master  signs  and  swears  to  ;  after  the  vessel  is  invoiced, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Coast  grants  a  landing  permit,  directed  to 
the  Landwaitsr  on  the  vessel,  and  by  that  authority  the 
goods  are  landed  ;  when  the  goods  are  all  landed,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Coast  gives  a  certificate  of  the  landing  of  the 
goods,  lor  thepurpese  of  cancelling  the  bond  entered  into 
by  the  master  at  the  port  of  shipping.  Exciseable  goods 
cannot  be  removed  from  the  G^iay,  without  an  Excise 
permit,  a^nd  the  Cleric  of  the  Coast  gives  a  copy  of  the, 
cocket,  to  enable  the  merchant  to  obtain  such  permit. 

Before  a  coaster  takes  in  goods,  the  shippers  apply  to  the 
CI  a:-;  of  the  Coast  for  permits  to  ship  the  same,  these  per- 
najts  are  addressed  to  the  Landwaiier . 

In  the  case  of  imported  goods  subject  to  a  custom  duty, 
the  person  applying  for  a  shipping  permit,  must  produce 
to  the  clerk  of  the  coast  a  permit  pom  the  Excise  Office, 
setting  forth  the  name  of  the  vessel  by  which  such  goods 
v  ere  imported,  the  place  from  whence  imported,  and 
the  date  of  payment  of  duty  ;  upon  the  authority  of 
which,  the  shipping  permit  is  granted  by  the  Clerk  of  the. 
Coast ,  who  retains  the  excise  permit  as  a  voucher.  If 
the  goods  to  be  shipped  are  exciseable,  an  excise  permit 
must    be    produced,    which    contains  the   quantity    and 
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species  of  the  goods,  and  states  that  the  duty  of  the  excise 
has  been  secured;  but  in  case  of  imported  goods  not  subject 
to  duty,   the  Clerk  of  the  Coast  grants  his  permit  on  the 
authority   ot    a    certificate  from    the    merchant  importer, 
stating  at  what    time   and  by  what  ship  the  goods  were 
imported.     For  all  other  goods  the  Clerk  of  the  Coast,  grants 
a  permit  on    the  application  of  the  shipper  ;  when   the 
goods  are  shipped,  the  Landwalter  certifies  on  the  back  of 
each  permit,  the  species  and  quantity  of  the  goods  shipped  ; 
from  which  endorsement  the  Clerk  of  the  Coast  makes  out 
a  cocket  for  the  goods  shipped,  on  each  permit ;  when  the 
cocket  is  made   out,  the  Landw alter  certifies  thereon,  the 
same  particulars  he  had  put  on  the  back  of  the  permit ; 
when  the  cocket  is  so  endorsed,  and  returned  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Coast,    he  enters  the  contents  of  the  endorsement  in 
his  out-voice  book,  and  this  entry  the  master  signs  and 
swears  to.     Regularly,  every  owner  should  have  a  sepa- 
rate permit  and  cocket,  but  in  practice  the  broker  takes 
out  one  permit   and  one  cocket  for  all  the  goods  he  ships, 
except  in  case  of  Wine  Spirits  and  Tobacco,  which  must 
be  shipped  from  the  Custom  House-Quay,  and  of  course 
under  the  direction  of  another  Landwalter  ;    such  articles 
are  therefore  included  in  a  separate  permit  and  cocket,  the 
endorsement  of  the  Landwalter  on   the  back  of  the  cocket 
sometimes  contains  less   goods  than  are  mentioned  in  the 
body  of  the  cocket,  this  may  arise  from  the  shipper  having 
occasion  to  reland  some  of  the  goods  .after  such  cocket  had 
been  made  out.      No  permit  or  cocket  can  be  taken  for 
malt,  except  in   the-  name  of  the  owner,  and  a  separate 
permit  and  cocket  are   necessary    for  each  owner;  when 
a  master  of  a  vessel  clears  out,  he  enters  into  bond  under 
the  penalty  of  double  the  value  of  the  cargo,   (the  par- 
ticulars of  which,  as  specified  in  the  cockets,  are  inserted 
in  the  bond^),  to  discharge  the  same  at  the  port  of  destina- 
tion, or  some  other  port  in  Ireland,  and  within  two  months 
to  return  a  certificate  thereof;  upon  the  production  of  this 
certificate,  the  bond  is  cancelled.

ABSTRACT  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  forty-third,  Year  of 
His  Majesty's  Reign,  Inlitled,  An  Act  jor  regulating 
the  Vessels  carrying  Passengers  from  the  United  Kingdom 
to  his  Majesty  s  Plantations  and  Settlements  Abroad,  or 
to  Foreign  Parts,  with  respect  to  the  number  of  such 
Passengers . 

WHEREBY  it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted,  That 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  master  or  other  person  having 
or  taking  the  charge  or  command  of  any  British  ship  or 
■vessel  whatever,  which  shall  clear  out  from  any  port  or 
place  in  the  United  Kingdom  ox  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
rrom  and  after  the  first  day  cf  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  three,  to  have  on  board,  at  or  after  being 
cleared  out,  at  any  one  time,  or  to  convey,  carry,  or 
transport  from  any  place  or  places  in  the  said  United  King- 
dom to  any  parts  beyond  sea,  in  any  such  ship  or  vessel, 
a  greater  number  of  persons,  whether  adults  or  children, 
including  the  crew,  than  in  the  proportion  of  one  person  for 
every  two  tonsof  the  burthen  of  such  ship  or  vessel;  and 
every  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  of  such  tonnage  or  burthen  as  is  described  and  set  forth 
in  the  respective  certificate  of  the  registry  of  each  and 
every  such  ship  or  vessel .,  granted  in  pursuance  of  the 
Several  acts  in  force  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  respec- 
tively relating  to  such  certificates;  and  if  any  such  ship 
or  vessel  shall  be  partly  laden  with  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandize, then  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  master  or  other 
person  having  the  command  or  charge  of  such  ship  or  ves- 
sel, to  receive  or  take  on  boaid  a  greater  number  of  per- 
sons, including  the  crew,  than  in  the  proportion  of  one 
person  for  every  two  tonsof  that  part  of  such  ship  or  vessel 
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remaining  unladen ;  and  such  goods,  waves  or  merchan- 
dize with  which  such  vessel  may  be  partly  laden,  shall,  at 
the  sight  and  under  the  direction  of  the  collector  or  comp- 
troller, or  other  officer  of  the  customs,  at  the  port  or  place 
where  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandize  shall  be  taken 
on  board,  be  stowed  and  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as 
to  leave  good,  sufficient  and  wholesome  accommodation 
for  the  proportion  of  persons  hereby  allowed  in  such  case 
to  be  received  on  board. 

II.  That  if  any  master  or  other  person  having  or  taking 
the  charge  or  command  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel  shall 
take  on  board,  or  if  he,  or  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
such  ship  or  vessel  shall  engage  to  ta  ke  on  board,  a  greater 
number  of  persons  than  in  the  proportion  allowed  by  this 
act,  such  master  or  other  person  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  for  each  and  every  such 
person  exceeding  in  number  the  proportion  herein-before 
limited  ;  and  moreover  every  such  ship  or  vessel  so  having 
on  board,  conveying,  carrying  or  transporting  one  or  more 
person  or  persons  beyond  the  proportion  herein  before 
limited,  shall  be  seized  and  detained  by  the  collector, 
comptroller,  surveyor  or  officer  of  the  customs,  until  such 
penalty  or  penalties  shall  be  satisfied  and  paid,  or  until  such 
master  or  other  person,  or  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
ship  or  vessel,  shall  give  good  and  sufficient  bail  for  the 
payment  thereof. 

III.  That  every  such  ship  or  vessel  bound  to  any  port 
©r  place  in  North  America,  shall  be  stored  and  furnished 
with  at  least  twelve  weeks  provisions  and  good  wholesome 
water,  sufficient  to  afford  an  allowance  per  day  during 
the  voyage,  of  not  less  than  half  a  pound  of  meat,  one 
pound  and  a  half  of  bread,  biscuit  or  oatmeal,  with  half 
a  pint  of  melasses,  and  one  gallon  of  water,  to  each  and 
every  person  on  board,  whether  adult  or  child  ;  and  the 
master  or  other  person  having  the  command  of  such  ship 
or  vesel,  is  hereby  directed  and  enjoined  to  give  out  to 
each  and  every  person  on  board,  at  least  the  allowance 
herein  directed  each  and  every  day  of  the  voyage,  under 
the  pain  of  twenty  pounds  of  lawful  money  aforesaid  for 
each  neglect  or  omission ;  and  any  person  demanding 
*  clearance  for  any  such  ship  or  vessel  which  shall  not  be 
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stored  with  provisions  and  water  in  manner  herein  directed, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  for  each  and 
every  person  tur    whom  there  shall  not  be  a  quantity  of 
provisions  and  water  sufficient   to    afford  the    allowance 
herein  directed. 

IV.  That  before  receiving  a  clearance  or  sufFe ranee  for 
any  snch  ship  or  vessel,  the  master  or  other  person  having 
the  command  thereof,  shall  deliver  to  the  officer  of  the 
customs  from  whom  such  clearance  or  sufferance  shall  be 
demanded,  a  muster-roll,  distinguishing  the  passengers 
from  the  crew,  and  specifying  the  names,  age  and  sex 
of  the  persons  received,  or  to  be  received  on  board,  and 
the  conditions  upon  which  persons  severally  have  been, 
or  are  to  be  received  on  board,  and  the  place  or  places 
to  which  such  persons  have  severally  contracted  to  be  car- 
ried or  conveyed ;  and  every  person  delivering  a  false 
muster-roll  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  offence  the  sum 
of  fifty  pounds  for  each  person  omitted,  or  falsely  stated 
or  described  therein;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  collector,  comptroller,  or  surveyor  of  the  customs  of 
the  port  or  place  at  which  any  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
cleared  out,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  collector,  comp- 
troller or  surveyor,  the  resident  officer  of  the  customs  at 
the  port,  together  with  any  one  of  his  Majesty's  justices 
of  the  peace  or  other  magistrate,  if  such  justice  or  magis- 
trate can  be  found  at  such  port  or  place,  or  within  a  con- 
venient distance  thereof;  and  such  collector  or  comptroller, 
or  such  resident  officer,  together  with  such  justice  or  ma- 
gistrate, is  hereby  directed  and  required  to  muster  the 
passengers  and  crew  on  board  every  such  ship  or  vessel 
immediately  before  sailing,  and  to  compare  the  persons 
found  on  board  with  the  persons  specified  and  described 
in  the  said  muster-roll  delivered  by  such  master  or  other 
person  aforesaid,  and  to  search  and  inspect  every  such  ship 
or  vessel;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  false  muster-roll 
has  been  delivered,  or  if  more  persons  shall  be  found  on 
board  than  in  the  proportion  herein  allowed,  or  if  the  ship 
or  vessel  shall  not  be  stored  and  provided  with  provisions 
and  water  sufficient  to  afford  the  allowance  herein  directed, 
then  it  shall  be^lawful  for  such  collector  or  comptroller  cf 
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the  customs,  or  the  principal  officer  of  the  customs,  toge- 
ther with   any  such  justice   or  other  magistrate,  to  seize 
and  detain  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  the  master  or  other 
person  having  the  command  thereof,  until  he  or  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  find  good  and  suffi- 
cient bail,    to  the    amount   of  rhe   penalties  hereby    im- 
posed   for  exceeding  the  prop^xcion    of  persons  to  be  re- 
ceived   on    board,  as    herein  before  limitted,  and  for  de- 
manding a  clearance  for  any  such  ship  or  vessel,  without 
being  stored  with  provisions  and  water  in  manner  herein 
directed,  and  for  delivering  a  false   muster-roll ;  and   no 
clearance  shall    be  given   by   any  officer  of  the  customs, 
until  the  said  collector  or  comptroller,  surveyor  or  prin- 
cipal officer  of  the  customs,  together  with  such  justice  or 
magistrate,  shall  have  mustered  the  persons  on  board,  and 
shall  have  searched  and  inspected  the  ship  or  vessel,  and 
provisions  and  water,  in   manner    herein  directed  ;  and  if 
upon  such  inspection,  the  regulations  of  this  act  shall  be 
found  to   have  been  duly  complied  with,    a  copy  of  the 
said  muster-roll  so  delivered  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  such  collector  or  comptroller,  or  principal  officer 
of  the  customs  aforesaid,  to  be  delivered  tosuch  master  or 
other  person  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  him  on 
board  such  ship  or  vessel;  and  the  original  muster-roll 
delivered  by  such  master  or  other  person  as  aforesaid,  shall 
remain  and  be    preserved  at  the    Custom-house,  where 
the  clearance  or  sufferance  is  granted. 

V.  Provided,  That  if  upon  any  such  muster,  or  other- 
wise, any  passenger,  or  person  who  has  entered  into  any 
contract  or  agreement  for  such  voyage  (other  than  the  creur 
of  such  ship  or  vessel,)  shall  signify  to  such  collector  oar 
comptroller,  or  other  officer  of  the  customs,  or  to  any 
justice  of  the  peace  or  other  magistrate,  that  he  or  she  is 
desirous  of  being  relanded,  or  of  not  proceeding  on  any 
such  voyage,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  such 
collector,  comptroller  or  other  officer  ot  the  customs,  and 
such  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  magistrate,  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered  and  required  to  take  such  person  out 
of  the  ship  or  vessel,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  and  for 
such  justice  of  the  peace  or  magistrate,  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered  and  required  to   set  any   such  passenger  free 
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from  his  engagement,  reserving  to  either  party  any  legal 
claim  which   may  arise   in  consequence  thereof. 

VI.  That  no  passenger  shall  be  received  on  board  of 
any  ship  or  vessel,  unless  at  a  port  or  place  where  a 
Custom-house  shall  be  established,  or  officers  of  the  cus- 
toms shall  be  stationed ;  and  if  any  passengers  shall  be 
taken  on  board  any  such  ship  or  vessel  at  any  other  port  or 
place,  the  master  or  other  person  having  the  command  of 
such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  pounds ;  and  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  seized 
and  detained  by  any  officer  of  the  customs,  until  such 
penalty  shall  be  paid,  or  such  master  or  other  person,  or 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  find  good 
and  sufficient  bail  for  the  same. 

VII.  That  no  such  ship  or  vessel  carrying  fifty  persons 
or  upwards,  including  the  crew,  shall  be  cleared  out,  un- 
less such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  provided  with  a  surgeon, 
who  shall  produce  to  the  officer  of  the  customs  required 
to  give  the  clearance  or  sufferance,  a  certificate  of  his 
having  passed  his  examination  at  Surgeons-hall,  in  London y 
or  at  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh  or 
Dublin. 

VIII.  That  every  such  surgeon  shall  have  a  Medicine 
Chest,  properly  stored  with  medicines,  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  persons  on  board  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  of 
the  kind  and  according  to  the  assortment  generally  used 
and  made  for  such  voyages  on  board  of  his  Majesty's  ships 
of  war,  and  before  any  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  allowed 
to  be  cleared  out,  every  such  surgeon  shall  specify  upon 
oath,  before  the  collector  or  comptroller,  or  other  chief 
officer  of  the  customs,  at  the  port  or  place  from  whence 
such  ship  or  vessel  is  to  be  cleared  out,  the  contents  of  such 
medicine  chest,  and  shall  further  make  oath  that  the  medi» 
cines  are  of  good  and  proper  quality,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  belief,  which  oath  such  collector,  comp- 
troller or  other  chief  officer  of  the  customs,  is  hereby 
required  and  empowered  to  administer;  and  the  affidavit 
of  every  such  surgeon  shall  be  deposited  and  preserved  in 
the  Custom-house,  where  the  clearance  or  sufferance   of 
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such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  granted,  and  the  master  or 
owner  of  every  such  ship  or  vessel  failing  to  provide  a 
medicine  chest  of  the  description  above-mentioned,  and 
every  such  surgeon  neglecting  or  refusing  to  make  oath  as 
herein  directed,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty 
pounds. 

IX.  That  the  bedding  of  each  and  every  passenger  on 
board  any  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  aired  by  exposure 
upon  the  deck,  when  the  weather  will  permit,  once  a 
xlay  during  the  voyage,  and  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
fumigated  with  vinegar,  at  least  twice  in  every  week  dur- 
ing the  voyage;  and  every  such  master  or  other  person 
having  such  command,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty  pounds  tor  each  failure  or  neglect  in  airing  the 
said  bedding,  or  in  fumigating  the  ship  or  vessel. 

X.  That  no  clearance  or  sufferance  shall  be  granted  to 
any  such  ship  or  vessel,  unless  the  master  or  other  person 
having  the  command  thereof,  and  also  the  surgeon  thereof, 
where  a  surgeon   is  by  this  act  required,  shall  have  given 
bond  to  liis  Majesty,  his  heirs  and  successors,  such  bond 
to  be    taken    by  and  left  in   the  hands  of  the  collector  or 
comptroller,  or  other  principal  officer  of  the  customs  at 
the  port  or  place  from  whence  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
cleared  out,  in  thesum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  with  con- 
dition that  such  master  or  other  person  having  such  charge 
or  command  as  aforesaid,  and  such  surgeon,  where  a  sur- 
geon is  required,  shall  severally  keep  a  regular  and  true 
journal,  containing  an  account  of  the  greatest  number  of 
persons  which  shall  have  been  on   board  of  such  ship  or 
vssel  at  the  time  of  her  departure,  and  at  any  time  dur- 
ing her  voyage,  and  until  her  arrival  at   the  port  of  her 
destination,  and  of  the  provisions  and  water  on  board,  and 
of  the  deli  very  of  the  daily  allowances  thereof,  in  manner 
herein  directed,  and  of  the  airing  of  bedding,  and  of  the 
fumigating  the  ship  or  vessel,  and  of  the  deaths  of  any  of 
the  passengers  or  crew    of  said  ship  or  vessel,  and  of  the 
cause  thereof,  during  the  voyage,  from  the  first  departure 
of  the  said  ship    or  vessel,  to  her  arrival   at  her  port  of 
destination;    and  such  master  or  other  person  haying    or 
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taking  such  charge  or  command  as  aforesaid,  and  such  sur- 
geon, shall  deliver  such  journals  to  the  collector  or  other 
officer  as  aforesaid,  at  the  first  port  of  the  United  King- 
dom where  such  ship  or  vessel   shall  arrive  after   return- 
ing from  such  port  of  destination,  and  shall  severally  make 
oath  to  the  truth   of  their  respective  journals,  to  the  best 
of  their  knowledge    and  belief,  before   such  collector    or 
other  officer  as  aforesaid,  who  is   hereby  authorized   and 
required  to   administer  the  said  oath  ;  and  such  collector 
or  other  officer  ?iS  aforesaid,  shall  deliver  to  such  master 
or   other    person    as  aforesaid,  and    to  such  surgeon  res- 
pectively,   copies    of  the    oaths  of  such    master    or  other 
person  as  aforesaid,  and  such  surgeon,  and  also  of  the  said 
journals  respectively,  which   copies  shall  severally  be  at- 
tested as  true  copies,  under  the  hand  of  such  collector  or 
other  officer  as  aforesaid  ;   and  duplicates  of  the  said  copies, 
attested  in  like  manner,  shall    be   transmitted  by  the  said 
collector  or  ether    officer   aforesaid,  to  the  commissioners 
of  his   Majesty's  customs  in  London,  Edinburgh  or  Dublin 
respectively,  according  as  such  journal  shall  be  delivered 
and  such    oath  shall    be   made,  in    England,    Scotland    or 
Ireland;   and  if  such  master  or  other  person  aforesaid,  or 
surgeon,  shall  act  contrary  hereto,  such    master  or  other 
person  and  surgeon,  shall,  for  each  and  every  such  offence, 
severally  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  ot  one  hundred  pounds. 

XL  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  master  or  other 
person  having  I  he,  command  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  other 
than  a  British  ship  or  vessel,  owned,  navigated  and  regis- 
tered according  to  law,  clearing  out  from  any  port  or 
place  in  the  United  Kingdom  aforesaid,  from  and  after 
the  said  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
three,  to  have  or  take  on  board  a  greater  number  of 
persons,  including  the  crew,  than  in  the  proportion  of  one 
person  for  every  five  tons  of  the  burthen  of  such  ship  or 
vessel ;  and  every  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  of  such  tonnage  or  burthen  as  shall  be  ascer- 
tained by  the  oath  of  the  master  or  other  person  having 
the  command  thereof,  taken  before  the  collector  or  other 
chief  officer  of  the  customs,  at  the  port  from  whence  such 
ship  or  vessel  shall  be  cleared  out,  which  oath  the  said

collector  or  chief  officer  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  administer;  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  col- 
lector or  chief  officer  to  muster  the  passengers  and  ci  ew,  and 
to  search  and  inspect  every  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  if  more 
persons  shall  be  found  on  board  than  in  proportion  herein 
allowed,  every  such  master  or  other  person  as  aforesaid, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fiity  pounds,  for  e very- 
person  so  taken  on  board,  beyond  the  proportion  herein 
allowed,  one  moiety  whereof  shall  go  to  his  Majesty,  his 
heirs  or  successors,  and  the  other  half  to  s  ich  collector 
or  other  officer  aforesaid,  who  is  hereby  empowered  to 
seize  and  detain  such  ship  or  vessel,  until  such  penalties 
shall  be  paid. 

XII.  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
extend,  or  be  deemed  or  construed  to  extend,  to  ships  or 
vessels  in  the  service  ot  his  Majesty,  or  of  his  Majesty's 
Postmaster  General,  or  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  respectively,  or  of  the  East  India 
Company. 
f 

XIIT.  That  if  after  any  suchship  or  vessel  shall  have  been 
cleared  out,  any  master  or  other  person  having  the  command 
of  any  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall  unship,  reland,  or  permit 
or  suffer  to  be  unshipped  or  relanded,  any  provisions  or 
water,  such  master  or  other  person,  shall  forfeit  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  pounds. 

XIV.  Provided,  that  if  any  passenger  or  passengers, 
who  may  be  desirous  not  to  proceed  on  such  voyage,  shall 
be  relanded,  or  shall  not  proceed  in  the  manner  herein  be- 
fore directed,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  mas- 
ter or  other  person  aforesaid,  to  unship  or  reland  under  the 
inspection  of  the  officer  of  the  customs  at  the  port  or  place 
from  whence  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  cleared  out,  a 
quantity  of  provisions  and  water,  not  exceeding  the  pro- 
postion  sufficient  for  the  allowance  of  such  passenger  or 
passengers  so  relanded. 

XV.  That  an  abstract  of  said  act  should  be  prepared, 
and  a  copy  thereof  hung  up  in  the  custom-house  of  every 
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port  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  a  copy  thereof,  and  a 
copy  also  ot  the  said  muster-roll,  shall  be  affixed  to  the 
most  public  place  of  eveiyship  carrying  passengers  under 
the  regulations  of  this  act  j  and  the  master  or  other  person 
having  the  command  of  such  ship,  shall  cause  the  said 
copies  to  be  renewed,  so  that  the  same  may  be  at  all 
times  accessible  to  every  peison  on  board  of  such  ship, 
upon  pain  that  every  such  master  or  other  person  having 
the  command  of  every  such  ship,  who  shall  neglect  to 
affix  or  nenew  the  same,  shall  lor  every  such  offence  for- 
feit the  sum  of  twenty  pounds. 

XVI.  That  all  captains    and  officers    commanding  his 
Majesty's  ships  of  war  or  revenue  cutters,  who  shall  meet 
any  such  ships  or  vessels  at  sea,  shall  and  may,  and  they 
are  hereby  empowered  and   required  to  call  tor  the  said 
muster-roll,  and  to  search  such  ship  or  vessel  ;  and  if  any 
more    or  other  persons  shall   be  found  on   board  than  are 
specified   in   such   muster-roll,  or  if  a  quantity  of  provi- 
sions shall  not    be   found  on   board  sufficient   to  afford  to 
each  person  the  daily  allowances   herein  directed,  during 
the  remainder  of  the    voyage,  unless  it  shall  appear  that 
such  vessel  has  been  detained  on  her  passage,  after  leav- 
ing the  port  or  place  at  which  the  passengers  embarked, 
beyond  the  the  time  for  which  the  quantity  of  provisions 
hereby  required  are  directed  to   be  provided,  or    if  such 
allowances  shall  not  have  been  dealt  out  in  the  preceding 
part    of  the   voyage,  in   manner  herein  directed,  then  in 
either  of  these  cases,  such   captains  or  officers  may  seize 
and  detain  such  ship  or  vessel,  until    good  and  sufficient 
bail  shall  be  given  at  the  port  or  place  to  which  such  ship 
or    vessel   may  be    carried  by  the  order  and  direction  of 
such  captains  or  officers,  who  are   hereby  empowered  to 
put  hands  onboard    to  take  charge  of  her   for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  if  the  state  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  the  pro- 
visions on  board  thereof,  will  permit,  it  shall  and  maybe 
lawful  for  such  captains  or  officers  to  send  back  such  ship 
or  vessel  to  the  port  from  whence  she  was  cleared  out,  or 
otherwise  to  carry  such  ship  or  vessel  into  such  port  as 
the  state  of  the  provisions  on  board,  or  the  supply  which 
such  captains  or  officers  can  afford,  will  permit. 
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X  VII.  That  no  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  cleared  out> 
unless  the  owner  or  owners,  or  the  master  or  other  per- 
son having  tire  command  thereof,  shall  have  given  bond 
to  his  Majesty,  his  heiis  and  successors,  such  bond  to  be 
taken  by  and  left  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  or  comp- 
troller, or  other  proper  officer  of  the  customs  in  the  port 
or  place  from  whence  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  cleared 
out,  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds  for 
each  passenger  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  with  condi- 
tion that  such  vessel  is  sea  worthy,  and  that  every  such 
passenger,  if  alive,  shall  be  landed  at  the  port  or  ports 
to  which  such  passenger  .shall  have  contracted  to  be  con- 
veyed. 

XVIII.  That  if  any  officers  of  the  customs  shall  know- 
ingly sign  or  give  out  any  clearance  or  sufferance  for  any 
such  ship  or  vessel,  contrary  to  the  regulations  of  this  act, 
every  such  officer  shall  forfeit  and  lose  his  employment, 
and  shall  also  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds. 

XIX.  That  all  sums  of  money,  penalties  and  forfeitures 
in  this  act  mentioned  and  contained,  shall  be  calculated 
and  paid,  and  payable  within  Great  Britain  in  lawful 
money  of  Great  Britain,  and  within  Ireland  in  Irish  cur- 
rency i  and  that  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  inflicted  by  this 
act  may  be  prosecuted,  sued  for,  and  recovered  by  action 
of  debt,  bill,  plaint  or  information  in  any  of  his  Majesty's 
courts  of  record  at  Westminister  or  DuLlin,  or  in  the  court 
of  Exchequer  or  in  the  court  of  Session  in  Scotland,  in  the 
name  of  his  Majesty's  Attorney  General  for  England  or 
Ireland,  or  his  Majesty's  Advocate  for  Scotland  respectively, 
or  in  the  name  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever, 
wherein  no  essoign,  protection,  privilege,  wager  of  law, 
pr  more  than  one  imparlance  shall  be  allowed  ;  and  in 
every  action  or  suit,  the  person  against  whom  judgment 
shall  be  given  for  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  under  this  act, 
shall  pay  double  costs  of  suit  j  and  every  such  action  or 
suit  shall  and  may  be  brought  at  any  time  within  three 
years  atter  the  offence  committed,  and  not  afterwards  ; 
and  one  moiety  of  every  penalty  to  be  recovered  by  vir- 
tue of  said  act,  shall  go  and  be  applied  to  his  Majesty, 
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his  heirsor  successors,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  use  of 
such  persen  or  persons  as  shall  first  sue  for  the  same,  alter 
deducting  the  charges  of  prosecution  from  the  whole. 

XX.  That  if  any  person  taking  any  oath  by  this  act 
authorized  or  required  to  betaken,  shall  thereby  commit 
■wilful  perjury,  or  if  any  person  shall  unlavvtully  procure 
or  suborn  any  person  to  take  an  oath  by  this  act  autho- 
rized or  required  to  betaken,  whereby  such  personshall 
commit  wilful  perjury,  every  suchpeis.jr.  shall  incur  and 
suffer  the  like  pains  and  penalties  as  are  by  law  inflicted 
upon  personscommitting  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  or 
subordination  of  pcrjuiy,  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 
respectively. 

XXI.  That  if   any  action  or  suit  shall  be  brought  or 
commenced   against  any  person  or  persons,  for  any  thing 
done  in  pursuance  of  said  Act,  then  and  in  every  such  case 
the  said  action  or  suit  shall  be    commenced  within    three 
calendar  months  after  the  fact  committed,  and  not  after- 
wards, and  shall  be  brought  in  the  county  or  place  where 
the  cau^e  of  action  shall    arise,   and   not  elsewhere,    and 
that  the  defendant  or  defendants   in  such  action  or   suit  to 
be  brought}  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  give  said 
act  and  the  special  matter  in  evidence   at  any  trial  to  be 
had  thereupon,  and  that  the  same  was  done  in  pursuance 
and  by  the  authority  of  this  act  ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to 
be  so  done,  or  if  any  such  action  or  suit  shall  be  brought 
after  the   time  before  limited  for   bringing  the    same,   or 
shall  be  brought  in  any  other  county,   city  or  place  than 
as  aforesaid,  then  and  in  every  such  case,   the  jury  shall 
find   for  the  defendant  or  defendants;   and  upon  such  ver- 
dict, or  if  .the   plaintiff  Or    plaintiffs   shall  become  non- 
suited, or    discontinue  his,    her    or  their    action,  or  if  a 
verdict  shall   pass    against  the  plaintiff  or   plaintiffs,    or 
upon   demurrer  judgment  shall    be   given   against    such 
plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,   the   dafendant  or  defendants  shall 
and  m:-.y  recover  double  costs,  and  have  the  like  remedy 
for    the  same,    as  defendants  have  for  costs  of  suit  in  other 
cases  by    law. 

XX IT.  That  rothing  in  said  act  contained,  shall  extend3 
or  be  construed  to  extend3  to  repeal,  alter,  or  affect,  any 
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law,  statute,  usage  or  custom  now  in  force  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  or  within  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  respectively, 
for  the  restriction  or  regulation  of  artificers  and  others, 
from  or  in  going  or  passing  from  any  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  to  parts  beyond  the  seas,  or  to  regulate  the 
ships  or  vessels  carrying  or  conveying  such  artificers  or 
other  persons  whatsoever,  or  the  masters  or  commanders, 
or  persons  having  the  charge  of  such  ships  or  vessels,  but 
that  all  such  laws,  usages  and  customs,  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect,  to  all  intents  and  purposes^  as  jf  this 
act  had  not  been  had  or  made.

Health  and  Quarantine. 


THE  dreadful  ravages  made  by  pestilential  disorders 
in  those  countries,  most  subject  to  them,  make  every 
Sovereign  and  state  tearful  of"  receiving  the  infection,  by 
the  admission  of  goods  from  suspected  places:  and  to 
avoid  it,  they  always  insist  on  ships  bringing  certificates 
from  the  magistracy  of  the  port  they  last  came  from,  de» 
daring  their  country  to  be  free  from  any  contagious  dis- 
temper; these  are  termed  Bills  of  Health,  and  coming 
in  this  form,  are  called  clean  ones,  in  oposition  to  foul 
ones,  which  are  given  to  ships  when  they  proceed  from 
infected  places;  and  these  always  obstruct  their  admittance 
to  trade,  until  they  have  performed  a  quarantine  of  as 
many  days  as  the  officers  and  guardians  of  Health  where 
they  arrive  may  judge  necessary,  being  commonly  from 
ten  to  forty,  or  as  the  case  may  require  ;  on  expiration  of 
which,  it  is  customary  abroad  for  physicians  to  examine 
the  ship's  crew,  and  strict  search  is  made  on  board,  by 
persons  appointed  to  see  whether  the  number  of  sailors 
correspond  with  those  mentioned  in  the  Bills  of  Health, 
and  if  any  difference  appears,  it  will  be  difficult  in  any 
country,  and  impossible  in  some,  to  obtain  admission 
afterwards ;  therefore  it  behoves  every  master  of  a  vessel 
to  be  very  circumspect  in  having  the  exact  number  of  his 
company  inserted. 

But  though  the  sailors  are  not  admitted  to  a  communi- 
cation with  the  shore,  until  those  prudent  precautions  have 
taken  place,  yet  all  commodities  unsusceptibe  of  the  in- 
fectious taint,  (such  as  corn,  &c.)  are  permitted  immedi- 
ately to  be  landed  at  proper  places,  (by  the  mariners)  from 
■whence  they  are  afterwards  conveyed  to  those  destined  for 
their  consumption  or  sale. 

Severa1  foreign  states  have  set  apart,  and  appropriated 
certain  parcels  of  lands  for  the  purpose,  which  they  have 
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enclosed,  and  erected  buildings,  both  for  the  reception 
of  goods  and  passengers  to  lay  their  quarantine  in,  where 
the  latter  are  comfortably  accommodated,  under  the 
vigilance  of  guards,  appointed  to  hinder  any  one's  too 
near  approach  to  those  recluses :  such  are  the  Lazarettos 
at  Marseilles ,  Venice,  &c.  and  the  expenses  vaiy  on  those 
occasions,  according  to  the  difference  of  climes  and  accom- 
modations. 

All  ships  performing  quarantine  here,  do  it  at  such 
places,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
in  council  is  pleased  to  appoint.

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By  the  IQth  and  3*2>d  of  Geo.  III.  certain  -powers  are  vested 
in  t{  the  Corporation  tor  preserving  and  improving  the 
Port  of  Dublin,"  which,  so  Jar  as  concern  Masters  of 
Vessels,    Coasters  and    others  Trading    therein,  are  as 

follows  : 

By  26  G.  3.  c.  19.  It  is  enacted,  that  the  Corporation 
shall  provide  Gabbards  or  Lighters,  with  proper  and  suf- 
ficient workmen,  tools,  &c.  for  raising  Ballast  and  fur- 
nishing all  ships  therewith  requiring  or  wanting  such, 
according  to  certain  rates,  within  twenty  four  hours  after 
notice  given  by  the  captain  to  the  Ballast-master,  wind 
and  weather  permiting  ;  and  in  case  of  wind  and  weather 
not  permitting,  the  same  to  be  done  in  such  twenty-four 
hours,  {Sunday  excepted)  then  in  twelve  hours  after 
wind  and  weather  shall  permit,  §  17.  The  ballast  to  be 
brought  to  the  sides  of  such  ships  or  vessels  and  lighters 
or  gabbards,  to  be  provided  as  aforesaid.  Where  wharfs 
are  erected,  and  sufficient  ballast  thereon,  the  ships  wanting 
such  shall  go  along  side  (except  they  have  discharged 
below  them)  and  take  in  their  ballast  from  the  side  of 
such  wharf,  §  19;  and  vessels  requiring  to  discharge  their 
ballast  must  do  so  at  such  wharfs,  if  they  can  lay  the  sides 
thereto.  §20. 

Masters  of  vessels  delaying  to  ship  or  unship  ballast, 
longer  than  necessary,  shall  be  fined  as  the  corporation 
shall  determine,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  pence  for 
every   hours  delay  of  lighter.   §21. 

Taking  ballast  except  from  persons  appointed  by  the 

corporation,  or  delivering  it  to  any  other  person,  the  master 

of  the  vessel,  and  person  so  delivering  or  receiving,  shall 

t  £.10  each;  the  like  penalty  on    buyer  and  seller 

'.<'.  bj|llast  not  paid  for  to  the  corporation  -3  and  taking  on 
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board  more  ballast  than  the  ballast- master  is  told  will  be 
necessary,  penalty  on  the  masters  d£MO. 

Officers  of  the  customs  are  not  to  clear  out  or  permit 
any  ship  or  vessel  to  sail,  until  the  master  produces  a  dis- 
charge from  the  ballast-office. 

Officers  of  the  corporation,  after  the  master  has  per* 
formed  the  necessary  requisites,  refusing  such  discharge, 
forfeits  <£.10. 

Breaking,  destroying  or  injuring  the  walls  of  the 
quay,  penalty  not  Jess  than  iOs.  nor  more  than  £. 5  levied, 
if  summons  not  attended,  nor  innocence  proved,  the  ship 
detained   from  sailing   until  the  fine  be  paid. 

All  ballast  to  be  taken  out  of  the  river  where  directed, 
and  none  to  be  carried  from  one  ship  to  another,  nor  to 
be  thrown  out  of  a  ship    into  the  port  or  river,  penalty, 

That  no  commander  or  master  of  any  ship  or  vessel 
resorting  to  the  port  of  Dublin,  may  have  just  cause  of  com- 
plaint, that  his  voyage  is  retarded  by  neglect  of  the  officer* 
of  the  ballast  office,  or  that  he  suffers  for  want  of  having 
ballast  furnished  to  or  taken  from  such  ship  or  vessel,  it 
is  enacted,  that  if  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  cor- 
poration, neglect  or  refuse  to  take  off  from,  or  bring  in 
ballast  to  any  ship  or  ships  within  the  bar,  at  the  time* 
appointed  for  so  doing,  the  master  not  having  been  ordered 
or  directed  to  take  in  or  put  out  ballast  at  any  particular 
wharf,  or  if  wanting  ballast,  and  that  he  shall  be  sa 
ordered  or  directed,  and  yet  shall  not  be  able  to  obtain 
such  ballast  at  such  wharfs  as  aforesaid  ;  that  then  anditi 
any  of  said  cases,  it  shall  be  lawfulj  for  the  master  of 
sueh  ship  or  vessel,  at  any  time  after  notice  of  such  ne- 
glect to  be  given  at  said  office,  to  employ  any  lighter  or 
lighters,  gabbard  or  gabbards  for  the  doing  thereof,  thereby- 
authorized  and  qualified  to  take  up  as  much  ballast  in 
the  channel  of  the  said  port  or  river,  only  as  shall  be 
requisite  for  ballasting  such  ships  or  vessels,  so  as  afore- 
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said,  neglected,  ovto  carry  off  such  ballast  as  shall  be  in 
such  ships;  and  in  every  such  case  upon  oath,  or  (if  a 
Quaker)  affirmation  thereof  made  before  the  commission- 
ers of  the  customs,  every  such  master  shall  have  his  dis- 
charge and  clearings  put  of  said  port,  as  if  he  produced 
the  certificate  from  the  ballast  master  as  aforesaid  ;  and 
the  owner  of  the  lighter  or  gabbard  so  employed,  either 
in  bringing  to  or  taking  ballast  from  such  ship,  on  account 
of  such  neglect  by  the  ballast  officer,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
said  corporation  2s.  per  ton  for  ballast  put  into^  and  Is, 
per  ton  taken  from  such  ship  or  vessel. — §  48.    ' 

Ballast  office  lighters  or  gabbards,  not  to  carry  any 
merchandize  to  or  from  any  ship  or  vessel,  on  pain  of 
forfeiting  treble  the  valine  of  the  gabbardage  or  portage 
thereof. —  §  49. 

Corporation  authorized  to  appoint  during  pleasure, 
pilots, pilpt-masteis,  and  haven-masters,  and  affix  salaries. 

Masters  of  ships  arriving  in  the  harbour,  to  fasten  buoys 
to  their  anchors,  on  penalty  of  £.5.  and  5s.  for  every 
hour  neglecting  so  to  do. 

Vessels  lying  across  the  channel  of  the-  river  for  onp 
hour,  or  vessels  whose  ropes  or  hawsers  extend  across  the 
river,  and  which  shall  not  be  lowered  upon  demand,  for- 
feit not  less  than  ten  shillings,  nor  more  than  forty  shillings. 

If  a  licensed  pilot  shall  not  appear  and  offer  himself  in 
due  time  to  any  shin  or  vessel  coming  into  the  harbour, 
the  roaster  thereof  may  take  an  unlicensed  pilot,  who  shall 
be  compensated  as  the  corporation  shall  think  fit  to  direct; 
which  sum  is  deducted  out  of  the  pilotage  payable  to  the 
licensed  pilot,  who  shall  afterwards  take  charge  of  the 
vesssel. 

The  corporation  are  empowered  to  license  lighters 
ever  ten  tons  burthen,  which  shall  be  employed  to  carry 
goods  or  merchandize,    to  or  from  any  ships  in  Dublin 
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harbour,  upon  the  owners  entering  into  security  to  keep 
their  lighters  in  good  order,  properly  manned,  and  to  abide 
by  the  prices,  rates,  rules,  laws,  and  regulations  of  the 
corporation,  in  respect  of  such  freight,  carriage,  and 
lighters.  Lighters  of  or  above  ten  tons  burthen,  found 
laden  with  goods  and  not  having    license,   penalty  £.$. 

Dunleaiy  and  Dalkey,  are  subject  to  the  like  rules 
and  regulations  as  of  Duolin. 

Any  subject  may  take  into  his  custody  any  person 
guilty  of  cutting  away  any  buoy,  buoy-rope,  or  anyiope 
or  hawser,  from  any  ship,  lighter  or  wherry,  in  the  har- 
bours of  Dublin,  Dunleaiy,  or  on  the  River  Liffcy,  and 
bring  such  peason  or  peisons  before  the  said  corporation, 
and  if  convicted,  the  offenders  may  be  kept  at  hard  labour 
for  six  months,  or  publicly  whipped,  as  the  corporation 
may  direct ;  and  the  boat  wherein  they  may  been  have 
commiting  the  offence,  forfeited. 


No  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  ballast  officers,  except  such 
as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  corporation  to  pilots. 

All  complaints  must  be  made  within  three  months  after 
the  offence  shall  be  committed,  otherwise  no  penalty 
incurred. 

If  the  master  of  a  ship  refuses  to  take  on  board 
a  licensed  pilot  who  shall  offer  his  service,  he  shall  pay 
the  full  pilotage  as  if  he  received  him  ;  but  if  a  seaman 
or.  fisherman* is  taken  on  board  before  him  within  the 
station  for  pilots  to  cruise,  on  account  of  a  licensed  pilot 
not  having  appeared  within  such  station,  in  such  case, 
any  pilot  afterwards  boarding  the  vessel  and  conducting 
her  into  the  harbour  ot  Dublin,  shall  be  entitled  to  only 
half  the  pilotage. 

And  where  any  pilot-boat  through  distress  of  weather 
shall  not  be  able  to  board  any  ship  or  vessel,  and  shall 
jead  the  ship  into  safety,  the  master  and  crew  of  such 
pilot-boat  shall  be  entitled  to  and  paid  such  pilot3geas  the 
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corporation  shall  think  fit,  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
service  performed. 

Provided,  that  any  ship  laden  or  in  ballast,  which  shall 
take  a  pilot  on  board,  and  shall  be  compelled  by  distress 
of  weather,  or  otherwise,  to  put  back  to  the  harbour  of 
Dublin,  and  be  brought  in  by  the  pilot  who  took  her 
out,  such  ship  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  half  the  rates 
chargeable  for  piloting  ships  out  of  the  harbour;  and  all 
such  ships  going  out  of  the  harbour,  requiring  to  take  a 
pilot  out,  shall  pay  full  pilotage. 

Masters,  brokers,  and  other  persons  who  shall  employ 
an  unlicensed  pilot,  on  board  any  ship  in  ballast,  either 
in  coming  in,  or  going  out  of  the  harbour,  and  also  such 
unlicensed  pilot,  shall  forfeit  ^6M0  each. 

And  whereas  it  has  frequently  happened,  that  masters 
©f  vessels  after  having  been  piloted  out,  have  refused  to 
put  the  pilot  on  shore,  and  in  many  instances,  have  car- 
Tied  such  pilots  to  sea ;  in  order  to  prevent  which,  and 
to  make  compensation  in  all  such  cases,  it  is  enacted, 
that  if  any  master  or  owner,  shall  take  such  pilot  to  sea, 
or  the  pilot  remain  on  board  at  the  instance  and  request 
©f  the  master  or  owner,  for  any  time  longer  than  twenty 
four  hours,  the  master  or  owner  shall  pay  the  pilot  five 
shillings  and  five  pence  per  day,  for  all  time  over  twenty 
four  hours. 

It  being  necessary  towards  the  preservation  of  the  lives 
and  property  of  his  majesty's  subjects,  that  the  ships  aad 
vessels  employed  as  passage  boats,  carrying  and  con- 
veying passengers  between  Dublin  and  different  ports 
in  Great  Britain,  should  be  kept  in  good  and  suffi- 
cient repair,  order,  and  condition,  and  be  fully  man- 
ned and  provided  with  a  sufficient  number  of  able  and 
skilful  seamen,  and  all  other  necessaries  for  the  sate  con- 
veyance of  passengers  and  their  property.  It  is  enacted, 
that  the  said  corporation  or  any  three  or  more  of  thern, 
twice  in  every  year,  or  as  often  as  they  shall  think  expe- 
dient by  warrant  under  their  seal,  to  authorize  two  or 
more  experienced  masters  or  commanders  of  vessels,  er

other  persons  competent,  to  view  and  inspect  the  state 
and  condition  of  ali  such  passage  boats,  ships  and  vessels 
usually  employed  in  conveying  passengers  between  the 
said  port  of  Dublin  and  the  different  ports  in  Great 
Britain.,  (his  Majesty's  Yatchtand  Packets,  and  also  such 
ships  or  vessels  as  may  be  employed  in  carrying  expresses 
or  dispatches,  and  having  a  license  under  the  hand  and 
seal  or  some  person  duly  authorized  by  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant of  this  Kingdom,  to  grant  license  for  such  pur- 
pose, excepted,)  and  to  report  the  state  and  condition 
t>f  all  such  ships  and  vessels,  and  their  materials,  to  the 
said  corporation  ;  and  if  any  such  vessels  shall  be  found 
to  be  in  need  of  necessary  repairs,  or  in  any  manner  unfit 
for  sea,  or  insufficiently  provided  with  ail  necessaries  and 
materials,  or  not  fully  and  properly  manned,  or  that 
the  masters  or  commanders  thereof,  have  not  entered  into 
security  (as  herein  after-mentioned);  to  prevent  and  de- 
tain all  such  vessels  from  sailing  or  proceeding  on  any 
voyage  with  any  passenger  on  board,  until  such  security 
is  entered  into,  and  the  necessary  repaiis  and  materials 
are  made  and  provided,  and  all  other  deficiencies  supplied 
made  good,  and  sufficient,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said 
«orporation. — 40  G.  III.  c.  47.  §    13. 

If  the  master  of  such  passage  boat  shall  obstruct  per- 
sons so  authorized  by  the  corporation,  from  viewing  and 
inspecting  thereof,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  penalty 
^.10  ;  and  if  the  master  puts  to  sea  with  passengers  on 
board  after  detention,  or  before  license  obtained  from  the 
corporation  for  liberty  to  sail,  penalty  ,£.100;  and  upon, 
non-payment  of  the  respective  fine  or  penalty,  within  ten 
days  after  offence,  the  ship,  tackle,  and  furniture  may  be 
seized,  and  sold  to  satisfy  forfeiture  and  costs. — ibid.  §  14. 

No  vessel  of  less  burthen  than  sixty  tons,  (except  his 
Majesty's  Yatcht,  packets,  or  other  boats,  wherries,  or 
vessels  conveying  his  Majesty's  mails  or  expresses,  or  any 
expresses  or  dispatches  by  virtue  of  such  license  as  afore- 
said,) shall  be  permitted  to  act  or  trade  as  a  passage 
ship,  boat  or  vessel,  for  carrying  and  conveying  passen- 
gers between  the  said  port  of  Dublin  and  the  different 
ports  of  Great   Britain,  and  that  all  such  passage  ships, 
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boats  and  other  vessels,  shall  carry  one  able  seaman  For 
every  twelve  tons  burthen  of  the  vessel,  exclusive  of  the 
master,  mate,  and  boys  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years; 
and  that  such  vessel  be  kept  in  good  and  sufficient  con- 
dition, well  provided  with  all  necessary  tackle  and  mate- 
rials, in  due  proportion  to  the  burthen,  construction  and 
tonnage  of  the  vessel,  and  fully  and  properly  manned  as 
aforesaid;  and  at  all  times  provided  with  sufficient  water 
for  the  use  of  the  passengers  and  crew,  and  that  no  ship 
or  vessel  shall  take  on  board  more  than  one  horse  for 
every  seven  tons  burthen,  and  in  default  or  neglect  of  any 
of  the  matters  aforesaid,  the  master  or  owner  is  subject  to 
a  penalty  of  £.ZQ. 

Security  must  be  given  to  the  corporation  by  masters 
of  such  passage  boats  in  a  bond  of  c£.2O0,  for  the  due 
performance  of  the  above  requisites. 

Masters  of  packets  found  drunk  during  the  voyage,  are 
for  ever  after  rendered  disqualified. 

Timber,  deals,  staves,  stones,  blocks  of  Marble,  or 
other  stones,  casks  or  other  vessels,  package  or  parcel  of 
goods  of  any  kind  whatever,  are  not  to  remain  on  the 
Quays  longer  than  forty  eight  hours  after  landing,  under 
a  line  of  six  pence  sterling,  for  ea.ch.pece  of  timber,  block 
of  stone,  parcel  of  deals,  package  or  other  goods  over 
and  above  any  fine  imposed  by  former  acts ;  and  the  cor- 
poration may  remove  the  same,  and  sell  for  payment  of 
fines  and  expences. 

All  Timber,  deals  and  other  goods,  on  landing,  shall 
be  so  placed  on  the  Quays,  as  to  leave  twenty  five  feet  clear 
for  carriages  and  passengers,  otherwise  they  may  be  re- 
moved by  the  corporation,  and  must  pay  expence  of  remo- 
val as  before  provided;  and  the  ballast  officers  may  pre- 
vent the  landing  of  any  more,  until  the  former  pan  is  re- 
moved, or  taken  away  within  the  time  appointed. 
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GRAVING  AND  CAREENING. 

BY  the  34.  G.  III.  c.  3.  It  is  enacted,  that  no  ship-car- 
penter, master  or  sailor,  belonging  to  any  ship  or  ships, 
or  any  ot  her  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  shall  graveor 
careen  any  ship,  gabbard  or  boat,  so  as  any  five  be  lighted 
aboiM  them,  or  any  of  them  to  glaze  their  or  any  of 
their  bottoms,  or  make  any  fire  to  boil  or  melt  pitcii, 
tar,  rosin,  tallow  or  other  combustible  materials  tor 
dressing  any  ship,  gabbard  or  boat,  or  for  heating  or 
burning  any  plank  at  any  place  in  the  river  Anna  Liffey% 
between  the  bridge  commonly  called  Bloody  Bridgs,  and 
the  river  called  Dodder  alias  Dounybrook,  save  and  except 
at  such  place  or  places,  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
pointed in  the  said  river  for  the  graving  and  careening  of 
ships,  boats  and  vessels,  by  the  corporation  for  preserving 
and  improving  the  port  and  harbour  of  Dublin^  penalty 
«£.5>  or  imprisonment  for  nonpayment. 

And  further  it  is  enacted,  that  no  master  or  any  other 
person  on  board  any  ship,  gabbard  or  boat,  lying  in  the 
said  river,  between  the  said  bridge  called  Bloody  Bridg£9 
and  the  said  river  Dodder  alias  IDonnybrook,  shall  make 
or  keep  any  fire  on  board  such  ship  or  gabbard,  for  boiling 
their  pots  or  kettles,  or  for  any  other  use  whatsoever, 
except  candle-light,  unless  such  ship  or  gabbard  lie  at 
least  twenty  yards  distance  from  the  Quays,  where  the 
houses  are  built,  or  shall  hereafter  be  built,  or  from  any 
ship  or  gabbard,  penalty  forty  shillings. 


BALLAST,  STREET  DIRT,  cVc. 

NO  master  of  a  ship  to  take  on  board  any  street -dirt, 
coal-ashes,  paving-stones,  gravel  or  rubbish  of  any  kind 
whatsoever,  or  matters  of  the  like  nature,  or  any  dung 
mixed  with  the  said  matters,  (save  the  ballast  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  corporation)  until  he  shall  first  obtain  a  per- 
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mit  from  the  proper  officer  at  the  custom-house,  nor 
until  such  permit  be  produced  to  the  ballast*master,  and 
by  him  entered  in  the  ballast-office  books,  who  thereupon 
grants  a  certificate,  that  the  vessel  is  qualified  to  receive 
the  quantity  stated  in  the  permit,  and  no  more.

Selected  by  way  of  Instructions  for  the  Owners  and  Masters 
oj  Vessels  entering  on  the  Bounty,  having  due  observance 
to  the  Act  oj  the  21th  Geo.  III.  chap.  23.  For  the  fur- 
ther Increase  of  Shipping  and  Navigation. 


THE  vessel  to  be  measured  on  oath  by  the  Surveyor 
(if  for  the  winter  fishery]  on  or  before  the  2.5th  of  October. 
For  the  summer  fishery,  the  law  does  not  specify  any  par- 
ticular time,  but  states  between  the  1st.  of  March  and 
25th  October.  2.5  G.  III.  C.  35.  Sec.  2  &  26.  G.  IIL 
C.  20  Sec.  1. 

To  be  equipped  as  fniozvs  ;— 

With  four  men  for  the  first  twenty  tons,  and  one  addition- 
al man  for  every  eight  tons  the  vessel  shall  measure  above 
twenty  tons. 

To  have  on  board  at  time  of  sailing  two  barrels,  or  stave* 
and  hoops  to  make  two  barrels  for  every  ton  the  vessel 
shall  measure  * 

To  have  two  barrels  on  board  for  measuring  fish,  with 
salt,  lines,  nets,  &c.  necessary  for  the  voyage,  and  in  pro- 
portion to  the  vessel's  tonnage. 

The  collector  or  other  proper  officer  to  be  present  at  the 
vessel's  admeasurement  and  to  certify  the  same  in  the 
bounty  paper. 

The  Owner  or  master  to  enter  into  security  for  faithful 
dealing  with  the  collector,  at  the  time  of  taking  out  the 
blank  journal. 

The  owner  or  owners  to  make  oath  of  property  and  re- 
sidence, agreeable  to  the  form  in  the  bounty  paper. 

No  two  vessels  to  bear  the  same  name  in  the  same  dis- 
trict, or  belonging  to  one  owner. 

All  vessels  on  the  bounty  are  jo  have  sail-cloth  of  Irish 


*  Wherrjes  are  not  required  to  take  out  Barrels  b/  3."8  G.  Ill* C.  SI 
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manufacture,  nor  to  use  or  store  onboard  any  other  what- 
ever, or  not  entitled  to  bounty. 

The  vessels  to  proceed  without  loss  of  time,  manned 
and  equipped  as  before  stated,  to  some  one  place  of  ren- 
dezvous appointed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  revenue, 
there  to  be  visited  by  the  Inspector  or  other  officer  autho- 
rised to  act,  who  is  to  grant  acertificate  to  the  master  (if  en- 
titled thereto)  of  such  his  inspection,  agreeable  to  the  printed 
form  directed  by  law;  but  if  not  entitled  to  such  certificate 
the  Inspector  is  to  make  report  thereof  to  the  board,  stat- 
ing the  nature  of  his  objections. 

That  as  the  masters  of  wherries  have  the  choice  of  de- 
clanng  whether  they  will  be  satisfied  to  receive  twenty 
shillings  per  ton  bounty  and  no  more,  or  whether  they 
will  receive  ten  shillings  per  ton,  and  the  further  bounty 
of  twenty  shillings  on  the  quantity  of  fish  discharged:  They 
are  on  their  arrival  at  the  place  of  rendezvous,  to  declare 
the  same  before  the  Inspector;  but  if  they  neglect  so  to 
do,  they  can  only  claim  ten  shillings  per  ton,  together  with 
the  rateable  bounty  on  the  quantity  of  cured  fish  they 
shall  dischaige. 

The  Inspector  is  to  state  such  declaration  at  the  foot  of 
his  certificate. 

That  wherry-rigged  vessels  are  to  remain  on  the  fishery 
three  months,  (to commence  from  the  day  of  sailing)  un- 
less they  shall  complete  their  cargo  within  that  period,  or 
not  entitled  to  any  bounty  whatever. 

That  all  fish  taken  or  bought  on  the  fishing  voyage, 
must  be  well  cured  (save  what  may  be  used  on  board)  or 
the  vessel  not  entitled  to  any  bounty  whatever. 

That  the  master  on  arrival  from  the  fishing  voyage  at 
the  port  of  discharge,  is,  betore  he  shall  break  bulk,  to 
'make  true  invoice,  and  at  the  same  time  to  attest  his 
journal. 

That  the  master  is  not  to  dismiss  any  of  his  crew,  until 
they  shall  have  been  mustered  by  the  discharging-Officer 
(the  landwaitei )  as  directed  by  law. 

Thtft  the  fish  so  invoiced  is  to  be  duly  entered,  and  to 
be  discharged  by  the  landwaiter,  who  is  to  certify  in  the 
bounty  paper,  the  date  ol  the  vessel's  arrival,  the  number 
and  names  of  the  crew,  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the 
fish,  distinguishing  the  casked  from  the  bulk  herrings, 
and  to  state  the  weight  of  all  other  species  of  cured  h>h, 
which  may  not  be  in  casks. 
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That  besides  the  journal  of  proceedings  while*  on  the 
fishery,  the  owner  or  master  is  to  produce  to  the  exami  ier 
an  attested  journal  of  the  vessel's  employ  for  such  period  of 
the  year  as  she  may  have  been  off  the  fishery,  as  is  directed 
hy  law. 

Note.  If  it  is  proved  to  the  commissioners  of  the  reve- 
nue, that  any  vessel  being  entered  on  the  bounty  shall 
remain  in  harbour  unemployed,  and  not  prosecuting  the 
fishery,  such  vessel  cannot  be  entitled  t-»  bounty,  uniess 
from  stress  of  weather  or  other  unavoidable  cause,  and 
which  must  appear  on  the  back  of  the  bounty  paper,  un- 
der the  hand  of  tlie  Inspector  or  Surveyor,  or  principal 
officer  of  the  port  where  she  shall  have  remained  ;  and 
further,. when  any  vessel  on  the  bounty  shall  change  her 
fishing  situation,  it  will  be  necessary  towards  the  obtain- 
ing the  bounty,  to  produce  certificate  of  the  same  from, 
the  Inspector  or  Surveyor,  or  principal  officer  of  the  port 
nearest  the  fishing  ground  so  changed  to,  v.  hich  certificate 
is  to  contain  the  number  and  names  of  the  crew,  and  the 
state  of  the  vessel. 

The  masters  and  skippers  of  fishing  vessels,  a>e  also 
strictly  to  observe  the  many  other  regulations  contained  in 
the  fishery  laws,  for  the  government  of  their  conduct.

Of  the  ACT  of  46.  G.  III.  c.  87. 

Ail  Act  more  effectually  to  regulate  the  Collection 
of  the  Duties  on  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchan- 
dize imported  or  exported  into  or  from  Ireland ; 
and  the  Payment  of  Bounties,  Allowances,  and 
Drawbacks  thereon. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  several 
Laws  now  irt  force  for  regulating  the  Collection  of  the  Duties  on 
tSoods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize  imported  or  exported  into  or 
From  Irelafid,  and  the  Payment  of  Bounties,  Allowances,  and  Draw- 
backs thereon,  ahd  to  provide  for  the  greater  Ease  and  Convenience 
of  Persons  engaged  in  or  carrying  on  Trade,  and  for  preventing- 
Frauds  in  the  Collection  of  the  said  Duties  and  in  the  Payment  of 
the  said  Drawbacks,  Allowances,  and  Bounties  •,  Be  it  therefore 
enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  Commencement  of  this  Act,* 
all  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize  whatever,  which  shall  be 
un-shipped  or  shipped  off  at  any  Time  before  due  Entry  shall  bo 
made  of  the  same,  with  the  proper  Officer  of  the  Customs,  or  War- 
rant orLicence  had  and  obtained  from.  suchOfficer,sliall  be  forfeited, 
and  may  be  seized. 

II.  That  every  such  Entry  shall  contain  the  following  Particulars 
in  figures  and  Words  at  length',  viz.  the  Numbers  of  the  Packages,

Merchandize  mentioned  in  suchrZntry  shall  be  contained,  be  not  descri- 
bed in  the  manner  herein  directed,  or  if  the  Goods  contained  in  each 
particular  Package,Cask,  or  Vessel,  shall  not  agree  with  the  Account  of 
the  Contents   of  such  Package,  Cask,  or  Vessel,  such  Goods  and 
Merchandize,  together  with  the  Package,  Cask,  or  Vessel,  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  contained,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized. 
til.  If  any  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize  shall  be  seized  as 
b'  ing  entered  in  the  Name  of  any  other  than  the  true  Owner  and 
Proprietor  of  the  saroe,  then  and  in  such  Case  the  Proof  that  such- 
Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize  were  entered  in  the  Name  of  the 
triie  Owner  and  Proprietor    thereof,  shall  lie  on  the  Person  Mho 
shall  claim  such  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  it  shall  not 
lie  on  rhe  Officer  or  Officers  who  shall  seize  the  same,  to  prove  that 
such  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  were  entered   in  the  Name 
cf  any  other  than  the  true  Owner  and  Proprietor  tkereofv 
•    IV.  And  Whereas  Persons  importing  into  Ireland  the   following 
Goods  and  Merchandize;  that   is   to  say,  Spirits,  Wines,  Hops, 
Sugars-,  Coffee,  Salt,  Lemons,  Oranges,  and  Timber,  have  been 
sometimes  permitted   to  make  a  Prime  Entry   of  such  Goods  and 
Merchandize,  as  containing  a  less  Quantity  than  they  really  contain-, 
on  account  of  their  not  being  able  exactly  to  ascertain  the  Quantities 
thereof,  and  afterwards  to  make  a  Post  Entry  of  the  Quantities  defi- 
cient in  such  Prime  Entry ;  Be  it  enacted,  That  in  all  such  Cases 
such  Post  Entry  shall  be  made  within  Seven  Days  after  the  Weight,. 
Quantity,    Quality,    and   Contents   of  such   Goods,  Wares,    and 
Merchandize  shall  be  respectively  ascertained  by  the  proper  Officer, 
or  in  default  thereof  the  Person  neglecting  to  make  such  Post  Entry- 
shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds. 

Y.  All  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize  not  entered,  mentioned, 
or  set  forth  in  the  Invoice  of  any  Ship  or  Vessel,  and  found  oh 
board  such  Ship  or  Vessel  after  Twenty-lour  Hours  from  the  Time 
of  such  Invoice  being  made,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized. 
VI.  If  any  Master  or  Commander  of  any  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat, 
appointed  or  employed  ordinarily  by  His  Majesty's  Postmasters 
.General  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  for  the  Carriage  of  Letters  and 
■Packets,  shall,  without  the  Licence  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Port  Duties  in  Ireland,  previously  obtained,  knowingly  import 
or  export,  or  cause,  permit,  or  suffer  to  be  imported  or  exported 
in  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  any  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize- 
subject  to  Duty,  such  Master  or  Comrhander  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  d 
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One  Hundred  Pounds,  together  with  the  Value  of  such  Goods  and 
Merchandize  so  imported  or  exported,  and  all  such  Goods  arid 
Merchandize  so  imported  shall  be  iorfeited,  and  may  be  seized. 

VII.  AJ1  Goods,  saved  out  of  any  Ship  or  Vessel  that  shall  happen, 
to  be  forced  on  shore,  or  stranded  on  the  Coast  of  Ireland,  not  be- 
ing wrecked  Goods,  Jetsam,  Flotsam,  or  Lagan,  shall  be  entered 
with  the  proper  Officer  as  if  the  said  Goods  were  regularly  imported, 
and  after  Charges  ot  Salvage  and  other  Charges  paid  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  Payment  of  the  like  Dudes,  and  the  Owners  be  entitled 
.to  the  like  ^Drawbacks  on  Exportation,  and  the  like  Allowances  and 
Abatements  as  such  Goods.  Wares,  and  Merchandize  would  be 
liable  unto,  or  the  Owners  be  entitled  to  have,  in  case  the  sam£ 
.were  regularly  imported:  Provided  always  that  if  any  Ship  or  Vessel 
shall  be  so  forced  on  shore  or  stranded,  at  any  Port  or  Place  in  Ireland, 
to  which  such  Ship  or  Vessel  was  not  bound,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties  to  order 
and  direct  tha.t  any  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize  which  were. 
on  board  such  Ship  or  Vessel,  may  be  re-shipped  or  trans-shipped 
into  the  said  Ship  or  into  any  other  Ship  or  Vessel,  without  the 
Payment  of  any  Duties  or  Fees  thereon,  after  Payment  of  Salvage, 
and  all  other  Charges  of  preserving  and  re-shipping  or  trans- 
shipping the  same,  under  such  Rules,  Regulations  and  Restrictions, 
and  subject  to  such  Conditions  as  such  Commissioners  shall  require^ 
by  and  with  the  Approbation  or  Direction  of  the  Commissioners  for 
executing  the  Office  of  Lord  Kigh  Treasurer  of  Ireland. 

VIII.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  Officer  of  Customs 
to  open  and  examine  all  Goods,  Waives,  and  Merchandize  imported, 
subject  to  Duty  ad  valorem,  and  if  upon  such  Examination  it  shau 
appear  that  toe  Value  sworn  to  or  affirmed  on  the  Entry  thereof,  is 
less  than  the  true  Value,  (except  in  the  Case  of  Statues  and  Paintings) 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  suchOfficer  to  detain  suchGoods,  Wares, 
and  Merchandize,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  conveyed  into  any  of 
'his  Majesty's  Warehouses,  and  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered  to  direct  the  Collector  of  the  Port  where  such  Goods, 
Wares,  or  Merchandize  may  have  been  entered  to  pay  out  of  any 
•Money  in  his  hands  to  the  Pioprieior  of  such  Goods,  Wares,  or 
Merchandize,  or  to  the  Person  making  any  such  Entry,  the  Value 
-of  such  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  as  sworn  to  or  affirmed 
on  the  Entry  thereof,  together  with  an  addition  of  Ten  Pounds  pet; 
'Centum  thereon,  and  also  the  Duties  paid  on  such  Goods,  but  with- 
out any  further  Allowance  whatsoever,  which  Payment  the  said 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties  are  hereby  directed  to 
cause  to  be  made  within  Thirty  Days  after  the  Goods  shall  be  so 
taken  and  detained. 
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IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  Payment  so  made  sha 
be  deemed  to  be  in  full  Satisfaction  for  such  Goods,  Wares,  and 
Merchandize,  to  alljntents  andPurposes  as  if  suchGoods,  Wares,  and 
Merchandize  respectively  had  been  regularly  sold  ;  and  that  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioners,  whether  the  Value  of  such 
Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize  so  respectively  ascertained,  toge- 
ther  with  the  Addition  of  Ten  Pounds  per  Cent,  and  also  the  Dutic  i 
paid  thereon  he  demanded  or  not,  to  cause  the  said  Goods,  Waies: 
or  Merchandize  respectively  to  be  fairly  and  publicly  sold  to  the  best 
Advantage,  not  sooner  than  Twenty  Days  after  the  Goods,  Wares, 
or  Merchandize  shall  be  so  taken  and  detained*,  and  in  case  there 
shall  bq  any  Overplus  remaining  from  the  Produce  of  such  Salr, 
after  deducting  the  Value  so  ascertained  as  aforesaid,  together  with 
the  Addition  of  'Pen  Pounds  per  Cent,  and  a]so  oi.  the  Duties  paid  01 
payable  thereon,  and  the  Charges  of  warehousing  and  selling  such 
Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  to  order  One  Moiety  of  such 
Overplus  to  be  paid  to  the  Qfjicer  or  Officers  of  the  Customs  who 
shall  have  opened  and  examined  such  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchan- 
dize, as  an  encouragement  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  or  their 
Duty,  and  the  other  Moiety.,  together  with  the  Amount  of  the 
Value  of  the  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  so  ascertained  as 
aforesaid,  with  the  Addition  of  Ten  Pounds  per  Cent,  and  also  of  the 
Duties  payable  thereon,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Hands  of  the  Collec- 
tor of  the  Port  within  which  such  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize 
shall  have  been  sold  for  the  Benefit  of  His  Majesty ;  but  in  case  the 
Produce  of  such  Sale,  after  deducting  the  Charge  arising  from  thd 
Warehousing,  Securing:,  and  Sale  of  such  Qoods,  Wares,  or  Mer- 
chandize, shall  not  exceed  or  amount  to  so  much  as  the  Value  of 
such  GoodSj  Wares,  or  Merchandize  so  ascertained  as  aforesaid, 
with  the  Addition  of  Ten  Pounds  per  Centum,  and  of  the  Duties 
payable  thereon,  then  the  whole  produce  of  the  Sale  of  such 
Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  after  deducting  the  Charges 
arising  from  the  Warehousing,  Securing,  and  Sale  thereof,  shall  be 
paid  t,o  the  Collector  of  the  Port  within  which  such  Goods,  Wares, 
and  Merchandize  shall  have  been  so  sold,  for  theUse  of  His  IVfajesty. 

X.  And  whereas  in  many  Cases  the  -Ca^ks,  or  Packages  which 
contain  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize  subject  to  Duty  ad  valorem, 
are  also  of  a  certain  Value  j  Be  it  enacted.  That  in  all  Cases  wherp 

.  such  Casks,  or  Packages  are  of  real  Value,  more  than  the  usua.1 
pr  necessary  Casks  qr  Packages  for  such  Goods  or  Merchandize  ai,e 
or  ought  to  be,  they  shall  be  entered,  and  the  Value  thereof,  if  en- 
ter ed  ad  valorem,  shall  in  every  Valuation  be  added  to  the  Value  of 
Goods,  and  pay  Duty  accordingly. 
"XI.  That  in  all  Cases,  "where  by  this  Act,  or-  any  other  Act  > 
Acts  in  force  in  Ireland  relating  to  the  Revenues  under  theMahage 
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pient  of  the  said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Excise  and  Taxes,  any  Goods,  Wares, 
or  Merchandize  shall  and  may  be  seized  or  detained,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  Officer  seizing  and  detaining  the  same  also  to  seize 
and  detaJn  the  Casks  and  Packages  in  which  such  Goods,  Wares,, 
and  Merchandize  shall  be  respectively  contained,  and  such  Casks 
and  Packages  shall  be  dealt  with  in  all  Respects  in  the  same  Manner 
as  the  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize  so  seized  and  detained. 

XII.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  for  the  Collector  or  other  Chief 
Officer  of  the  Port  for  the  Time  being  in  their  respective  Districts, 
in  all  Cases  where  Goods  are  or  shall  be  entered  on  Bills  of  Store  or 
Bills  of  View,  and' brought  into  His  Majesty's  Warehouses  tor  the 
Security  of  the  Duties  thereon,  except  such  Goods,  Wares,  and 
Merchandize  respecting  which  any  special  Provision  is  made  by  this 
or  any  other  Act  or  Acts  in  Force  in  Ireland,  to  cause  all  such  Goods, 
if  perishable/  which  shall  have  remained  there  for  the  Space  of 
Two  Months,  and  if  not  perishable,  for  the  Space  of  Six  Months, 
the  Duties  upon  "which  have  not  been  paid  or  secured  as  the  Law- 
directs,  to  be  publicly  sold  by' Auction  or  Inch  of  Candle  as  soon  as 
conveniently  they  can,  and  after  such  Sale  the  Produce  thereof  shall 
be  first  applied  towards  Payment  of  the  Duties,  and  of  the  Storeage, 
and  all  other  Charges'  thereon,  and  the  Overplus  (if  any)  shall  be 
rendered  and  paid  to  the  Proprietor  or  other  Person  lawfully  autho- 
rized to  reoeive  the  same.-  Provided  always,  that  before  any  such 
Sale  shall  be  made  of  any  perishable  Goods,  Three  Days  Notice 
thereof,  and  before  any  such  Sale  of  Goods  not  perishable,  then 
One  Month's  Notice  thereof,  and  of  the  Place,  Day,  and  Hour  of 
making  such  Sale  respectively  shall  be  publicly  posted  up,  and  kept 
exposed  to  open  View  in  the  Long  Room  at  the  Custom  House  of 
the  Port  where  such  Sale  is  to  be  made,  specifying  each  Article  and 
Package,  and  the  respective  Marks  thereon. 

XIII.  That  in  case  any  Goods,  subject  or  liable  to  the  Payment 
of  Duty  upon  Import,  shall,  either  within  Eight  Leagues  of  the 
Shore  of  Ireland,  or  within  any  Port,  Harbour,  Haven,  or  Creek  in 
Ireland,  be  unshipped,  or  taken  out  of  any  Ship  or  Vessel  at  Sea, 
in  order  to  be  put  into  any  other  Vessel,  or  Boat,  or  shall  be  taken 
out  ol  any  Ship  or  Vessel  in  order  to  be  landed,  without  first  paying 
or  securing  according  to  Law  all  Duties  payable  thereon,  all  such 
Gods,  '  Ware's,  and'  Merchandize  shall' be  forfeited,  and  the 
Master  or  other  Person  having  Charge  of  such  Ship,  Boat,  or  other 
Vessel,  into  or  out  of  which  any'such  Goods,  Wares  or  Merchan- 
c;:        hall  be  taken  or  put  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  Treble  the  Value 

Good-,,  Wares  or  Merchandize,  ''unless  in  case  ofunavoid- 
rcss  or  Necessity,  (of  which  the  Master  or  other  Person 
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having  Charge  of  such  Ship,  Boat,  or  other  Vessel,  shall  imme- 
diately upon  his  Arrival  give  Notice  in  Writing,  and  make  Proof 
thereof  before  the  Chief  Officer  or  Officers  of  the  Customs  in  the 
first  Port  in  Ireland  where  he  shall  arrive). 

XIV  That  if  any  Brandy,  Rum,  or  other  Spirits,  in  any  Cask, 
Bottle,  Jar,  or  other  Vessel  or  Package  under  Sixty  Gallons  Gauge, 
save  and  except  Spirits  of  Vitriol,  or  other  Spirits  used  in  the  Linen 
Manufacture,  and  Cordial  Waters;  or  if  any  Teas  (except  such 
Teas  as  shall  be  exported  from  Great  Britain  to  Ireland  in  Packages, 
conta-ining  not  less  than  Ten  Pounds  each)j  or  if  any  Tobacco  in 
any  Package,  containing  less  than  Four  hundred  and  fifty  Suttle 
Pounds  Weight  j  or  if  any  Coisfee  in  any  Package,  containing  less 
than  One  hundred  and  twelve  Pounds  Weight ;  or  if  any  Goods, 
Wares,  or  Merchandize,  by  Law  liable  to  Forfeiture  upon  Importa- 
tion into  Ireland,  shall  be  found  on  board  any  Ship,  Vessel,,  or  Boat, 
In  any  Bay,  Port,  Harbour,  Creek,  Haven,  River,  qr  other  Place  iri 
Ireland,  or  within  Eight  Leagues  of  the  Shore  thereof,  or  shall  be 
discovered  so  to  have  beeri,  although  Bulk  shall  not  appear  to  have 
been  broken,  or  although  it  shall  not  appear  that  any  of  the  said 
Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize  before  mentioned,  were  run  or 
atterjipted  to  have  been  run  out  of  such  Ship,  Vessel  or  Boat,  in 
every  such  Case  all  such  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  so  found 
en  board  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  and  also  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or 
Boat,  with  all  her  Guns,  Tackle,  Furniture,  Ammunition,  and  Ap- 
piiel  shall  he  forfeited  j  arid  if  any  Ship,  Vessel,  cr  Boat  shall  be 
toimd  in  any  Bay,  Port,  Harbour,  Haven,  River,  Creek,  or  other 
Place  in  Ireland,  or  within  Eight  Leagues  of  the  Shore  thereof,  or 
shall  be  discovered  so  to  have  been,  although  such  Good?,  Wares, 
or  Merchandize  before  mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  be 
foiand  on  board  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  upon  Proof  made  that 
any  such  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  have  been  taken  from  on 
board  such  Ship  Vessel,  or  Boat,  or  landed  in  any  .part  of  Ireland, 
irten  every -such  Ship,Vesstl  or  Boat,  with  all  herGuns,  Tackle,  Fur- 
mtuxe,  Ammunition,  and  Apparel,  and  all  Qoods,  Wares,  and 
Merchandize  on  board,  shall  be  forfeited,  over  and  above  any  other 
Penalty  or  Forfeiture  for  the  said  Offence  :  Provided  always,  that  no 
?mch  Forfeiture  shall  be  incurred  in  case  such  Ship  Vessel,  or  Boat, 
jaot  being  bound  for  any  Port  in  Jreland,  shall  be  driven  in  by  una- 
voidable Necessity  and  Distress,  provided  the  Master  or  other  Per- 
son having  or  taking  the  Charge  or  Command  of  such  Ship,  Vessel, 
.-or  Boat,  shall  immediately  after  the  Arrival  of  such  Ship,  Vessel, 
or  Boat.,  in  any  Bay,  Port,  Harbour,  Haven,  River,  Creek,  or  other 
JPlacc  in  Inland,  give  Notice  in  Writing,  and  make  satisfactory  Proof 
of. the  Port  xo  which  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat  was  bound,  and 
also  of  such  Necessity  andDistress?  to  and  before  the  Chief  Officer 
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of  the  Customs  at  the  Tort  or  Place  where  such  Ship,  Boat,  or- 
Vessel  shall  arrive:  Provided  also,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  have  so 
much  Tea,  Brandy,  Rum,  or  other  Spirits  for  the  Use  of  the  Sea- 
men then  belonging  to  and  on  board  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  as 
shall  not  exceed  in  Quantity  more  than  Two  Gallons  of  Spirits  nor 
more  than  One  Pound  of  Tea,  nor  more  than  Two  Pounds  of  To- 
bacco, for  each  Seaman  belonging  to  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat. 

XV.  Provided  That  if  any  Ship,  Vessel,  ot  Boat  shall  come  into 
any  Bay,  Port,  Harbour,  Haven,  River,  Creek,  or  other  Place  in 
Ireland,  or  shall  be  within  Eight  Leagues  of  the  Shore  thereof;  and 
any  Spirits,  Teas,  or  Tobacco,  or  any  Goods,  Wares  or  Mer- 
chandize, shall  be  unlawfully  landed  from  such  Ship,  Vessel.,  or 
Boat,  together  with  all  her  Guns,  Tackle,  Furniture,  Ammunition, 
and  Apparel  shall  be  forfeited  ;  and  also  the  Remainder  of  the  Cargo 
of  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  notwithstanding  such  Ship,  Vessel, 
or  Boat  was  forced  into  Ireland,  or  was  within  Eight  Leagues  of  the 
Shore  thereof,  by  unavoidable  Necessity  or  Distress. 

XVI.  And  whereas  by  several  Acts  of  Parliament  m  force  in  Irc- 
land,  certain  Ships,  Vessels,  and  Boats,  in  the  said  Aces  respectively 
particularly  described,  are,  if  found  in  any  Bay,  Port,  Harbour, 
Haven,  River,  or  Creek  in  Ireland,  or  within  Four  Leagues  of  the 
Shore  thereof,  or  discovered  so  to  have  been,  under  certain  Circum- 
stances subject  and  liable  to  Forfeiture,  together  with  all  Goods  on 
board  any  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  and  the  Guns,  Furniture, 
Ammunition,  Tackle,  and  Apparel  thereof -.  And  whereas  it  is  ex- 
pedient that  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Acts  should  be  extended  3 
Be  it  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act, 
every.  Ship,  Vessel  and  Boat,  which  by  virtue  of  any  Act  in  force 
in  Ireland,  would  be  subject  to  Forfeiture  for  hovering,  or  being 
found  or  discovered  to  have  been  within  Four  Leagues  of  the  Shore 
of  Ireland,  shall,  with  all  her  Guns,  Tackle,  Furniture,  Ammunition, 
and  Apparel,  and  all  Goods  and  Commodities  on  board,  be  subject 
to  Forfeiture,  if  hovering  or  found  or  discovered  to  have  been 
within  Eight  Leagues  of  the  Shore  of  Ireland,  under  any  of  the  Cir- 
cumstances in  said  Acts,  or  any  of  them  respectively  specified,  de- 
scribed, or  mentioned  ;  and  that  such  Acts  respectively,  and  all 
Clauses,  Provisions,  Powers,  Authorities,  Forfeitures,  Penalties, 
Restrictions,  Exemptions,  Exceptions,  Matters,  and  Things,  in  such. 
Acts  contained,  relating  to  Ships,  Vessels,  or  Boats,  and  the  Guns, 
Tackle,  Furniture,  Ammunition,  and  Apparel  thereof,  hovering, 
or  found,  or  discovered  to  have  been  within  Four  Leagues  of  the 
Shore  of  Ireland,  and  also  relating  to  any  Goods  laden  or  being  on 
board  any  such  Ships,  shall  be  extended  to  all  ships  which  shall, 
under  any  of  the  Circumstances  specified,  described,  or  mentioned 
in  any  such  Actor  Acts.,  be  hovering,  or  discovered  to.  have  been 
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within  Eight  Leagues  of  the  Shore  of  Ireland  ;  and  also  to  all  Goods 
on  board  any  such  Ships'. 

XVII.  That  from  and  after  the  Commencement  of  this  Act,  all 
Pains,  a?  well  Pains  of  Death,  as  other  Pains,  and  all  Forfeitures, 
fines,  and  Fenalties,  and  all  Provisions,  Powers,  Authorities, 
Rules,  Regulations,  Restrictions,  Exemptions,  and  Exceptions, 
contained  in  all  arid  every  or  any  Act  or  Acts  of  Parliament  in  Force 
in  Ireland,  relating  to  Ships,  Vessels,  or  Foa^s  so  hovering,  or  dis- 
covered to  have  been  within  Four  Leagues  of  the  Shore  of  Ireland, 
or  to  any  Master  or  other  Person,  having  or  taking  the  Charge  c 
Command,  or  arty  other  Person  oh  board  of  any  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or 
Boat,shall  extend,  and  shall  be  deemed,  construed^  and  taken,  and  shall 
apply  and  be  in  full  Force,  and  put  in  Execution  in  all  Cases,  and 
for  all  Purposes  as  to  all  such  Ships,  Vessels,  or  Boats  which  shall 
be  hovering,  or  found,  or  discovered  to  have  been  within  Eighr 
Leagues  of  the  Shore  of  Ireland;  and  as  to  every  Masfer  or  other 
Person  having  or  taking  the  Charge  or  Command,  or  other  Person 
on  board  of  such  Ship  or  Vessel  as  aforesaid,  any  Thing  in  any  Act 
or  Acts  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  upon  any  Trial  of  any 
Information  for,  Or  of  any  Action  relating  to,  the  Seizure  or  For- 
feiture of  any  Ship^  Vessel,  or  Boat,  or  the  Tackle,  Apparel,  Guiis, 
Furniture,  or  Ammunition  thereof,  or  of  Goods  ori  board  the  same 
respectively,  hovering,  or  being  found,  or  discovered  to  have  been' 
within  any  Limits  or  Distances  mentioned  in  this  Act,  or  seized  or 
proceeded  against  in  due  course  of  Law  for  hovering,  or  being  so 
found  or  discovered  as  aforesaid,  ft  shall  appear  to  the  Court  or  jury 
respectively,  that  from  the  Evidence  given  on  such  Trial  it  is  doubt- 
ful whether  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat  was  within  such  Limits  of 
Distances  as  aforesaid,  but  it  shall  nevertheless  at  the  same  Time  be 
made  appear  to  the  Satisfaction  of  such  Court  or  Jury  respectively  j 
that  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  had  on  board  prohibited  Goods,  or 
Goods  in  Packages,  contrary  to  Law^  or  Goods  liable  to  the  Pay-* 
rnent  of  Duties  in  Ireland,  and  was  then  bound  fory  or  hovering  ort 
the  Coast  or  Shore  of  Ireland,  for  the  Purpose  of  clandestine  Impor- 
tation or  illegal  running  of  such  Goods,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
Court  or  Jury  to  find  a  Verdict,  or  give  Judgment  on  such  Informa- 
tion or  action  respectively,  as  to  any  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat, 
and  the  Guns,  Furniture,  Ammunition,  Tackle,  and  Apparel  thereof, 
and  any  Goods  on  board  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  in  like  Manner 
as  if  it  had  been  fully  proved  that  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  was 
hovering  or  found,  or  had  been  discovered  to  have  been  within  any 
such  Limits  or  Distances  as  aforesaid  :  Provided  nevertheless,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  alter  any 
such  Limits  or  Distances,  or  to  any  Cases  in  which  there  shall  not  be 
a  Doubt  as  to  whether  such  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat,  in  respect  whereof 
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any  such  Questions  shall  arise,  was  hovering,  or  found,  or  disco- 
vered to  be  within  such  Limits  or  Distances  respectively  as  afore- 
said. 

X[X.  That  any  Officer  or  Officers  of  Customs  in  Ireland,  who 
shall  first  come  on  board  any  Ship  or  Vessel  bound  for  any  Port 
in  Ireland,  and  having  on  board  any  Sprits,  Wines,  Tobacco,  Tea, 
Sugar,  or  Coffee,  except  the  Quantity  allowed  by  Law  for  the 
Consumption  of  the  Crew,  either  within  the  Limits  of  any  of  the 
Ports  of  Ireland,  or  within  eight  Leagues  of  the  Shore  thereof,  is 
and  are  hereby  empowered  and  required  to  batten,  fasten,  and  lock 
down  the  Hatchways  leading  to  the  Hold  or  Place  of  Stowage  in 
such  Ship  or  Vessel;  and  if  such  Officer  or  Officers  shall  neglect  so 
to  do,  then  and  in  such  Case  any  other  Officer  or  Officers  of  the 
Customs  may  fasten  and  lock  down  the  said  Hatchways;  and  the 
Master  or  other  Person  having  the  Charge  or  Command  of  such 
Ship,  is  required  to  assist  or  cause  to  be  assisted  such  Officer  or 
Officers  by  and  with  a  sufficient  Number  of  the  Crew,  and  to  keep 
on  board  good  and  sufficient  Locks  and  Fastenings  for  that  Purpose; 
or  if  any  such  Hatchway  shall,  after  fastening,  be  opened,  or  if  any 
Fastening  shall  be  damaged  after  such  Hatchway  shall  have  been  so 
fastened,  and  before  the  same  shall  have  been  opened  by  the  proper 
Officer  or  Officers  of  the  Customs,  the  Master  or  Person  having  the 
Command  of  such  Ship,  shall  for  each  and  every  such  Offence  for- 
feit the  Sum  of  £200. 

XX.  That  when  any  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize  shall  be 
unshipped  or  landed  in  Ireland  out  of  any  Vessel  under  the  Burthen 
of  twenty- five  Tons,  not  being  in  Leak  or  Wreck,  before  due  Entry 
made  of  such  Vessel,  and  of  all  such  Goods,  or  after  due  Entry, 
without  the  Consent  of  the  proper  Officer  or  Officers,  such  Vessel, 
with  its  Tackle,  &c.  shall  be  forfeited. 

XXI.  That  whenever  any  Ship  arrives  at  any  Port  or  Harbour 
of  Ireland,  and  the  Master  shall  report  to  the  proper  Officer  that 
either  the  Whole  or  any  Part  of  the  Cargo  is  not  to  be  landed  in 
Ireland,  or  not  to  be  landed  in  such  Port  of  her  first  Arrival,  and 
shall  depart  from  such  Port  or  Harbour,  and  shall  arrive  in 
any  other  Port  or  Harbour  in  Ireland,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Collector  or  other  proper  Officer  of  such  last-mentioned  Port  or 
Harbour,  to  examine  the  State  of  the  Cargo;  and  if  such  Cargo 
shall  not  agree  with  the  Report  and  Invoice  made  to  the  proper 
Officer  of  the  Port  where  such  Ship  or  Vessel  did  first  arrive,  every 
such  Ship  or  Vessel,  together  with  her  Cargo  shall  be  forfeited, 
and  may  be  seized  by  any  Officer  of  the  Customs,  unless  it  shall 
appear  that  such  Disagreement  was  caused  by  unavoidable  Ne- 
cessity. 

XXII.  Any  Officer  or  Officers  of  the  Customs  may  enter  into 
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any  Coasting  Ship  or  Vessel  which  shall  be  within  the  Limits  of 
any  of  the  Ports  of  Ireland,  or  within  eight  Leagues  of  the  Shore 
thereof,  and  demand  the  Cocket,  Certificate,  Let-pass,  or  Transire 
obtained  by  the  Master  or  other  Person  having  the  Charge  of  such 
Ship  or  Vessel,  and  examine  whether  the  Cargo  corresponds  there- 
with; and  if  such  Cargo  shall  not  correspond  with  the  said  Cocket, 
Certificate,  Let-pass,  or  Transire,  then  every  such  Officer  is  autho- 
rized and  required  immediately  to  seize  such  Ship  or  Vessel,  and 
bring  her  into  r,he  next  convenient  Port  or  Harbour  to  which  she 
can  be.  brought ;  and  whether  such  Cargo  shall  be  found  to  cor- 
respond with  such  Cocket  or  not,  such  Officer  or  Officers  is  and 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  stay  and  remain  on  board  during 
the  Time  that  the  same  shall  continue  within  any  such  Port,  or 
within  eight  Leagues  as  aforesaid;  and  if  such  Master  or  other 
Person  having  Charge  of  such  Ship  or  Vessel  shall,  upon  Demand 
by  any  such  Officer,  refuse  or  omit  to  produce  such  Cocket,  Certi- 
ficate, Let-pass,  or  Transire,  or  if  any  Person  shall  oppose,  molest, 
or  hinder  any  Officer  or  Officers  of  the  Customs  in  going  or  remain- 
ing on  board,  or  in  the  entering  or  searching  the  Cabin  or  any  other 
Part  of  any  such  Ship  or  Vessel,  every  such  Person  shall  for  every 
such  Offence  forfeit  the  Sum  of  £\00. 

XXIII.  That  if  any  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  shall,  be 
put  on  board  any  Ship  or  Vessel  to  be  carried  from  any  one  Port, 
Haven,  or  Creek  of  Ireland,  to  be  landed  at  any  other  Place  in 
Ireland,  without  a  Sufferance  or  Warrant  first  had  and  obtained 
from  the  proper  Officer  of  the  Port  where  such  Goods  shall  be 
shipped,  all  such  Goods  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  Master  or  other 
Person  having  the  Charge  of  every  such  Ship  or  Vessel,  who  shall 
take  in  any  Goods  in  any  Port,  Haven,  or  Creek  in  Ireland,  to  be 
landed  and  discharged  in  some  other  Port,  Haven,  or  Creek  thereof, 
shall,  befciethe  Ship  or  Vessel  be  removed  from  the  Port  or  Place 
where  he  shall  take  in  his  Lading,  take  out  a  Cocket,  Certificate, 
Let-pass,  or  Transire,  as  the  case  may  require,  and  enter  into  a 
Bond  with  two  sufficient  Sureties  in  a  Sum  equal  to  the  Value  of 
the  Goods  so  taken  on  board,  conditioned  for  the  Delivery  and  Dis- 
charge thereof  in  the  Place  for  which  the  same  shall  be  entered,  or 
in  some  other  Port  or  Place  in  Ireland,  the  Dangers  and  Accidents 
of  the  Seas  excepted,  and  also  conditioned  to  return  a  Certificate 
within  two  Calendar  Months  after  the  Date  of  such  Cocket,  Certifi- 
cate, Let-pass,  or  Transire,  under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  the  proper 
Officer  of  the  Port  where  the  same  shall  be  landed  and  discharged, 
to  the  Collector  or  other  Chief  Officer  of  the  Port  in  which  such 
Goods  shall  have  been  put  on  board,  that  such  Goods  were  landed 
and  dischaiged  at  the  Port  for  which  they  were  entered,  or  at  some 
other  Place  within  h eland ;  and  in  case  any  such  Person  shall  omit 
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©r  neglect  to  take  out  such  Cockct,  Certificate,  Let-pass,  or  Tran- 
sire, and  become  bound  as  aforesaid,  such  Person  so  neglecting  or 
omitting,  shall  for  every  such  Offence  forfeit  the  Sum  of  1001. 

XXIV.  That  if  any  Ship  or  Vessel  having  departed  from  any 
Place  in  Ireland,  where  she  shall  have  obtained  a  Cocker,  Ceitifi- 
cate,  Let-pass,  or  Transire,  -shall  arrive  at  any  other  Port  or  Place 
in  Ireland,  not  having  on  board  all  such  Goods  mentioned  in  such 
Cocket,  Certificate,  Let-pass,  or  Transire,  or  not  indorsed  thereon 
by  the  proper  Officer;  as  having  been  landed  at  some  other  Port  in 
Ireland,  or  having  on  board  any  Gfoods  not  mentioned  in  such 
Cocker,  Certificate,  &c.  such  Ship  or  Vessel,  with  all  her  Tackle, 
&c.  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  Masier  ot  such  Vessel  shall  forfeit 
the  Sum  of  £  100. 

XXV.  That  if  any  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  brought  or 
coming  into  any  Place  within  Ireland,  from  any  other  Port  within  the 
same,  by  Coast-Cocket,  Certificate,  Let-pass,  or  Transire,  in  Ships 
or  Vessels,  shall  be  landed  or  put  on  Shore  before  such  Docket, 
Certificate,  Let-pass,  or  Transire,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  proper 
Officer  or  Office i s,  and  a  Warrant  or  Sufferance  made  and  given 
for  the  discharging  thereof;  or  if  the  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchan- 
dize do  not  agree  with  such  Cocket,  Certificate  &c.  the  Master 
shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  501  and  if  any  Goods  of  foreign  Growth, 
Product,  or  Manufacture,  coming  coastwise, shall  be  landed  without 
the  Presence  of  an  Officer  of  the  Customs,  they  shall  be  forfeited, 
and  may  be  seized. 

XXVI.  That  whenever  the  Master  of  any  Ship  or  Vessel  arriv- 
ing at  ar.yPo'  t  in  Ireland,  shall  report  to  the  proper  Officer  of  Customs 
either  the  Whole  or  any  Part  of  the  Cargo  of  such  Ship  or  Vesiel 
not  to  be  landed  in  Ireland,  the  Collector  or  other  Chief  Officer  may 
detain  such  Ship,  or  such  Pan  of  the  Cargo  as  shall  be  so  reported 
not  to  be  landed,  until  such  Master  or  other  Person  having  Charge 
of  such  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  execute  a  Bond  to  his  Majesty,  with 
two  sufficient  Sureties  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Collector  or  other  > 
Chief  Officer  of  the  Port  where  such  Ship  or  Vessel  shall  arrive, 
in  double  the  Amount  of  the  Duty  payable  in  Ire/and  on  such 
Cargo,  or  Part  of  such  Cargo;  which  Bond  shall  contain  a  Con- 
dition that  such  Cargo,  or  such  Part  thereof,  shall  not  be  landed  in 
Ireland. 

XXVII.  That  where  the  Master  of  any  ship  shall  report  pack- 
ages of  goods,  contents  unknown,  and  not  to  be  landed,  or  for  expor- 
tation from  Ireland,  in  the  same  ship  in  which  they  were  imported, 
Officers  of  Customs  may  open  such  bales  and  packages  on  board, 
and  examine  the  contents;  and  if  they  contain  any  goods  prohibited 
or  liable  to  forfeiture,  they  shall  be  forfeited;  in  case  such  goods 
shall  not  be  prohibited,  they  are  chargeable  with  the  duties  due 
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thereon,  and  cannot  be  exported  before  they  are  regularly  paid, 
without  <die  leave  and  directions  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
j.  Port  Duties,  or  the  Collector  of  the  Port;  and  all  goods  found 
on  board  r-ot  specified  in  the  report,  are  forfeited. 

XXVill.  Officers  of  Customs  may  go  on  board  any  ship  being 
in  any  port  or  harbour,  or  within  eight  leagues  of  the  coast  of 
Ireland,  and  demand  from  the  Master  the  cocket  granted  for  any 
gb<  ;:■  8h  board  entered  outwards,  and  on  the  exportation  whereof 
any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  bounty  or  drawback,  and  examine 
whether  the  cargo  corresponds  with  the  cocket ;  and'if  such  goods 
are  lets  in  quantity  than,  or  different  in  quality  from,  the  goods 
specified  in  such  cocket,  the  whole,  together  with  the  ship,  shall  be 
forfi  ited  ;  if  no  such  goods  mentioned  in  such  cocket  shall  be  found 
on  board,  such  ship  shall  be  forfeited  ;  if  the  Master  refuse  to  pro- 
duce such  cocket  and  shall  have  cleared  out,  all  goods  on  board, 
together  with  the  ship  shall  be  forfeited  ;  such  Officer  or  Officers  in 
any  of  the  cases  aforesaid  may  seize  such  ship,  and  the  goods  on 
board  the  same  respectively,  as  the  case  may  be. 

XXIX.  No  drawback  or  bounty  is  allowed  or  paid  for  any 
goods  exported  to  Great  Britain,  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Islands  of 
Jersey,  Guernsey ,Alderney .  or  Sark,  until  a  certificate  shall  be  pro- 
duced from  the  Collector  or  Comptroller  of  the  Customs  for  the 
port  where  such  goods  shall  belauded,  testifying  the  landing  there- 
of; it  must  be  produced  within  four  months,  and  express  the  exact 
weight,  measure,  or  quantity  of  the  goods  so  landed,  with  the  num- 
bers and  marks  of  their  casks,  bales,  or  other  packages;  but  if  de- 
tained by  contrary  winds,  if  the  merchandize  shall  have  perished  at 
sea,  or  shall  have  been  taken  by  an  enemy  or  pirate,  and  the  same 
is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners,  they  may  direct 
payment  to  be  made  on  production  of  such  certificate  after  the  expi- 
ration of  the  said  four  months,  or  in  case  of  such  loss  or  capture, 
flien  without  such  certificate  being  produced:,  if' there  shall  be  any 
difference  between  the  certificate  and  the  drawback  or  bounty 
claimed,  which  shall  not  exceed  a  reasonable  allowance  for  ordi- 
nary leakage,  or  accidental  diminution  of  measure  or  quantity,  pay- 
ment of  such  bounty  or  drawback  may  be'  made  notwithstanding 
such  variation. 

XXX.  No  drawback  shall  be  paid  on  the  exportation  from  Ire- 
land of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize  intended  to  be  exported  and 
declared  for  exportation  elsewhere  than  to  Great  Britain,  the  Isle 
of  Man,  or  the  Isles  of  Jersey,  Grernsey,  Aldemey,  or  Sark,  unless 
the  exporter,  merchant,  or  person  having  the  direction  of  the  voyage, 
shall  make  ami  sign  a'n  affidavit  upon  the  debenture  paper,  that  he 
is  the  real  owner,  exporter,  merchant,  or  person  having  the  direc- 
tion of  the  voyage,  and  that  such  goods  have,  at  the  time  of  making 
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such  affidavit,  been  shipped  fairly  and  without  fraud,  and  that  all 
duties  of  Customs  and  Excise  clue  and  payable  on  such  goods,  wares, 
and  merchandize  have  been  duly  paid  and  satisfied,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  belief,  specifying  the  time  when  and  the  place  where 
such  duties  shall  have  been  paid,  and  that  such  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandize  are  intended  to  be  exported  to  the  port  or  place  men- 
tioned in  the  entry  thereof,  and  to  no  other,  and  that  no  part  thereof 
is  intended  to  be  reiandel  ih  any  part  of  Ireland,  or  to  be  landed 
in  Great  Britain,  or  thr  Isle  of  Mav,  or  the  Islands  of  Faro  or 
Ferro,  nor  to  be  transhipped  or  put  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel; 
and  the  Master  or  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  the 
ship  or  vessel  on  board  which  such  goods,  wares,  and  merchandize 
shall  be  shipped  for  exportation,  shall  also  make  and  sign  an 
affidavit  on  such  debenture  paper,  that  he  is  the  Master  or  person 
having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  that 
such  goods,  wares,  and  merchandize,  have  at  the  time  of  the 
making  such  affidavit  been  fairly  shipped,  and  are  then  actually  on 
board  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  that  he  will  not  suffer  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof  to  be  re-landed  in  Ireland,  nor  to  be  landed  in 
Great  Britain  or  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  or  in  the  Islands  of  Faro  or, 
Ferro,  nor  to  be  transhipped  or  put  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel 
unless  in  case  of  real  distress,  to  save  such  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandize from  perishing. 

XXXI.  That  in  case  the  Master  or  Person  having  charge  of  a 
ship  or  vessel,  permits  or  suffers  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize, 
which  shall  be  entered  and  shipped  for  exportation,  on  which  any 
drawback  or  bounty  shall  be  paid  or  payable,  to  be  TC-landed  in 
any  port  or  place  in  Ireland,  or  unshipped  within  eight  leagues  of 
the  coast  thereof,  or  before  the  arrival  of  such  ship  at  its  port  of 
destination,  unless  in  case  of  real  distress,  to  save  the  same  from 
perishing,  (of  which  distress  the  Master  or  person  having  the 
charge  of  such  ship  or  vessel  out  of  which  such  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandize  shall  be  so  unshipped  or  re-landed,  shall  immediately 
give  notice  in  writing  to,  and  make  proof  before  the  Chief  Officer 
of  Customs  at  the  port  or  place  where  such  goods  shall  be  unshipped 
or  re-landed)  they  shall  be  forfeited  ;  and  the  owner  shall  respec- 
tivelv  forfeit  the  sum  of  £500. 

XXXII.  That  no  drawback  or  bounty  shall  be  paid  to  any  per- 
son or  persons,  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  drawback  or  bounty  upon  the  exportation  of  any.  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandize  from  Ire/and,  until  the  person  exporting,  with  two 
sufficient  sureties,  shall  enter  into  a  bond  in  double  the  value  of 
such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize,  conditioned  that  neither  the 
whole  nor  any  part  thereof  shall  be  landed  again  in  any  port  or 
place  within  Ire/and,  or   in  the  Lie  of  Man,  (except  such  goods, 
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wares,  and  merchandize,  as  may  by  law  be  exported  from  Ireland, 
to  the  said  Isle  of  Man)  or  in  the  Isles  of  Faro  and  Ferro,  unless  in 
case  of  distress;  and  that  no  such  drawback  or  bounty  shall  be 
paid'to  any  person  or  persons  until  after  the  expiration  of  thirty- 
one  days  from  the  sailing  ot  the  vessel :  provided  that  upon  a  certificate 
being  returned  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  proper  Officer  of  the 
Customs,  at  any  port  or  place  in  any  part  of  his  Majesty's  domi- 
nions where  any  Officer  of  the  Customs  shall  be  resident,  or  for 
want  of  such  Officer,  or  if  at  any  foreign  port,  then  under  the  hand 
and  seal  of  the  British  Consul  or  Vice-Consul ;  and  if  there  shall 
be  no  such  Consul  or  Vice-Consul,  then  under  the  hand  and  seal  of 
the  Chief  Magistrate,  or  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  two  known. 
Merchants  of  the  poit  or  place  where  such  goods  shall  have  been 
landed,  that  the  same  were  then  landed;  or  upon  proof  made  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  of 
the  Collector,  Comptroller,  or  other  Chief  Officer  at  the  Port  at 
which  such  goods  were  shipped  for  exportation,  that  such  gooda 
were  taken  by  enemies  or  pirates,  or  perished  in  the  seas,  such 
bond  shall  become  void  and  shall  be  cancelled ;  and  such  certificate 
shall  be  produced  within  nine  months  from  the  date  of  such  bond, 
with  respect  to  goods  entered  for  or  landed  in  any  part  of  Europe, 
(other  than  Great  Britain,  or  the  Isle  ef  Man,  or  the  Isles  of 
Guernsey,  Jersey,  jtllderney,  or  Sark)  not  within  the  Streighls  of 
Gibraltar ;  and  within  fifteen  months  in  respect  to  goods  entered 
for  or  landed  in  any  other  part  of  Europe,  or  in  any  part  of  Asiat 
Africa,     or    America. 

XXXIII.  That  in  case  any  such  bond  shall  be  put  in  suit,  the 
proof  that  such  goods  were  landed  in  Ireland,  or  in  the  islands  of 
Faro  or  Ferro,  shall  not  lie  on  his  Majesty,  but  such  goods  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  landed  there,  unless  proof  shall  be  made  of 
the  place  at  which  the  same  were  landed  or  put  on  shore,  not 
being  within  Ireland,  or  the  islands  of  Faro  or  Ferro:  provided 
that  no  such  bond  shall  be  put  in  suit  at  any  time  beyond  three 
months  after  the  time  within  which  such  certificate  as  aforesaid  for 
vacating  the  same  is  required  to  be  produced;  nor  in  case  such 
goods  shall  have  been  landed  by  licence  from  the  Collector  or  other 
proper  Officer  of  the  port. 

XXXIV.  That  the  Master  of  every  ship  arriving  at  any  port, 
harbour,  or  creek  in  Ireland,  or  departing  therefrom  in  ballast, 
shall  make  a  just  and  true  report  of  such  ship  or  vessel  inwards  or 
outwards  respectively,  and  answer  upon  oath  to  such  questions  re- 
lative to  the  voyage  and  navigation  of  such  ship,  and  to  the  goods 
laden  on  board,  or  unshipped  from  such  ship  or  vessel,  as  shall  be 
put  to  him  by  the  Collector,  Comptroller,  or  other  Chief  Officer  of 
Customs  at  the  port  wheie  he  shall  arrive,  or  from  whence  he  shall 
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depart,  and  shall,  if  required  by  such  Officer,  produce  the  ship's 
papers,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  £100.  for  every  neglect, 
omission,  or  reiusal  so  to  do:  provided  that  no  Master  or  other 
person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  any  ship  or  vessel  in 
ballast,  making  report  as  above,  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  any 
Fee. 

XXXV.  No  person  or  persons  to  enter  on  board  any  ship  or 
vessel  arriving  from  any  part  of  the  East  Indies  ox  China  homeward 
bound,  except  Officers  of  Customs  whose  duty  obliges  them  to  go  on. 
board -such  ship,  or  such  peison  or  peisons  as  shall  receive  a  permit 
or  licence  from  the  Collector  or  other  Chief  Officer  of  the  port  or 
place  where  such  ship  shall  lie,  under  the  penalty  of„£500.  for 
every  time  such  person  or  persons  shall  go  on  board  such  ship  with- 
out such  licence  as  aforesaid;  and  if  any  goods  shall  be  found  open 
on  board,  the  same  shall  be  taken  account  of,  and  made  up  in  proper 
packages  suited  to  the  nature  of  such  goods,  by  any  Officer  stationed 
at  the  port  or  place  where  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be,  which  goods 
•when  so  packed,  shall  be  corded  and  sealed  with  lead,  with  the 
King's  Arms  thereon,  and  an  account  of  all  such  goods  so  packed 
up,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Commissioners  or  Collector  of  the 
Customs  in  the  port  of  London,  and  also  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Court  of  Directors  of  the  East  India  Company. 

XXXVI.  That  if  any  boat  or  vessel  shall  carry  to  such  ships 
or  vessels  arriving  horn  any  part  of  the  East  Indies  or  China,  any 
persons  without  such  licence,  such  boat  or  vessel  shall  be  forfeited, 
with  all  her  furniture  and  tackle,  and  may  be  seized  by  any  Officer 
of  the  Customs;  Officers  of  Customs  stationed  on  board  such  ships 
or  vessels  arriving  from  the  East  Indies  or  China,  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  prevent  any  person  or  persons  from  going  on  board,  unless 
he,  she,  or  they  produce  such  licence;  and  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  resist  or  obstruct  such  Officer  in  doing  his  duty,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  5001  ;  and  if  any  person 
forge  such  licence,  or  shall  knowingly  use  such,  he  shall  foifeit 
£100.    for  every  such  offence. 

XXXVII.  When  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  arrive  at  any  port  or 
place  in  Ireland,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Commissioners  of  Cus- 
toms and  Port  Duties,  or  for  the  Collector  or  Surveyor  of  the  Port, 
or  Tide  Surveyor,  or  other  Officer  apppointed  by  the  said  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  any  of  them,  to  place 
one  or  two  Officers  of  the  Customs  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel, 
there  to  remain  during  such  time  as  to  such  Commissioners,  Col- 
lector, Surveyor,  or  other  Chief  Officer,  shall  in  their  discretion 
seem  fit;  and  that  from  the  time  any  goods  or  merchandize  shall 
be  begun  to  be  shipped  or  put  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  at  any 
port  or  place  in  Ireland,  to  be  carried  to  any  other  port  within  the 
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same,  or  to  any  parts  beyond  the  seas,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  for-  the  Col- 
lector, Surveyor,  of  other  Chief  Officer  of  the  port  where  such 
goods  or  merchandize  shall  be  so  put  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel, 
to  place  an  Officer  or  Officers  of  Customs,  not  exceeding  two  in 
number,  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  thereto  remain  for  such  time 
as  to  the  said  Commissioners,  or  to  such  Collector,  Surveyor,  or 
Chief  Officer,  in  their  discretion  shall  seem  fit ;  in  case  such  ship 
shall  have  any  corn  or  other  goods  on  board,  which  shall' at  the 
time  be  prohibited  to  be  exported,  or  any  goods  on  which  any 
drawback,  allowance,  or  bounty  shall  be  payable,  on  proof  of  tiie 
landing  thereof  in  Great  Britain,  one  Officer  to  remain  on  board 
during  the  voyage,  whether  it  be  a  coasting  voyage,  or  to  Great 
Britain  respectively. 

XXXVJLII.  That  every  Master  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  any  such  ship  or  vessel  in  the  respective  cases  aforesaid,  shall 
provide  such  Officer  or  Officers  with  good  and  sufficient  beds  or 
hammocks  to  rest  or  sleep  in,  under  the  deck  of  such  ship  or  vessel, 
and  shall  also  provide  such  Officer  or  Officers  with  sufficient  food 
during  the  time  of  his  or  their  being  on  board,  and  shall  land  such 
Officer  or  Officers  at  the  place  for  which  such  ship  or  vessel  clears 
out,  or  at  any  other  place  within  the  harbour  where  such  ship  or 
vessel  shall  be  at  the  time  when  such  Officer  shall  be  placed  on 
board,  as  such  Commissioneis,  Collector,  Surveyor,  or  Chief 
Officer  shall  direct ;  and  for  any  neglect  or  refusal,  such  Master 
forfeits  £100. 

XXXIX.  Commanders  of  any  of  his  Majesty's  ships  or  vessels 
of  war,  or  any  Commissioned,  Warrant,  or  Petty  Officer  specially 
authorized  by  them,  may  seize,  without  having  any  deputation  or 
commission  from  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties  in 
Ireland  foi  that  purpose,  any  ships  or  vessels  whatever,  and  any  such 
goods  found  on  board  are. subject  to  forfeiture  under  any  Act  or 
Acts  in  force  in  Ireland,  relating  to  the  revenue  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  for 
any  offence  against  the  said  Acts,  or  any  of  them  ;  provided  that  the 
Commander  of  such  ship  of  war  shall  in  all  respects,  in  regard  to 
the  delivery  and  prosecution  of  any  such  seizure,  conform  to  the 
rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  to  which  the  Officers  of  Customs 
in  Ireland  are  now  or  hereafter  shall  be  subject  in  case  of  such 
seizures  made  by  them;  any  law,  usage,  or  custom  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

XL.  \\  henever  any  part  of  the  cargo  of  a  ship  or  vessel  chased 
by  a  ship  in  the  service  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Port  Duties,  or  by  any  vessel  belonging  to  his  Majesty's  Navy, 
shall  be  thrown  overboard  during  such  chace,  whether  within  or 
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without  the  limits  of  any  port  of  Inland,  or  within  or  beyond  eight 
leagues  of  the  shore  thereof,  in  every  such  case  such  ship  or  vessel, 
with  all  her  guns,  tackle;  &c.  shall  be  forfeited,  together  with  the 
remaining  part  of  such  cargo. 

XLI.  Vessels  in  the  Navy,  or  service  of  the  Customs,  may  fire 
on  ships  refusing  to  bring  to,  on  hoisting  a  pendant  and  firing  % 
gun  ;  and  if  any  persons  are  wounded  or  killed  therein,  the  persons 
who  fire  may  be  admitted  to  baiU 

XLII.  Any  ship  not  of  his  Majesty's  Navy,  nor  hi  the  service 
of  the  Customs,  hoisting  Such  pendant,  the  Master  shall  forleit 
5001. 

XLIII.  In  case  of  resistance  to  Custom  House  Officers,  though 
not  with  force,  ships  may  be  seized. 

XLIV.  Vessels  belonging  in  the  whole  or  in  part  to  His  Majesty's 
subjects,  whose  bottoms  are  clinch-work;  having  either  a  standing 
or  running  bowsprit  which  shall  exceed  in  length  more  than  two- 
thirds  ©f  the  length  of  such"  cutter,  lugger,  shallop,  wherry,  sloop* 
smack,  yawl,  or  other  vessel,  from  the  fore-part  of  her  stem,  under 
the  bowsprit,  to  the  after-side  of  her  stern-post  aloft ;  and  all  vessels 
belonging  as  aforesaid,  the  length  of  which  shall  be  greater  than  hi 
the  proportion  of  three  feet  and  a  half  to  one  foot  in  breadth;  and 
all  ships  or  vessels  belonging  as  aforesaid.,  armed  or  furnished  with 
Arms,  otherwise  than  as  is  hereinafter  excepted,  which  shall  be 
found  within  the  Limits  of  any  of  the  Ports  of  Ireland,  or  withiri 
eight  Leagues  of  the  Coast  thereof,  shall  be  forfeited,  together  with 
a'W  the  Goods,  &c.  if  any,  which  shall  be  laderi  therein,  and  all  her 
Guns,  Tackle,  &c. 

XLV.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  extend  or  be  construed  tb  ex- 
tendto  any  ship  or  vessel  on  a  voyage  from  ariy  part  of  America,  or 
the  East  or  West  Indies,  or  Africa,  or  the  Island  of  Madeira;  Or  the 
Mediterranean,  so  as  to  subject  the  same  to  forfeiture  on  account  of 
her  built,  or  for  having  on  Hoard  Arms  or  Ammunition  ;  nor  to  any 
ship  or  vessel  in  the  service  of  his  Majesty's  Navy,  Victualling 
Office,  Ordnance  Office,  Customs,  or  Post  Office,  on  account  of 
her  built,  or  for  having  on  board  Arms  or  Ammunition  j  nor  to  anjr 
Vessel  the  Owner  of  which  shall  have  a  Licence  as  herein  described 
arid  directed  for  navigating  the  same;  from  the  Lord  High  Admiral 
of  Great  Britain,  or  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  for 
the  time  being,  or  from  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  in  Griat 
Britain,  or  from  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties  irl 
Ireland,  or  any  Person  authorised  by  them  to  grant  the  same,  for 
or  on  account  of  her  built,  or  For  having  on  board  such  Arms  Or 
Ammunition,  as  she  shall  or  may  be  licensed  to  have  as  hereinafter 
mentioned  ;  nor  to  any  Lighters  or  Barges  used  solely  in  Rivers  vr 
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Inland  Navigation  ;  noT  to  any  ship?  or  vessels  which  shall  have  oil 
board  any  Arms  or  Ammunition,  which  shall  have  been  regularly 
entered  and  cleared  at  any  Custom-house  in  any  of  his  Majesty'* 
Dominions  as  Merchandize,  or  for  the  use  of  his  Majesty,  or  hi* 
'Stores  or  Garrisons,  and  are  regularly  stowed  in  the  hold  of  such 
Ships  or  vessels,  or  are  put  on  board  for  the  necessary  use  or  defence 
of  such  ships  or  vessels,  by  Licence  from  the  Lord  High  Admiral 
of  Great  B,itain,  or  the  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  for  th.t 
time  being,  or  by  the  Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Customs  as 
aforesaid,  or  any  Person  authorised  by  them  to  grant  the  same,  fof 
or  on  account  of  such  Arms  or  Ammunition  :  Provided  also,  and  hh 
it  enacted,  That  no  Fee,  Gratuity,  or  Reward,  shall  be  demanded 
or  received  for  any  such  Licence,  or  for  registering  the  same  al 
herein  mentioned, 

XLVl.  Every  sucH  Licence  shall  specify  the  Tonnage  of  sucR 
?hip  or  vessel,  arid  describe  whether  she  is  a  cutter,  lugger,  shal- 
'lop,  wherry,  sloop,  smack,  or  yawl,  arid  of  what  sort  of  built  she 
is,  and  who  is  or  are  the  Owner  or  Owners  thereof,  and  what  quan- 
tity and  number,  arid  what  species  of  Arms  and  Ammunition  she  is 
licensed  to  have  on  board. 

XL  VII.  Before  any  such  Licence  shall  be  granted,  the  Owner  or 
Owners  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  give  sufficient  security  by  Bond 
to  his  Majesty,  in  double  the  value  or  such  ship  or  vessel,  to  be  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Collector^  Comptroller,  or  Chief  Officer  of  the 
Customs,  with  condition  that  the  said  ship  or  vessel  shall  not  be 
employed  in  the  importation  or  landing  of  any  Tea,  Spirituous 
Liquors,  or  any  Goods  prohibited  to  be  landed,  of  any  otherGoods 
clandestinely,  or  with  intent  to  evade  the  payment  of  Duty  contrary 
to  L?.w,  or  in  the  exportation  of  any  Goods  prohibited  to  be  ex- 
ported from  Ireland,  or  in  the  re-landing  contrary  to  law  any  Goocfs 
which  hav£  oeen  entered  Outwards  for  exportation,  and  on  the  ex- 
portation whereof  any  Drawback  or  Bounty  shall  be  claimed. 

XLVITI.  The  Owner  of  any  ship  of  vessel  which  shall  be  li- 
censed as  herein  mentioned,  shall,  before  such  ship  or  vessel  sails 
out  of  any  Port,  Harbour,  or  Creek,  in  Ireland,  bring  such  licence, 
or  cause  the  same  to  Be  brought  to  the  Collector,  Comptroller,  or 
Chief  Officer  of  Customs  for  the  Port,  Harbour,  or  Creek  from 
which  such  ship  or  vessel  is  about  to  sail,  which  licence  such  Col- 
lector or  other  such  Officer  of  Customs  is  required  duly  t©- 
_' register  without  fee  or  reward,  and  to  endorse  such  Registry  thereori; 
and  every  such  Owner  shall  also  produce  the  same,  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  produced,  so  endorsed  to  the  Collector  or  other  proper 
Oihcer  of  Customs  of  any  Fort,  Harbour,  Or  Creek  at  which  suci 
ship  or  vessel- shall. arrive. 

XLIX.  Any  Licence  which  slhll  not  be  so  endorsed,  or  whick 
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snail  be  granted  without  such  Security  as  aforesaid  having  been 
given,  and  a  Certifrcatc  thereof  contained  in  the  body  or'  such 
Licence,  shall -be  hull  and  void ;  and  the  ship  or  vessel  shall  be 
liable  to  seizure  and  prosecution,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  no  such. 
Licence  had  been  given. 

L.  If  any  boat,  wherry,  pinnace,  barge,  or  galley  rowing,  or  made 
or  built  to  row  with  more  than  six  oars,  shall  be  found  upon  the 
Water,  or  in  any  barge-house,  work-house,  shed,  or  other  place 
within  any  Port,  Haven,  Harbour  or  Creek  in  Ireland,  or  within 
eight  Leagues  of  the  Coast  thereof,  such  boat,  &c.  with  all  her 
tackle  and  furniture,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized  by  any 
Officer  of  the  Customs,  and  after  the  seizure  and  condemnation  of 
such  boat,  'wherry,  pinnance,  barge,  or  galley,  the  Collector  or 
other  Chief  Officer  of  the  Customs  in  the  Port  or  Place  where  such 
toat,  &c.  shall  be  so  condemned,  shall  cause  such  boat,  &c.  to  be 
burned  and  wholly  destroyed  :  Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein 
contained  §hall  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  any  barge  or 
galley  in  the  service  of  the  said  Commissioners  oi  Customs  and 
Port  Duties,  or  to  any  long  boat,  yawl,  or  pinnace  belonging  to  and 
used  in  the  service  Gi  any  Merchant's  ship  or  vessel,  or  to  such 
boat,  &c.  as  shall  be  licensed  by  the  said  Commissioners  ;of  Customs, 
and  Port  Duties,  or  by  such  Person  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall 
appoint  for  that  purpose,  which  Licence  shall  be  granted  without 
any  fee  or  charge  ;  provided  that  no  such  Licence  shall  be  granted 
but  upon  sufficient  security  to  be  given  to  the  said  Commissioners, 
or  to  the  Person  to  be  appointed  by  them,  for  the  use  of  his  Ma- 
jesty, his  Heirs  and  Successors,  by  the  Owner  or  Owners  of  such 
boat,  &c.  by  Bond  in  such  penalty  as  the  said  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Port  Duties  shall  think  reasonable,  with  condition  that 
the  same  shall  not  be  made  use  of  in  the  illegil  landing  or  relanding, 
or  in  attempting  or  assisting  so  to  do,  of  any  Goods  whatsoever  in 
Ireland. 

LI.  That  ifi  all  Cases  where  it  shall -be  requisite  by  Law  to  ascer- 
tain the  tonnage  or  burthen  of  any  ship  or  vessel  in  Ireland,  the 
Rule  for  admeasuring  such  ships  or  vessels  shall  be  a$  follows; 
that  is  to  say,  the  length  shall  be  taken  on  a  strait  line  aiong  the 
rabbit  of  the  keel  of  the  ship,  from  the  after  side  of  her  sternpost 
aloft  to  a  perpendicular  line  from  the  forepart  of  the  main  stem 
under  the  bowsprit,  from  which  subtracting  three-fifths  of  the 
bre  idth  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  the  remainder  small  be  esteemed  the 
just  length  of  the  keel  to  find  the  Tonnage,  and  such  breadth  shall 
be  taken  from  the  outside  of  the  outside  plank,  in  the  broadest  pare 
of  the  ship  or  vessel,  be  it  either  above  or  below  the  main  whales, 
exclusive  of  all  doubling  planks  that  may  be  wrought  upon  the  sides 
i>f  the  ship  or  vessel ;  then  multiplying  the  length  of  the  keel  by 
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the  breadth  so  taken,  and  that  product  by  half  the  breadth,  and 
dividing  the  whole  by  ninety-four,  the  quotient  shall  be  deemed 
the  true  contents  of  the  Tonnage  ;  according  to  which  rule  the 
Tonnage  of  all  such  ships  and  vessels  shall  be  measured  and 
ascertained. 

LII.  The  Owners  of  all  gabbards,  boats,  wherries,  and  other 
vessels  not  required  by  Law  to  be  registered,  belonging  to  any  Port 
or  Place  in  Ireland,  shall  paint  or  cause  to  be  painted  in  white  or 
yellow  Roman  Letters,  of  a  length  not  less  than  three  inches  upon 
a  black  ground,  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  stern  of  such. 
Gabbard,  boat,  wherry,  or  other  vessel,  provided  there  shall  be  suf- 
ficient space  for  that  purpose  ;  but  if  not,  then  in  Letters  as  large 
as  the  space  will  admit,  the  Name  of  such  Gabbard,  &£.  the  Name 
of  the  Port  or  Place  to  which  she  belongs,  and  the  Name  and  Sur- 
name of  the  Owner  or  Owners ;  in  default  thereof  such  gabbard, 
&c.  is  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized  by  any  Officer  of  the  Customs. 

LIU.  If,  upon  the  arrival  of  any  ship  or  vessel  in  any  Port  or 
Place  in  Ireland,  to  which  she  shall  belong,  the  Master  or  other  Per- 
son having  or  taking  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or  vessel, 
and  on«  or  more  of  the  Owners  thereof,  shall  make  proof  upon 
oath,  or,  in  case  of  a  Quaker,  upon  solemn  affirmation,  to  the 
Satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  if 
at  the  Port  of  Dublin,  or  if  at  any  other  Port  in  Ireland,  to  the  sa- 
tisfaction of  any  Person  or  Persons  appointed  or  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  said  Commissioners,  under  their  Hands  and 
Seals,  of  the  loss  of  the  Certificate  of  Registry  granted  to  such  sb'p 
or  vessel,  under  the  regulations  of  an  Act,  made  in  the  Par- 
liament of  Ireland  in  the  twenty-seventh  year  of  his  present 
Majesty's  Reign,  intituled,  An  Act  for  the  farther  Increase  and  En- 
couragement of  Shipping  and  Navigation,  and  if  such  Master  and  Owner 
shall  likewise  give  the  security  required  by  the  said  recited  Act  in 
case  of  such  loss,  it  shall  and,  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Conmis* 
sioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  for  suchPerson  appointed  by 
them  for  that  purpose  as  aforesaid,  and  they  are  respectively 
required  in  such  Case,  to  authorize  the  proper  Officer  of  the  Port 
to  which  such  ship  or  vessel  belongs,  to  register  the  said  ship  or 
yessel  de  novo,  and  to  grant  a  Certificate  of  Registry  according 
to  the  regulations  and  in  the  manner  and  form  prescribed  by  the 
said  recited  Act,  mentioning  in  such  Certificate  that  such  Registry 
is  made  de  novo,  oil1  account  of  the  loss  of  the  Certificate  of  the 
former  Registry,  and  specifying  the  Date  of  such  former  Registry. 

LIV.  If  any  Persons  shall,  from  and  after  the  commencement  of 
this  Act,  be  found  passing  in  company  together  in  any  part  of  Ireland 
within  the  space  of  twenty  Miles  of  any  of  the  Coasts  thereof, 
knowingly  and  ^willingly  having  in  their  custody  any  Goods,  &c. 
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subject  or  liable  to  any  Duty  on  the  Importation  thereof,  which 
shall  have  been  landed  from  any  ship  or  vessel,  without  due  entry 
and  payment  of  the  Duties  by  Law  charged  thereon,  or  any  Goods 
which  shall  have  been  shipped  or  exported  upon  Debenture  or  Cer- 
tificate, and  which  shall  have  been  illegally  landed,  every  such  Person, 
if  there  shall  not  be  five  in  the  whole,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a. 
misdemeanor  and  suffer  accordingly  ;  or  if  there  shall  be  five  or 
more,  or  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  carry  any  offensive  arms  or 
weapons,  or  wear  any  vizard,  mask,  or  other  disguise,  when  passing 
with  any  such  Goods,  &c.  or  if  any  two  or  more  Persons  shall  be 
found  assembled  together,  armed  with  fire-arms,  or  other  offensive 
arms  or  weapons,  in  order  to  be  aiding  and  assisting,  or  being  aiding 
and  assisting  in  running,  rescuing,  or  illegally  landing,  removing  or 
carrying  away  a.ny  suchGoods,  &c.  or  in  rescuing  any  Person  who  shall 
be  apprehended  for,  or  in  preventing  the  apprehension  of  any  Person 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  said  Offences,  or  of  any  Offence  made 
felony  by  any  Act  in  force  in  Ireland  relating  to  the  Revenues, 
Matters,  and  Things  under  the  management  of  the  Commissioner* 
of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inlapcl 
Excise  and  Taxes,  or  either  of  them,  every  Person  being  legally 
convicted  of  such  Offence,  shall  be  deemed,  taken,  and  adjudged  to 
be  guilty  of  Felony,  and  shall  for  such  offence  be  transported  for 
the  term  of  Seven  Years. 

LV.  And,  for  the  speedy  and  impartial  Trial  of  any  Offence 
against  any  Law  in  force  in  Ireland,  relating  to  the  Revenues,  Mat- 
ters, and  Things  under  the  management  of  the  said  Commissioners 
of  the  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  of  the  said  Commissioners  of 
Inland  Excise  and  Taxes,  or  either  of  them,  which  is  declared  to 
be  a  felony  or  misdemeanour ;  be  it  enacted,  That  every  such 
Offence,  in  case  the  same  shall  be  committed  within  the  limits  of 
any  of  the  Ports  of  Ireland,  or  within  eight  Leagues  of  any  part  of 
the  Coasts  thereof,  shall  and  may  be  enquired  of,  examined,  tried, 
and  determined  before  any  Court  or  Courts  of  Oyer  and  Terminer 
cr  Goal  Delivery  in  any  County  within  Ireland,  in  such  manner  as  if 
the  fact  had  been  actually  committed  within  such  County. 

LVI.  Alljkandy,  Rum,  Geneva,  or  other  Spirits,  and  all  Tobacco 
which  shall  hereafter  be  seized  and  condemned  as  being  illegally 
imported  into  Ireland,  or  attempted  or  intended  so  to  be,  shall  be 
sold  by  Inch  of  Candle  -,  and  that  out  of  the  produce  arising  by  such 
Sale,  the  amount  of  the  Duties  due  on  the  Importation  of  such 
Brandy,  &c.  at  the  time  of  the  Seizure  theifjof,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
use  of  his  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors  ;  and  all  Costs  and 
Charges  of  such  Sale  shall  be  deducted  and  defrayed  out  of  such 
produce,  and  that  the  surplus,  after  the  said  payments,  or  a  suffi- 
cient reservation  for  the  same,  shall  go  to  the  use  of  the  Person  of 
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Persons  who  shall  seize  or  discover,  or  give  information  of  and 
and  prove  the  said  offence,  except  in  the  case  of  Tobacco  wherein 
one-third  part  only  of  the  produce  arising  from  such  sale  thereof, 
after  payment  of  all  duties  costs  and  charges  as  aforesaid  shall  be  paid 
to  the  person  or  persons  who  shall  seize  or  discover  pr  give  inform- 
ation of  and  prove  the  offence  with  ^respect  to  such  Tobacco,  and 
the  other  two- third  parts  shall  be  to  the  use  of  his  majesty,  his 
heirs  and  successors.^ 

LVII,  That  in  case  any  person  shall  knowingly  harbour  keep  or 
conceal,  or  shall  permit  or  suffer  to  be  harboured  kept  or  concealed, 
or  shall  sell  or  expose  to  sde,  or  shall  buy  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandize subject  to  or  chargeable  with  any  duties  upon  importation, 
the  duties  upon  which  shall  not  have  been  duly  paid,  every  such  per- 
son shall  forfeit  treble  the  value  of  such  goods  wares  and  merchan- 
dize, and  all  such  goody,  wares  and  merchandize  shall  be  forfeited 
and  may  be  seized. 

LVI1I.  That  during  any  war  in  which  the  United  Kingdom  may 
be  engaged,  no  pot  ashes  or  pearl  Ashes  shall  be  exported  from 
Inland  to  any  place  except  Great  Britain  and  if  any  such  ashes 
shall  during  any  war  -be  laden  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  bound  to 
any  place  except  Great  Britain,  or  shall  be  exported  to  any  place  except 
Great  Britain,  such  ashes  together  with  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which 
thesame  be  so  laden  or  exported,  shall  be  forfeited  with  all  her  gun$ 
tack,   furniture  and  apparel. 

IJX.  That  before  such  ashes  shall  be  laden  on  board  any 
ship  or  vessel  in  Ireland,  the  person  exporting  the  same  shall 
enter  into  a  bond  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  pounds  conditioned  that  such  ashes  shall  be  landed  in 
Great  Britain  and  no  where  else,  and  upon  certificate  being  returned 
within  three  months  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  such  bond,  under 
the  hand  and  seal  of  the  chief  officer  of  the  port  in  Great  Britain 
xvhere  such  aslies  shall  have  been  landed,  that  the  said  ashe« 
were  there  landed,  or  upon  proof  maJe  within  such  time  to  the 
satisfaction  of  any  one  of  the  said  Commissioners  of  customs  and 
port  duties  that  such  ashes  were  taken  by  enemies  or  perished  in 
the  seas,  the  said  bond  shall  become  void  and  may  be  cancelled. 

LX.  No  duty  whatsoever  shall  be  paid  on  the  exportation  from 
Ireland  oi  any  bread  or  biscuit,  any  thing  in  any  act  or  acts  in  force 
in  Ireland  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

LXI.  Whenever  the  importation  of  wheat  into  Ireland  shall  be 
allowed  duty  free,  or  on  payment  of  the  lowest  duty,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  import  starch  into 
Ireland  free  of  duty. 

LXII.  For  the  preventing  of  frauds  in  the  delivery  of  Coals  im- 
ported into  Ireland,  and  for  ascertaining  the  amount  of  the  d-uty  or 
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ffVery  ton  thereof ;  be  it  enacted  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  collector  and  surveyor  of  the  customs  at  any  port  in  Ireland, 
where  arty  coals  shall  be  imported,  and  for  the  chief  magistrate  at 
srjch  port  or  place,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  such  chief  magistrate 
then'  for  any  neighboring  justice  of  the  peace,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  upon  the  2'rtival  of  any  ship  or  vessel  laden  with  coals  at 
any  such  port  to  ascertain  what  weight  of  the  sort  or  kind  of 
coals  laden  on  board  such  ship  can  be  contained  in  the  measure  by 
which  coals  are  usually  discharged  and  sold, at  such  port,  such  mea- 
sure being  filled  according  to  the  custom  of  such  port,  by  heap  or 
strike;  and  all  coals  landed  at  such  port  shall  be  discharged  uniform- 
ly by  such  measure  accordingly,  and  the  amount  of  duty  chargeable 
on  such  coals  shall  be  calculated  by  the  ton  containing  twenty 
hundred  weight  according  to  the  number  of  such  measures,  and 
the  weight  thereof  respectively:  provided  always  that  the  master 
or  other  persons  having  charge  of  any  vessel  in  which  such  coals 
shall  be  imported,  may  on  his  arrival  at  such  port,  and  before 
discharging  any  part  of  such  coals,  make  a  prime  entry  of  ths 
quantity  of  such  coals,  according  to  the  riiimber  of  tons- contained 
in  the  number  of  chaldrons  specified  in  the  cocket  accompanying 
such  coals,  rating  each  such  chaldron  at  the  weight  of  one  ton 
and  one-eighth  of  a  ton  at  least,  and  the  said  master,  or  other 
person  shall,  before  clearing  out  of  such  port  deliver  to  the  said 
collector  of  the  customs,  whether  he  shall  have  rhade  a  prime  entry 
at  such  port  or  not,  a  true  account  upon  oath  of  the  number  of 
measures  of  coals  discharged  and  landed  out  of  such  ship  or  vessel 
and  shall  then  make  a  post  entry  of  the  quantity  df  such  coals 
entering  the  same  by  the  ton  according  to  such  computation,  and 
paying  duty  agreeable  thereto  ;  and  if  any  master  shall  neglect 
to  make  any  such  entry  or  to  deliver  such  account,  or  to  pay  the 
duty  chargeable  according  thereto,  he  shall  for  every  offence 
forfeit  the  siim  of  one  hundred  pounds,  and  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  any  officer  of  the  customs  to  seiae  and  detain  such 
ship  or  vessel  until  the  said  penalty  shall  be  paid. 

LXIII.  Provided  that  wherever  the  weight,  of  any  measure  of 
any  sort  or  kind  of  coal  coming  from  any  particular  port  in  Great 
Britain,  shall  have  been  ascertained  in  manner  aforesaid  at  any  port 
in  Ireland,  and  the  commissioners  of  customs  and  port  duties  in 
Ireland  shall  declare  such  weight  to  be  the  fair  average  weight  of 
such  measure  of  such  sortorkind  of  coal  coming  from  any  particular 
port  in  Great  Britain,  the  cargoes  of  all  vessels  laden  with  coals 
coming  into  the  said  port  in  Ireland,  or  any  part  of  the  district 
thereof  from  such  particular  port  in  Great  Britain,  for  the  space 
of  six-months  next  after  the  time  when  such  weight  shall  have  been 
so  ascertained,  or  until  such  declaration  shal'  be  revoked,  shall  be 
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discharged,  and  shall  pay  duty  according  to  such  weight  and  mea* 
sure  so  ascertained  and  declared  as  aforesaid  ;  and  that  an  account 
of  the  respective  weights  of  the  several  sorts  or  kinds  of  coals, 
which  such  measures  filled  in  manner  aforesaid  shall  be  capable  Of 
containing,  and  ascertained  in  manner  aforesaid,  shall  from  time 
io  time  be  signed  by  the  respective  surveyor  or  collector,  and  such 
magistrate  as  aforesaid,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  hung  up  and  remairi  in  the  long  room  of  the  custom  house 
of  such  ports  respectively. 

LXIV.  All  foreign  hops  imported  into  Ireland  it  a  time  when  the 
middle  price  of  British  hops  imported  into  Ireland)  ascertained  as 
herein  directed,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  nine  pounds  Irish 
currency  by  the  hundred  weight,  shall,  upon  the  landing  thereof* 
be  lodged  in  the  presence  of  the  proper  officer  of  the  customs  in 
any  of  his  majesty's  warehouses,  at  the  ex  pence  arid  risk  of  such 
importer  or  proprietor,  and  the  same  shall  not  be  delivered  out  of 
such  warehouse  or  warehouses  except  for  exportation,  unless  and 
until  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  commissioners  of 
customs  and  port  duties  that  the  middle  price  of  British  hop» 
imported  into  Ireland  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  nine  pounds  Irish 
currency  by  the  hundred  weight,*  provided  always  that  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time  make  enquiry,  and  whenever 
it  shall  appear  to  them  that  the  middle  price  of  British  Hops  imported 
into  Ireland  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  Nine  pounds  Irish  currency  by 
the  hundred  Weight,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Com- 
missioners, and  they  are  hereby  required  to  give  notice  in  the 
Dublin  Gazette,  that  the  middle  price  of  such  hops  doth  exceed  the 
Sum  of  nine  poiinds  by  the  hundred  weight ;  and  in  such  ease  il 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  space  of  three  months  after  the  date  and 
publication  of  such  notice,  for  the  proprietor  or  importer  of  foreign 
hops  so  warehoused,  to  take  the  same  out  of  such  Watehouse  on 
payment  of  the  duty  imposed  thereon  by  law,  and  of  the  expence 
of  warehousing  5  and  for  any  person  to  import  foreign  hops  with- 
out warehousing  the  same. 

LXV.  That  an  allowance  after  the  rate  of  teri  pounds  per  Centum 
shall  be  made  for  the  weight  of  every  bag  or  pocket  in  which  hopi 
ihall  be  imported  from  Great  Britain  or  elsewhere  for  the  tare  of 
such  bag  or  pocket. 

LXVI.  That  all  sheeps'  skins  tanned  with  bark  which  shall  be  im- 
ported into  Ireland)  shall  be  entered  as  basils,  and  shall  be  charged 
with  duty  accordingly. 

LXVIl.  That  all  Linens  made  in  Germany  or  Silesia,  ana  after- 
wards bleached  in  Holland)  and  imported  from  thence  into  Ireland} 
shall  be  rated  as  Holland  Linens ,  and  pay  the  Duties  payable  by  Law 
on  the  importation  of  Holland  Linens; 
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LXV1II.  And  whereas  frauds  have  been  frequently  committed  by 
entering  several  species  of  Manufactures  made  ot  Cotton  at  a  lover 
rate  of  Duty  than  by  Law  they  should  be  entered,  Be  it  enacted, 
That  all  Manufactures  made  of  Cotton  of  the  like  species  of  M;.nu- 
facture  as  Calico,  Muslin,  or  Muslinet,  whether  the'sam'*  or  any 
part  thereof  be  stained  or  dyed  before  or  after  the  Weaving  thereof, 
by  whatever  particular  Name  the  same  now  .ire  or  hereafter  shall 
be  denominated,  shall  fall  under  the  description  of  and  pay  Duty  as 
Calicoes,  Muslins,  orMuslinets,  printed,  painted,  qf  Stained; 

LXIX.  That  "when  any  Person  shall  make  Use  of  any  Salt  in  the 
process  of  bleaching  Linen,  or  in  the  making  of  Muriatic  Acid  \«  hich 
shall  be  used  in  the  process  of  bleaching  Linen,  such  Person  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive,  and  the  Collector  of  the  Customs  in  the 
District  within  which  such  Salt  shall  have  been  imported  or  made, 
shall  repay  to  such  Person  all  Duties  which  shall  have  been  paid  on 
the  said  Salt,  on  his  making  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Port  Dudes,  that  such  Salt  had  paid  all 
Duties  due  thereon,  and  had  been  made  use  of  in  the  process  of 
bleaching  Linen,  or  in  the  making  of  Muriatic  Acid  for  that  Purpose. 
LSX.  That  where  any  Person  shall  import  into  Ireland  anyCrude 
Brimstone,  Saltpetre,  or  Green  Vitriol,  and  shall  make  use  of  the 
same  in  making  Oil  of  Vitriol,  Aquafortis,  or  Nitrous  Acid;  such 
Person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  the  Collector  of  the  Port  or 
District  within  which  such  Crude  Brimstone,  Saltpetre,  or  Green 
Vitriol,  shall  have  been  imported,  shall  repay  to  such  Person  all 
such  Duties  as  have  been  paid  by  him  on  the  importation  thereof, 
on  his  making  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Port  Duties,  that  such  Crude  Brimstone,  Sakpetr^,  or 
Green  Vitriol  had  been  used  in  making  Oil  of  Vitriol,  Aquafortis, 
or  Nitrous  Acid. 

LX^CC.  That  no  Salt  of  the  Produce  or  Manufacture  of  Ore, 7 1 
firitain  or  Ireland  shall  be  exported  from  Ireland  (except  to  New- 
foundland in  manner  hereafter  mentioned)  in  any  Ship  or  Vessel  oi 
less  Burthen  than  *one  hundred  I  ons  •,  and  that  ail  such  Salt  >h:\\\  be 
exported  in  Bulk  only,  and  not  in  Bags  or  Sacks  ;  and  that  on  the 
exportation  from  Ireland  of  any  such  Suit,  the  Person  exp 
the  same  shall  enter  into  a  Bond  to  his  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Suc- 
cessors, with  sufficient  Sureties,  in  the  Sum  of  Fifteen  Mrdiings  for 
every  Bushel  of  Salt,  reckoning  Fifty-six  Pounds  to  every  Bushfel, 
that  shall  be  shipped  or  put  on  board  such  ship  or  vessel,  wit'-. 
condition  that  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  shall  not  be  landed  in 
Great  Britain  or  the  hle-of-Man,  but  that  the  san:  •  really  and 

truly  be  exported  to  other  parts  beyond  the  sea?  ;  and  that  a  Cer- 
tificate of  such  Salt  having  been  landed  at  or  in  a  foreign.  Port,  shaB 
be  returned  within  the  space  of  nine  Calendar  Month-;   from  the

LXX1I.  That  no  ship,  vessel,  or  boat,  laden  or  partly  laden  with 
Salt  to  be  carried  Coastwise  from  one  part  of  Ireland  to  another  part 
thereof,  shall  be  suffered  to  depart  from  the  Port  or  Place  where 
such  ship,  vessel  or  boat  shall  take  in  her  lading,  until  the  Master, 
Purser,  or  other  Person  having  charge  of  the  said  ship,  vessel,  or 
boat,    shall  take  and  receive  from  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  said  Port 
or  his  Deputy,  aCocket  under  the  Hand  of  such  Officer,  expressing 
the  Quantity  of  such  Salt  which  shall  be  so  shipped  to  be  carried 
coastwise,  and  shall  also  enter  in  a  Bond  to  his  Majesty,  his  Heirs, 
and  Successors,  with  sufficient  Sureties  in  the  Sum  of  Fifteen  Shil- 
lings for  every  such  Bushel  of  Salt,  reckoning  fifty-six  pounds  to  the 
Bushel,  with  condition  that  all  the  said  Salt  shall  be  delivered  and 
discharged  in  the  Port  or  Place  to  which  the  said  ship,  vessel  or  boat 
shall  be  destined,  or  in  some  other  Port  or  Place  in  Ireland,  and  not 
elsewhere,  the  Dangers  of  the  Seas  excepted  ;  and  that  such  Mas- 
ter, Purser,  or  other  Person  having  charge  of  such  ship,  vessel,  or 
boat,  shall  return  a  Certificate  of  the  landing  thereof  within  three 
Calendar  Months  next  ensuing  the  date  of  the  said  Cocket,  under 
the  Hands  and  Seals  of  the  Collector  and  Comptroller  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's Customs,  his   or  their  Deputy  or  Deputies,  in  the  Port  or 
Place  where  such  Salt  shall  be  landed  or  discharged  ;  and  from  and 
after  the  return  of  such  Certificate,  such  Bonds  shall  become  void 
and  shall  be  cancelled :  Provided  always,  that  if  a'ny  Salt  so  shipped 
for  exportation  or  to  be  carried  Coastwise,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
perish  or  be  lost  at  Sea,  or  shall  be  taken  by  enemies  or  pirates  at 
Sea,  or  shall  be  stranded,  and  perish  or  be  lost  thereby,  and  the 
same  shall  be  duly  proved  to  the  satisfaction   of  the  said  Commis- 
sioners of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  the  Bonds  entered  into  ih  respect 
of  such  Salt  shall  thereupon  become  void  and  shall  be  cancelled  : 
Prvided  also,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  ship  in  any  ship  or  vessel  as 
much  Salt  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  provision  of  the  Crew  of  any 
such  ship  or  vessel  for  their   voyage,  without  entering  into  such 
Bond,  upon  taking  a  Cocket  in  manner  aforesaid  of  the  quantity  of 
such  Salt,  and  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  put  on  board  :  and  also 
that  i;  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  ship  as  much  Salt  as  may  be  neces- 
sary  for  curing  of  Fish,   or  exporting  to  Newfoundland  in  manner 
he  c  nafter  mentioned. 

JLXXJII.  That  all  Salt  brought  on  the  Coast  of  Ireland,  or  within 
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three  Leagues  thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  Duty  that  such 
Salt  would  be  subject  to  if  the  same  was  actually  landed  in  Ireland ; 
and  in  case  any  ship,  vessel  or  boat,  -with  salt  on  board,  shall  be  on 
any  part  of  the  Coast  of  Ireland,  or  within  three  Leagues  thereof, 
for  the  space  of  lorty-eight  Hours,  and  the  Person  having  the 
command  of  such  ship,  vessel  or  boat,  shall  not  invoice  the  said 
Salt  and  pay  the  Duty  for  the  same,  or  shall  not  within  the  said 
space  of  forty-eight  Hours  duly  enter  the  same  for  the  Purpose  of 
being  warehoused,  according  to  theProvisions  hereinafter  contained, 
then,  and  in  every  such  Case,  all  such  Salt  shall  be  forfeited  ;  and  it 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  Officer  of  the  Customs  to 
seize  all  such  Salt  as  shall  be  found  on  board  such  ship,  vessel, 
or  boat,  and  to  detain  such  ship,  vessel,  or  boat  in  which  such  Salt 
shall  be  so  found,  until  the  said  Salt  shall  be  unladen. 

LXXIV.  And,  in  order   to  encourage  the  Fisheries   of  Ireland, 
there  shall  be  paid  and  allowed  to  every  Person  who  shall  proceed 
to  fish  on  the  Coasts  of  Ireland,  and  shall  cure  Fish  caught   on  the 
said  Coasts,  such  sum  as  shall  be  equal  to  the  Duty  on  the  quantity 
ot  Salt  used  in  the  curing  such  Fish  ;  and   the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Port  Duties   shall  with  all   convenient  speed  form  a 
Schedule  or  Table  of  the  several  Sums  which  shall  appear  to  them 
proper  to  be  allowed   in  respect  of  the  quantities   of  the  several 
species  of  Fish  which  shall  be  mentioned  in  such  Schedule  or  Table, 
as  a  Compensation  for  the  Duties  on  the  Quantities  of  Salt  used  in 
curing  the  same  respectively ;  and  that  so  soon  as  such  Schedule  or 
Table  shall  be  formed,  and  signedby  four  or  more  of  the  said  Com- 
missioners, and  shall  be  approved   of  by  the    Commissioners  for 
executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Treasurer  in  Ireland,  the  several 
and  respective  sums  which  shall  be  set  forth  and  mentioned  in  such 
Schedule  or  Table,  shall  be  respectively  paid  to  the  respective  Per- 
sons who  shall  have  caught,  cured,  and  landed  any  such  Fish  re- 
spectively in  Ireland,  which  payment  shall    be  made    by  the  Col- 
lector of  the  Port  in  which  such  Fish  shall  be  landed  .  Provided 
always,  that  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Port  Duties  shall  be  made    of  the    quantity   of  Fish 
caught,  cured,  and  landed,  and  that  the  same  was  caught   on  the 
Coasts  of  Ireland,  and  cured  with  Salt  made  in  or  imported  into 
Ireland:  Provided  also,  that  no  such  sum  shall  be  paid  or  allowed 
unless  due  entry  be  made  of  all  such  Salt  laden  on  board  any  ship, 
vessel,  or  boat  in  &i\y  Port  ot' Ireland,  for  the  purpose  of  curing  Fish 
therewith,  nor  unless  Bond  be  given  to  his  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and 
Successors,  (which  Bond  the  Collector  and  Comptroller  of  the  Port 
is  hereby  empowered  to  take)  by  the  Master  of  the  ship,  vessel,  or 
boat  on  board  which  such  Salt  shall  be  so  laden,  with  two  sufficient 
Sureties  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  Shillings  for  every  Bushel  of  such 
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Salt,  conditioned  that  such  Salt  shall  be  used  in  curing  Fish,  and 
that  due  proof  shall  be  made  thereof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  that  the  same  shall 
be  relanded  at  some  Port  in  Ireland,  and  that  a  Certificate  of  the. 
landing  thereof  at  such  Port  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  such 
Bond,  and  within  one  month  after  the  relanding  of  the  same,  shall 
be  produced  to  the  Collector  of  the  Port  where  such  Salt  was  so 
laden. 

LXXV.  Foreign  Salt,  or  any  Salt  of  the  produce  or  manufacture 
of  Great  Britain,  which  shall  be  duly  and  fairly  imported  into  Ire- 
land, in  any  quantity  not  less  than  fifty  Bushels,  upon  due  entr^ 
thereof,  may  forthwith,  and  before  payment  of  all  or  any  part  of 
the  Duty  payable  on  the  Importation  thereof,  be  landed  at  such 
Ports  or  Places  in  Ireland  as  the  said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Port  Duties  may  from  time  to  time  direct  and  allow,  in  the  presence 
of  the  proper  Officer  of  the  Customs  at  such  Port,  from  on  board 
the  Ship  or  vessel  in  which  the  same  shall  be  imported,  any  thing 
herein  beforecontained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  ;  and  that  such 
Salt  so  landed  for  the  purpose  of  warehousing,  shall  be  weighed,  and 
carried  and  put  into  his  Majesty's  Warehouse,  or  into  such  other 
Import  Warehouse,  Storehouse,  or  Cellar,  as  shall  be  for  that  pur- 
pose proided,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  said  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Port  duties,  or  by  the  Collector  or  Surveyor  of 
the  Port  at  the  expence  and  risk  of  the  respective  proprietors  or 
importers  of  such  Salt,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  duties  shall  from  time 
to  time  direct  and  appoint;  and  that  the  proprietor  or  proprietors, 
or  importer  or  importers  of  such  Salt,  shall  give  good  and  suffi- 
cient Bond  or  Security,  to  be  also  approved  of  by  the  said  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Port  duties,  or  by  the  Collector  or 
Comptroller  of  the  Port,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  duty  pay- 
able by  law  on  the  importation  of  any  such  Salt,  conditioned  for 
the  payment  of  all  such  duty  as  shall  be  payable  on  all  such  Salt 
at  the  time  of  taking  the  same  out  of  warehouse,  before  such  Salt 
shall  be  taken .  out  of  warehouse,  in  case  the  same  shall  be  so 
taken  out  within  twelve  calendar  months;  or  in  case  that  such  Salt 
shall  not  be  so  taken  out  of  warehouse  within  such  twelve  calendar 
months,  then  for  the  payment  of  such  duty  at  the  expiration  of  such 
twelve  calendar  months,  which  duties  shall  be  charged  according 
10  the  quantity  of  such  Salt,  as  the  same  shall  be  ascertained  by 
the  proper  Officer  at  the  time  when  such  Salt  shall  be  landed 
and  warehoused  as  aforesaid. 

LXXVl.  That  no  such  Salt  shall  be  put  into  or  delivered  out 
of  any  such  warehouse,  storehouse,  or  cellar,  in  any  less  quantity 
at  one  time  than  fifty  bushels,  and  when  and  so  often  as  the  Im- 
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Importer  or  Importers,  Proprietor  or  Proprietors  of  such  Salt  shall 
be  desirous  or  have  occasion  to  put  any  such  Salt  into,  or  to  take  or 
deliver  the  same  out  of  any  such  warehouse,  storehouse,  or  cellar, 
lie,  she,  or  they  shallgive  twenty-four  hours  previous  notice  thereof, 
in  writing  to  the  Storekeeper  or  other  proper  Officer,  specifying  in 
such  notice  the  day  and  hour,  of  the  day,  when  he,  she,  or  they 
intends  or  intend  to  lodge  or  put  any  such  Salt  into,  or  to  take  or 
deliver  the  same  out  of  any  such  warehouse,  storehouse,  or  cellar, 
and  the  quantity  of  Salt  intended  to  be  put  into,  or  delivered  out  to 
the  same ;  and  such  storekeeper  or  other  Officer  is  hereby  authorised 
-  and  required  to  attend  in  pursuance  of  every  such  notice,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  or  delivering  and  taking  an  account  of  the 
quantity  of  such  Salt  accordingly:  provided  always,  that  no  Salt 
shall  be  received  into  or  delivered  out  of  any  such  warehouse,  ex- 
cept between  the  hours  of  ten  in  the  forenoon  and  four  in  the 
afternoon. 

LXXVII.  That  If  any  person  so  warehousing  such  Salt,  shall 
desire  to  take  the  same  out  of  warehouse  for  home  consumption, 
before  the  expiration  of  twelve  calendar  months  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  so  warehoused,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such 

?erson  so  to  do,  on  paying  to  the  Collector  of  the  Customs  at  the 
'ort  the  full  amount  of  the  duty  then  payable  on  the  importation 
of  any  such  Salt,  according  to  the  quantity  of  such  Salt  so  ware- 
housed, as  the  same  shall  have  been  ascertained  al  the  time  of  its 
being  warehoused,  and  upon  the  production  of  the  Collector's 
receipt  for  such  duty  to  the  Storekeeper,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
him  to  discharge  the  said  Salt,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
owner  thereof,  or  to  his  order,  under  such  restrictions  and  regula- 
tions as  the  said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  port  duties  may 
from  time  to  time  order,  direct,  and  appoint, 

LXXV11I.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  or  for  any 
person  or  persons  within  twelve  calendar  months  alter  the  impor- 
tation and  landing  of  such  Salt,  to  take  free  of  duty  for  the  purpose 
of  immediately  exporting  the  same  in  any  ship  or  vessel  of  not  less 
burthen  than  forty  tons  to  Newfoundland  for  curing  Fish  to  be  there 
caught,  any  quantity  of  such  Salt  not  less  than  fifty  bushels  at 
any  one  time,  from  and  out  of  any  such  storehouse,  warehouse,  or 
cellar,  at  the  ports  of  TVaUrford,  Roys,  Cork,  Limtrick,  and  Ybughall, 
upon  the  person  or  persons  so  taking  out  such  Salt,  first  giving 
such  and  the  like  Bond  and  security  as  herein  before  is  required  and 
directed  respecting  Salt  exported,  and  the  giving  such  Bond  or 
security,  together  with  the  exportation  of  such  Salt  for  Newfound- 
land, shall  vacate  the  former  Bond  or  security  entered  into  on 
the  warehousing  of  such  Salt,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the 
quantity  of  such  Salt,  so  taken  out  of  such  warehouse,  storehouse, 
or  cellar,  and  exported  for  Newfoundland    as  aforesaid.    Provided 
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always,  that  each  former  Bond  shall  be  and  remain  in  force  and 
effect  as'to  all  the  Salt  specified  therein,,  or  to  which  the  same  shall 
relate,  except  the  particular  quantity  or  quantities  thereof  so  taken 
out  and  exported  for  Newfoundland  as  aforesaid :  provided  also, 
shat  such  Bond  so  given  on  the  exportation  of  such  Salt  shall  be 
vacated,  upon  the  like  certificate  as  is  herein  before' required  with 
respect  to  all  other  Salt  exported- 

LXXIX.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  importing  Salt  in  any  vessel  arriving  in  the  harbours  of 
n'atirferd-  lioss-,  Cork,  Limerick  or  Thug  hall,  after  invoice  and 
entry  of  the  same,  and  within  twenty-one  Days  alter  the  arrival 
ofsuehSalt  at  such  Port,  auu  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners 
of  the  customs  and  port  duties,  and  under  such  regulations  and 
restrictions  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall  direct  and  appoint,  to 
transship  such  Salt,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Officer  or  Officers  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  without  landing 
or  warehousing  the  same,  and  without  payment  of  any  duty  on  the 
importation  thereof,  and  to  lade  the  same  in  the  presence  of  any  such 
Officer  or  Officers  on  board  any  ship  or  vessel  clearing  out 
from  the  said  ports  for  the  Newfoundland  Fishery  :  provided  always 
that  the  persons  so  transhipping  such  Salt,  shall,  before  commencing. 
She  transhipment  thereof,  give  Bond  for  the  due  exportation  thereof 
to  Newfoundland,  under  the  like  regulations  as  herein  before  is* 
directed  with  respect  to  Salt  which  shall  have  been  warehoused  and 
taken  out  of  warehouse  for  exportation  to  Newfoundland. 

LXXX.  That  in  case  any  entry  shall  be  made  of  any  raw  Silk 
tinder  the  name  or  description  of  raw  bilk  of  the  growth  or  produce 
of  his  Majesty's  Colonies  or  Plantations,  or  Raw  Silk  of  the  growth 
or  produce  of  the  United  States  of  America,  such  Silk  so  entered 
iftot  being  of  such  growth  or  produce,  or  being  mixed  with  any  Raw 
Silk  not  of  such  growth  or  produce,  all  such  Silk  so  entered,  and 
She  packages  containing  the  same,  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  Person 
making  entry  thereof  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  :  provided 
always,  that  if  any  doubt  shall  arise  whether  such  Raw  Silk,  or 
any  part  thereof,  be  of  such  growth  or  produce,  the  proof  shall  lie 
on  the  owner  or  claimer  thereof,  and  not  on  the  informer  pr 
prosecutor'. 

LXXXE.  That  if  any  Rum  or  Spirits  of  the  growth,  produce, 
or  Manufacture  of  the  British  Colonies  or  Plantations  in  America 
shall  be  imported  or  brought  'into  Ireland  either  from  the  said  Co- 
lonies or  Plantations,  or  from  Great  Britain,  in  any  ship  or  vessel 
under  the  burthen  of  seventy  tons,  or  if  any  foreign  Brandy, 
strong  "Waters,  or  other  Spirits  shall  be  imported  or  brought  from 
any  port  or  place  whatsoever  in  foreign  parts  into  Ireland,  in  any 
ship  or  vessel  under  the  burthen  of  one  hundred  tons,  except  only 
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a.  quantity  for  the  use  of  the  Seamen  then  belonging 

such  ship3    and   vessels  respectively,  and  not  exceed 

for  each   of  such  Seamen,  every   such  ship  or  vessd 

guns,  tackle,   Furnituie,  Ammunition,  and  appara.,  ^.1.1  «.iou  an 

such  Rum,    Brand/.,  strong  Waters,  or  other  Spirits,  shall  in  each 

and  every  such  c-.se  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized. 

LXXXlI.  That  if  any  Spirits  except  the  Spirits  called  Shrub, 
shall  be  imported  into  Ireland  with  which  sugar,  sugar  candy, 
syrup,  or  other  saccharine  or  glutinous  substance  shall  be  mixed, 
such  spirits  so  mixed,  together  with  the  casks  or  vessels  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  contained,  shall  be  forfeited  and  may  be  seized. 

LXXXIII.  That  no  allowance  or  abatement  shall  be  made 
of  any  Brandy,  Rum,  Geneva,  or  other  foreign  Spirits  imported 
into  Irelanl,  on  account  of  any  increase  or  supposed  increase  oi 
strength  or  quantity  by  reason  of  the  heat  of  the  weather,  or  on  ac- 
tount  of  the  space  occupied  by  the  measuring  rule,  or  of  what  is 
commonly^called  the  wet-dip. 

LXXXIV.  That  no  drawback  shall  be  allowed  upon   the   ex- 
portation  of   any  Brandy  or  other    foreign  Spirits  which    shall  be 
exported  from  Inland,  in  casks  or  vessels  containing   less  than  one 
hundred  gallons  each,  or  which  shall  be  shipped  onboard  any  ship 
or  vesseljof  less  burthen  than  one  hundred  tons  ;  and  that  no  draw- 
back shall   be  allowed  upon  the  exportation  of  any  Spirits  distilled 
in    Ireland,   which  shall  be  exported  in  casks  or  vessels  containing 
less  than  one  hundred  gallons  each,  or  which  shall  be  shipped  oa 
board    any  ship  or  vessel  of  less  burthen  than  seventy  tons;    nor 
upon    the    exportation   of  any    Spi: it    whatever,  which  shall  be 
shipped  to  be  consumed  on  chipboard,  or  ior  any  other  purpose 
than  as    merchandize. 

LXXXV.  That  Spirits  distilled  in  Ireland,  and  not  warehoused 
for  exportation,  shall  not  be  exported  from  any  Port  in  Ire/and, 
except  from  a  Port  at  which  such  Spirits  might  by  Law  be  ware- 
housed for  exportation,  and  that  before  such  Spirits  shall  be 
shipped  for  exportation  to  any  place  except  Great  Britain,  twenty- 
four  hours  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  person  intending 
to  export  the  same,  to  the  Surveyor  of  the  Customs  at  the  Port 
from  which  such  Spirits  are  intended  to  be  exported;  and  the 
proper  Officers  of  the  customs  shall  attend  the  shipping  of  such 
Spirits,  and  shall  take  an  account  of  the  quantity  and  quality 
thereof;  and  before  any  Permit  shall  be  granted  by  the  proper 
Officer  of  the  customs  for  the  shipping  any  Spirits  for  exportation 
as  aforesaid,  the  person  applying  for  such  shipping  Permit,  if  he 
or  she  be  the  distiller  of  such  Spirits,  shall  make  and  sign  an  affi- 
davit before  such  Officer,  that  the  full  duty  payable  by  law  has 
been  paid  for  all  the  Spirits  so  intended  to  be  shipped;  and  every 
Distiller   making  such  oath,  shall   produce   the    Gauger's    Permit 
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for  removing  the  said  Spirits  from  the  distillery    of  such  Distiller, 
wh;ch   Permit  such  Officer   of  the  customs   shall    keep  ;    and    if 
such  Spirits  shall  be  exported  by  any  other  person  than  the  Distiller 
thereof,  then  and  in  such  case  such  person  shall  produce    to   such 
Officer  of    the    customs  the   Permit    of  the  proper  Officer  for  the 
removal  of  such  Spirits  to  the  port  or  place  at  which  the  same  shall 
be  intended  to  be  shipped,  together   with  the  Certificate  upon  the 
credit  of  which  such  Permit   was  granted ;    and  such  person  shall 
also  make  and  sign  an  affidavit  of  the  following    import;    to  wit. 
That  the  Spirits  so  intended  to  be  shipped  were  received  by  him  or 
her  by  virtue  of  some  legal  Permit  or  Permits,  on  which  the  Cer- 
tificate  so  produced  was  granted  to  such  person,  and  that  the  full 
duty  payable  by  law  has  been   paid  for    all  the  Spirits  so  intended 
to   be  shipped,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief;  and  such 
Officer  of  the  customs  shall,     in  either  of  the  said   cases,  grant  a 
Permit  annexed  to  or  at  the  foot  of  every  such  affidavit,  tor  shipping 
the  quantity  of  such  Spirits  required ;  and   before    any  drawback 
shall    be  paid  for  any  such  Spirits  so  shipped  for  exportation,  the 
quantity  and  quality,  or  degree  of  strength  thereof,  and  the  contents 
of  each  cask,  shall  be  certified  upon  the   Debenture  paper  by  the 
Surveyor   and  other  Officer   who  shipped    and  gauged  the  same; 
and  the  person  exporting  the  same   shall  make  and  sign  an  affidavit 
before  the  Collector,  Comptroller,  or  chief  Officer  of  the  port  from 
whence   the  same  shall  be  exported,  of  the    quantity  of  Spirits  so 
shipped,  and  the  ship  and  master's  name,  and  to  what  place  bound; 
and  that  all  such  Spirits  so  shipped  for  exportation  shall  be  subject 
v.nd  liable  to  all  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as  are  in  this  Act 
contained,  for  or  in  respect  of  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandize, 
shipped  for  exportation  r.b  foreign  parts. 

LXXXVI.  That  all  Shrub  or  other  mixed  Spirits  imported 
into  Ireland,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  single  Spirits,  or 
spirits  perfectly  made,  and  shall  pay  the  highest  duty  which  single 
spirits  of  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the  place  from 
which  such  Shrub  shall  be  imported  are  liable  to,  unless  the  same 
shall  appear  by  the  Hydrometer  to  be  of  a  strength  greater  than 
single   spirits. 

LXXXVIL  That  upon  the  arrival  of  any  ship  or  vessel  from 
any  of  the  British  Colonies  or  Plantations  in  America  or  the 
West  Indies^  with  sugars  on  hoard,  at  the  port  of  her  discharge 
in  Ireland,  the  Master  or  other  person  having  the  Charge  of  the 
ship  or  vessel  shall,  at  the  time  he  makes  his  report  of  the  cargo, 
deliver  to  the  Collector,  Comptroller,  or  other  chief  Officer  of 
customs,  such  certificate  as  is  required  to  be  given  by  the  Master 
of  such  ship  lading  in  and  to  sail  from  any  of  the  said  colonies  to 
G*eat  Britain,  and  make  oath  that  the  goods  so  imported  are  the 
same  that  are  mentioned  in  the  said  certificate,  or  in  default  thereof

shall  forfeit  one  hundred  Pounds;  and  all  sugars  imported  without 
swell  certificate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  foreign  sugars,  and  not  of 
the  growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of  the  British  colonies,  and 
shall   pay  duty   accordingly. 

LXXXVTII.  That  all  clayed  sugar  shall  be  deemed  Musco- 
vado sugar  within  the  meaning  of  this  or  any  other  Act  or  Acts 
in  force  in  Ireland i  and  if  any  sugar  shall  be  imported  into  Ireland 
as  being  of  the  growth,  Product,  or  manufacture  of  any  of  the 
British  colonies  or  Plantations  in  America  or  the  JVest  Indies,  with- 
out being  included  in  such  certificate,  and  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  duties,  that 
such  Sugars  are  really  the  product,  growth,  or  manufacture  of 
any  sucli  Colonies  or  Plantations,  and  that  no  fraud  was  intended, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Commisssonersto  permit  such  Sugars 
to  be  entered,  upon  payment  of  the  like  duties  as  the  same  would 
be  liable  to  if  they  were  attended  with  and  included  in  such 
certificate. 

LXXXIX.  That  no  Drawback  or  Bounty  shall  be  allowed 
Upon  any  Sugar  Which  shall  be  refined  in  Ireland,  and  be  ex- 
ported from  thence,  unless  the  same  shall  be  exported  in  the  loaf 
complete  and  whole,  being  net;  that  is  to  say,  of  one  uniform 
whiteness  throughout,,  and  shall  have  gone  through  the  operation 
of  two  or  more  clays  since  it  was  last  in  the  pan,  and  shall  have 
been  properly  and  thoroughly  dried  in  the  stove,  according  to 
the  present  practice  of  refining,  or  upon  such  refined  sugar  called 
Bustards,  or  ground,  powdered,  or  refined  Sugar,  or  refined  loaf 
Sugar  broken  in  pieces,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  twice 
clayed  and  properly  dried  in  a  stove,  or  upon  any  Candy, 
unless  properly  refined  and  manufactured,  and  freed  from  dirt 
©r  scum 

XC.  That  if  any  refined  Sugars,  commonly  called  Lumps, 
being  in  loaves,  shall  have  gone  through  the  operation  of  three 
clays  at  least  since  they  were  last  in  the  pan,  and  shall  be  net, 
and  shall  have  been  thoroughly  dried  in  the  stove  in  the  manner 
herein  before  directed,  though  such  loaves  be  exported  without 
the  small  ends  or  tips,  they  shall  be  deemed  complete  and  whole 
within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  the  exporter 
or  exporters  of  the  same  shall  receive  the  drawback  or  bounty 
accordingly. 

XCI.  That  if  any  Officer  of  the  Customs  shall  upon  view  or  examina- 
tion, either  before  or  after  the  shipping,  find  that  an  y  Sugar  or  Candy 
which  shall  be  entered  for  exportation  in  order  to  obtain  the  boun- 
ties or  drawbacks  thereon,  shall  be  less  in  quantity  than  expressed  in 
the  Exporter's  entry,  or  entered  under  a  wrong  denomination,  or  if 
such  Sugars  shall  not  be  respectively  refined  in  the  manner  before 
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directed,  or  if  such  Candy  be  not  properly  reined  and  manufactured, 
and  freed  from  dirt  or  scum,  all  such  Sugars  or  Candy  shall  be  for- 
feited, and  shall  and  may  be  seized  by  such  Officer. 
-  XCII.  That  before  any  drawback  or  bounty  shall  be  paid  forany 
of  the  Sugars  or  Candy  herein  before-mentioned,  being  of  the  ma- 
nufacture of  Ireland,  or  any  Debentures  made  out  for  the  same,  the 
Refiner  or  Refiners  not  being  the  Exporter  or  Exporters  of  such 
Sugars  or  Candy,  shall  make  an  oath  before  the  Collector  or  Comp- 
troller of  the  Port  from  whence  such  Sugars  or  Candy  shall  be  ex, 
ported,  or  where  such  Sugars  or  Catidy  were  refined,  that  he,  she, 
or  they  sold  such  Sugars  or  Candy,  expressing  the  quantity  and  time 
when  sold,  to  the  Person  or  Persons  intending  to  export  the  same, 
and  that  such  Sugars  have  respectively  gone  through  the  operations 
herein-before  expressed,  and  have  been  properly  and  thoroughly 
dried  in  the  Stove,  or  that  such  Canuy  has  been  properly  refined  and 
manufactured,  according  to  the  true' intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act ; 
and  that  he,  she,  or  they  verily  believes  or  believe  such  Sugars  or 
Candy  were  produced  from  Brown  or  Muscovado  Sugars,  of  the 
growth  or  product  of  his  Majesty's  Plantations  in  America  or  the 
West  Indies,  and  imported  from  thence  or  from  Great  Britain,  and 
that  the  several  Duties  payable  thereon  were  duly  paid;  and  the 
Exporter  or  Exporters  of  such  Sugars  or  Candy  shall  then  make  oath 
before  such  Collector  or  Comptroller  that  such  Sugars  or  Candy,  for 
which  such  bounty  or  drawback  is  then  claimed,  are  the  identical 
Sugars  or  Candy,  or  Part  thereof,  which  were  sold  to  him  or 
them  as  aforesaid  by  such  Refiner  or  Refiners  •,  and  before  the 
money  due  upon  such  Debenture  or  Debentures  shall  be  paid,  such 
Exporter  or  Exporters  shall  make  oath, in  the  manner  herein  directed, 
that  such  Sugars  or  Candy  have  been  duly  exported,  and  the  proper 
•Officer  of  the  Customs  at  the  Port  respectively  from  which  such 
Sugars  or  Candy  shall  be  exported,  shall  certify  that  the  same  have 
been  fairly  shipped,  and  all  other  requisites  duly  performed  ;  and 
whenever  the  Refiner  shall  he  the  Exporter  thereof,  he  must  make 
oath  or  affirmation  in  manner  aforesaid,  3S  well  of  the  due  exporta- 
tion of  the  same,  as  of  the  several  particulars  herein  before  directed 
to  be  sworn  by  such  Exporter  or  Exporters,  excepting  what  relates 
to  the  Sale  of  the  Sugars  or  Candy. 

XCIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  an  Act  made 
in  the  Forty-third  Year  of  his  present  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled, 
An  Act  to  amend  so  much  of  an  Act  made  in  this  Session  of  Parliament 
for  grant: ng  Additional  Ditties  of  'Excise ;  as  relates  to  the  Exportation  of 
Tea  to  Ireland  ;  for  regulating  the  granting  of  Permits  for  the  removal 
tf  Ccffee,  Tea,  and  Cocoa  Nuts  sut  of  Warehouse;  and  for  more  effectually 
'  securing  the  Duties  en  Coffee,  as  enact3,  That  the  certificate  of  the 
due  landing  in  Ireland  of  any  quantity  of  Tea  exported  iiomEngland 
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shall  be  produced  to  and  left  with  the  proper  Collector  of  the  Cus- 
toms and  Officer  of  Excise  respectively,  within  two  months  after  the 
date  of  the  Bond  or  Security,  given  or  entered  into  in  respect  of 
the  Exportation  of  such  Tea,  a;.d  that  it  shall  be  a  condition  of 
such  Bond  that  such  Certificate  shall  be  actually  produced  to  and 
left  with  such  Collector  of  the  Customs  and  Officer  of  Excise  re- 
spectively within  such  two  months  after  the  date  aforesaid,  shall  be 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

IV.  That  if  any  Person  in  Ireland  shall  dye,  fabricate,  or  ma- 
nufacture any  Sloe  Leaves,  Liquorice  Leaves,  or  the  Leaves  of  Tea 
that  have  been  used,  or  the  Leaves  of  any  other  Tree,  Shrub,  or 
Plant  in  imitation  of  Tea,  or  shall  mix,  colour,  stain,  or  dye  such 
Leaves  cr  Tea  with  Terra  Japonica,  Sugar,  Melasses,  Clay,  Logwood, 
or  with  any  other  ingredients  or  materials  whatsoever,  or  shall  sell, 
vend,  utter,  or  offer  or  expose  to  sale,  or  shall  have  in  his,  her,  or 
their  custody  or  possession  any  such  dyed,  fabricated  or  manufactured 
Leaves  in  imitation  of  Tea,  or  any  such  coloured,  stained,  or 
dyed  Leaves,  or  Tea  mixed  with  any  of  the  ingredients  before  men- 
tioned, or  with  any  other  ingredient  whatsoever,  such  Person  or  Per- 
sons shall  respectively  for  every  Pound  of  such  Leaves  so  dyed,  fabri- 
cated, or  manufactured  in  imitation  of  Tea,  and  for  every  pound  of 
such  mixed,  coloured,  stained,  or  dyed  Leaves  and  Tea,  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds,  and  all  such  Leaves  and  Tea  shall  be 
forfeited  and  may  be  seized. 

XCV.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  import  any  Tobacco  at  any 
Port  or  Place  in  Irela?id}  save  and  except  the  Ports  of  Dublin, 
Drogheda,  Dundalk,  Neivry,  Belfast,  Gal  way,  Limerick,  Londonderry, 
Cork,  Youghall,  Waterford,  Wexford,  Kinsale,  and  Strangford  •,  and 
if  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  found  within  the  limits  of  any  other 
Port,  Harbour,  Haven,  or  Creek  within  Ireland,  having  Tobacco  ott 
board  in  any  Packages  whatsoever,  or  shall  be  discovered  so  to  have 
been,  save  only  and  except  in  case  of  unavoidable  necessity  and 
distress  (of  which  necess:ty  and  distress  the  Master,  Purser,  ©r  other 
Person  having  or  taking  the  charge  or  command  of  such  ship  or 
vessel,  shall  immediately,  after  the  arrival  of  such  shipor  vessel  in  such 
Port,  Sec.  give  notice  in  writing,  and  make  proof  before  the  Collec- 
tor or  other  Chief  Officer  of  the  Customs  resident  at  such  Port  or 
Place  where  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  arrive)  such  ship  or  vessel,  with 
all  her  guns,  tackle,  &c.  and  also  the  Tobacco  on  board,  shall  be 
forfeited. 

XCVI.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  import  any  Brandy,  Rum, 
or  other  Spirits,  or  any  Teas,  Wines,  or  Coffee,   without  Licence 
from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or  some 
Officer  appointed  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  granting  such  Licence 
at  or  into  any  Place  or -Port  in  Ireland,  save  only  such  Places   or, 
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Ports  where  Tobacco  may  by  Law  be  imported,  and  the  Ports  of 
the  Shire  Towns  of  Counties,  and  the  Ports  oi  New  Ross,  CoL, 
Westport,  and  Lame  ;  and  if  any  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  found  within 
the  limits  of  any  other  Port,  Haven,  or  Creek  within  Ireland,  having 
Brandy,  Rum,  or  other  Spirits,  or  any  Teas,  Wines,  or  Coffee  on 
boaH.  in  any  Packages  whaL-oever,  without  a  Coast  Cocket  for 
such  Goods,  or  without  a  Licence  as  aforesaid  having  been  previ- 
ously obtained,  or  shall  be  discovered  so  to  have  been,  save  only 
.and  except  in  case  of  unavoidable  necessity  and  distress  (of  which 
necessity  and  distress  the  Master,  Purser,  or  Person  having  or  taking 
the  charge  or  command  of, such  ship  or  vessel  shall  immediately 
after  the  arrival  of  such  ship  or  vessel  in  such  Port,  Uayen  or  Creek, 
give  notice  in  writing,  and  make  proof  before  the  Collector  or  other 
Chief  Officer  of  Customs  at  the  Port  where  such  ship  or  vessel  shall 
arrive)  such  ship  or  vessel  with  all  her  guns,  tackle,  Sec-  and  also  all 
Brandy,  Rum,  or  other  Spirits,  Teas,  Wines,  or  Coffee  on  board, 
shall  be  forfeited  :  Provided  nevertheless,  that  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  to  have  so  much  Tea,  Brandy,  Rum,  or  other  Spirits  for  the 
use  of  the  Seamen  then  belonging  to  and  on  board  such  ship  or 
vessel,  as  shall  not  exceed  in  quantity  two  gallons  of  Spirits,  and 
one  pound  of  Tea  for  every  Seaman. 

XCVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  im- 
port directly  from  the  Territories  or  Dominions  belonging  to   the 
Emperor  of  Russia,   and  the   Ottoman  or  Turkish  Empire,  or  through 
Great  Britain  respectively,  in  British  or  Irish  built  ships,   owned,  na- 
vigated, and  registered  according  to  law,  into  any  of  the  Ports  in 
Ireland,  into  which  Tobacco  may  by  law  be  imported,  and  to  enter, 
land,  and  lodge  or  secure  in  any  warehouse  or  warehouses  provided 
according  to  law  for  the  reception  of  Tobacco  in  Ireland,  any  To- 
bacco being  the  growth  or  product  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  trrritories 
or  dominions,  and  that  such  Tobacco  may  be  exported  from  Ireland, 
in  like  manner,  or  entered  for  home  trade  or  consumption  in  Ireland 
on  payment  of  the  like  Duties  as  Tobacco  of  the  growth  or  product 
of  the  United  States  of  America  may  be  exported  from  L  eland,   or  en- 
tered for  home  trade  or  consumption  in  Ireland  respectively  at  the 
time  ;    and  the  Exporter  of  such  Tobacco  being  or  the  growth  or 
product  of  any  of  the   aforesaid    territories    or  Dominions,    shall, 
upon  the  said  Tobacco  being  manufactured  in  Ireland,  and  exported 
according  to  law,  be  entitled  to  and  allowed  such  and  the  like  Draw- 
backs as  are  severally  and  respectively  allowed  upon  the  same  sorts 
and   descriptions  of  Tobacco  manufactured   from  Tobacco   of  the 
growth  or  product  of  the  United  States  of  America,    legally  exported 
from  Ireland. 

XCVI1I.  That  an  allowance  at  the  Scale  shall  be  made  of  eight 
pounds  for  draft  of  every  Package  "that  shall  contain  four  hundred 
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and  fifty  pounds  weight  of  Tobacco  or  more,  and  two  pounds  for 
every  such  Package  for  Nailage,  which  allowance  on  Tobacco  shall 
nor  be  deducted  on  exportation. 

XCIX  Lhat  no  wine  of  the  growth  or  produce  of  Portugal  shall 
he  imported  into  Ireland)  or  into  any  Port,  Harbour,  Haven  or 
Creek  thereof,  in  any  bottle,  jar,  cask,  or  other  vessel  which  shall 
not  contain  :dxty  three  gallons  at  least,  upon  pain  that  all  such 
Wine,  and  the  bottle,  &c.  in  which  such  Wine  shall  be  contained 
shall  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized. 

C.  That  in  case  any  Merchant  or  other  person  shall  find  his  Wine, 
or  any  part  thereof,  in  his  judgment  so  damaged,  corrupt,  or  un- 
merchantable, as  not  to  be  worth  the  Duties,  in  such  case  such 
Merchant  shall  have  liberty,  immediately  after  the  landing  the  said 
Wines  in  Ireland)  to  stave  and  spill  the  same  in  the  presence  of  such 
Officer  or  Officers  as  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  said 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  xpr  by  the  Collector  or 
other  Chief  Officer  of  the  Port  where  the  said  Wines  shall  be  im- 
ported ;  and  that  the  Merchant  so  staving  and  spilling  such  Wines 
shall  be  repaid  the  whole  duty  paid  by  him  for  the  same,  without 
any  delay,  charge,  fee,  or  deduction,  on  any  pietence  whatsoever. 

CI.  That  all  Wines  imported  into  Ireland  shall  be  entered  and 
charged  with  Duty  as  filled  Wines  and  not  otherwise,  without  any 
allowance  thereon  for  leakage  or  otherwise  •.  Provided  always,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  extend  to  alter  theprisage  or  butlerape 
of  Wine  upon  the  importation  of  the  same, 

CII.  That  every  importer  of  Wood  into  Ireland^  subject  to  Duty 
by  the  load  of  fifty  cubic  feet,  or  by  the  Ton,  shall  give  twenty-four 
hours  notice  to  the  Surveyor  or  Landwaiter  appointed  to  attend  the 
discharge  of  the  ship  or  vessel  in  which  such  wood  shall  be  imported, 
of  the  time  and  Place  when  and  where  the  admeasurement  of 
the  same  is  intended  to  take  place,  and  such  admeasuiement  shall 
not  take  place  at  any  other  time  than  between  the  Hours  of  Ten  in 
the  Mprning  and  Three  in  the  Afternoon,  unless  with  consent  of 
the  Officers  attending  ;  and  such  importer  shall  cause  all  such  Wood 
to  be  so  placed,  as  to  enable  the  Officer  or  Officers  of  the  Customs, 
and  his  and  their  Assistants,  with  ease  and  convenience,  to  take  the 
dimensions  of  every  piece  of  Wood  so  imported  ;  and  no  such 
Wrood  shall  be  carried  or  conveyed  away  by  such  importer  or  pro- 
prietor, nor  shall  be  discharged  before  it  shall  be  so  measured,  and 
the  dimensions  thereof  taken  by  the  Officer,  and  the  Duty  thereon 
paid  according  to  Law  •,  and  if  any  importer  or  proprietor  of  such. 
Wood  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  such  Notice,  or  to  afford  such 
assistance  to  the  Officer  or  Officers  as  herein  required,  or  shall  carry 
or  convey  away  any  such  Wood  before  the  same  shall  be'so  measurai 
by  the  Oflker,  aiul  the  Duty  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  then  and  in  every 
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such  case  such  importer  or  proprietor  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  pounds. 

CIII.  That  all  Lamb  Skins  and  "Wool  of  Lamb  Skins  may  be  se- 
parately exported  ;  and  no  Lamb  Skins  whether  slink  or  slaughtered, 
from  which  the  Wool  shall  not  have  been  taken,  shall  be  exported 
from  Ireland  to  any  place  whatsoever  except  Great  Britain,  under 
the  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  thereof. 

CIV.  That  in  all  cases  where  any  Wine  shall  be  landed  or  en- 
tered on  bill  of  view,  the  importer,  proprietor,  or  consignee  thereof 
shall  not  remove  such  Wine  until  an  account  thereof  shall  be  taken, 
and  the  quantity  and  quality  thereof  ascertained  by  the  proper 
Officer,  and  thereupon  such  Wine  shall  be  laid  up  or  stored  in  his 
Majesty's  warehouses  at  the  risk  and  oxpence  of  such  importer, 
proprietor  or  consignee  and  in  case  such  Wine  shall  not  be  removed 
and  taken  away  by  the  importer,  proprietor  or  consignee  thereor, 
and  all  Duties  thereon  duly  paid  and  satisfied  within  fourteen 
days  after  such  account  shall  have  been  so  taken,  and  the  quantity 
and  quality  ascertained,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  stored  as 
aforesaid,  the  importer,  proprietor,  or  consignee  of  such  Wine, 
shall  within  the  said  fourteen  days  enter  into  a  Bond  to  his  Ma- 
jesty, his  Heirs  and  Successors,  with  two  Sureties  in  doable  the 
amount  of  such  duties,  conditioned  for  payment  of  such  Duties 
within  two  years  after  the  date  of  such  Bond,  which  Bond  the 
Collector  and  Comptroller  of  the  Port  where  such  Wine  shall 
be  so  landed  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  :  And  in  case  the  said 
Bond  for  securing  the  said  Duties  shall  not  be  given  in  manner 
aforesaid  within  the  said  fourteen  days,  or  in  case  all  the  duties  pay- 
able on  such  Wine  shall  not  be  paid  before  the  expiration  of  the 
said  two  years,  then  and  in  either  of  such  cases,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  said  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties, 
or  for  the  Collector  or  other  Chief  Officer  of  the  Port,  to  cause  all 
such  Wine  to  be  publicly  sold  by  Auction  or  Inch  of  Candle  as  soon 
as  conveniently  they  can,  after  the  said  fourteen  days  or  two  years 
respectively,  and  after  such  Sale  the  produce  there  of  shall  be  first 
applied  towards  the  payment  of  Duties  and  of  the  Storeage  and  all 
other  Charges  thereon,  and  the  Overplus,  if  any,  shall  be  rendered 
and  paid  to  the  proprietor,  or  the  Person  lawfully  authorized  to  re- 
ceive the  same  ;  Provided  always,  that  one  month's  notice  of  such 
Sale  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  is  required  with  respect 
to  the  Sale  of  other  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize  landed  on, 
Bill  of  View. 

CV.  That  any  Wine  imported  into  Ireland  may  be  exported  from 
thence  at  any  time  within  five  years  from  the  importation  thereof, 
and  the  drawbacks  and  allowances  on  the  exportation  of  such  Wine 
shall  and  may  be  paid  and  allowed  at  any  time  during   five    years 
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cny  thing  in  any  Act  or  Acts  in  force  in  Ireland  to  the  co  ntrarynot 
Withstanding. 

CVI.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  who  shall 
have  deposited  any  "Wine  or  Sugar  in  any  of  his  Majesty's  ware- 
houses in  Inland,  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  or  any  Act  or  Acts  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  Act,  to  export  such  Wines  and 
Sugar  without  payment  of  any  Duties  thereon. 

CVJI.  That  no  allowance  or  sum  of  money  by  Bills  usually 
called  Portage  Bills,  shall  be  paid  to  any  Master  of  any  ship  or  vessel. 

CV1IT.  Regulating  Officers  attendance  altered  by  48.  G.  III. 
C.  56  §  7. 

CIX.  That  where  any  Broker  shall  make  and  sign  an  Entry  of 
any  Goods,  &c.  in  the  name  or  for  the  use  of  any  other  Person  or 
Persons,  every  such  Broker  shall  be  liable  to  and  pay  any  surcharge 
or  surcharges  with  which  such  Goods,  &c.  shall  by  law  be  charge- 
able, as  well  as  the  actual  Importer  andProprietor  of  such  Goods,  &c. 

CX.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Surveyor  or  Survey- 
ors of  the  Customs  at  any  Port  in  Ireland,  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  take  and  remove  all  Goods,  &c.  which  shall  be  suffered  to 
continue  on  the  Custom-house  Quay,  for  any  space  of  time  more? 
than  two  working  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  taken  an  ac- 
count of  by  the  proper  Officer,  and  to  lodge  the  same  in  his  Majesty's 
Stores,  until  the  Duties  thereon  shall  be  paid  or  secured  by  the 
owner  of  such  Goods,  or  the  Person  to  whom  the  same  were  con- 
signed, together  with  the  finther  sum  of  Five  Pounds  and  in  case 
such  Owner,  £cc.  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  such  expences,  and 
also  such  sum  of  Five  Pounds,  within  the  space  of  one  month 
next  after  the  same  shall  be  so  removed  into  his  Majesty's  Stores, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Surveyor  or  Surveyors  to  sell  the  same 
by  public  Auction,  and  to  apply  the  money  arising  theretrom  to  the 
payment  of  such  Duties  and  Expences,  rendering  back  any  overplus 
thereof  to  the  Owner  or  Owners  of  such  Goods,  &c. 

CXI.  That  no  Goods,  &c.  shall  be  sold  by  Auction  on  any  Cus- 
tom House  Quay,  unless  the  same  shall  be  sold  by  order  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  and  if  any  Person  or 
Persons  shall  sell  or  attempt  to  sell  any  Goods,  &c.  by  Auction  on 
any  such  Quay,  contrary  to  this  Act,  such  Person  or  Persons  shall 
for  every  offence  forfeit  Ten  Pounds  ;  damaged  Goods,  &c.  with 
the  permission  of  the  Surveyor  of  the  Customs  may  be  privately  sold. 

CXII.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Person  to  ply  or  act  as, 
Porter  on  the  Custom-house  Quays  of  the  Ports  of  Dublin  or  Cork, 
or  in  the  Stores  of  the  said  Custom-houses,  until  such  Person  shall 
be  first  approved  of  by  the  Surveyors  of  the  Quays  or  Stores  re- 
spectively, and  receive  from  them,  in  testimony  of  such  approbation  ^ 
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a  Badge  signifying  the  same,  which  Badge  shall  be  delivered  to  every 
such  Person  without  fee  or  reward-,  and  if  any  Person  shall  ply  or 
act  as  Porter  on  the  said  Quays  or  in  the  said  Stores,  until  badged 
and  approved  of  as  aforesaid,  such  Person  being  thereof  convicted 
before  any  Magistrate  of  the  Cities  at  Dublin  or  Cork  respectively, 
shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  Five  Pounds,  and  in  default  of  payment  shall 
be  imprisoned  for  one  month,  without  bail  or  mainprize. 

CXIII.  That  if  any  Person  shall  takeany  Goods,  &c.  from  off  the 
Custom  House  Quay  of  Dublin,  without  first  obtaining  from  the 
proper  Officer  a  Gate-Note,  permitting  such  Goods,  &c  to  be  taken 
away,  such  Person  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  Five  Pounds,  together 
with  the  Cart,  Car,  or  other  Draft,  and  the  Horse  or  Horses,  or 
other  Beasts  of  burthen  drawing  or  carrying  the  same,  may  be  seized 
for  such  offence  by  any  Officer  of  the  Customs,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment of  such  penalty,  every  person  so  offending  shall  be  imprisoned 
for  one  month  without  bail  or  mainprize. 

CXIV.  That  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port  Duties,  or 
any  three  of  them,  or  such  Person  as  they  or  any  three  of  them 
shall  empower  for  that  purpose,  shall  appoint  such  place  as  he  or 
they  shall  think  proper  for  every  ship  or  vessel  arriving  at  the  Cus- 
tom House  Quay  in  the  Port  of  Dublin,  to  discharge  her  Cargo  ; 
and  if  discharged,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  any  other  Place,  the  Mas- 
ter or  other  Person  having  the  charge  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  for  every  such  offence. 

CXV.  That  no  Master,  Mate,  or  other  Person,  having  the  charge 
of  any  ship,  lighter,  gabbard,  wherry,  barge,  boat,  or  other  vessel 
lying  at  any  of  the  Quays,  or  being  in  any  Dock  of  or  belonging  to 
any  of  his  Majesty's  Custom  Houses  in  Ireland,  or  lying  contiguous 
to  any  of  his  Majesty's  Stores,  shall  have  or  keep,  or  permit  or  suffer 
to  be  had  or  kept,  any  Fire  on  board  such  ship,  &c.  for  any  use  or 
purpose  whatsoever  (except  Candlelight)  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
any  Person  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Port 
Duties  to  go  on  board  any  such  ship  and  to  remove  or  extinguish 
any  Fire  which  shall  be  kept  on  board;  and  in  case  any  such  Master, 
Mate,  or  other  Person  shall  keep  or  permit  any  such  Fire  to  be  kept, 
or  shall  obstruct  or  prevent  any  Person  so  authorized  from  removing 
or  extinguishing  the  same,  such  Master,  Mate,  or  other  Person  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  for  every  suhc  offence. 

CXVI.  All  Penalties  are  payable  in  British  Currency,  and 
recoverable  as  under  Customs  or  Excise  Acts;   14,  15,  C.  2.  c.  g,&c. 

CXVil.  That  this  Act  shall  commence  and  take  efrect  on  and  from 
the  Twenty-ninth  day  of  September  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sir.

THATfrom  and  after  the  14th  of  April  1808,  importers,  proprie- 
torSj  or  consignees  of  any  of  the  goods  enumerated  in  List  No.  1, 
legally  imported  into  Ireland,  may  lodge  and  secme  the  same  in  his 
Majesty's  Warehouses  under  the  jointldcks  of  the  Cro\frti  and  the 
Merchants,  without  payment  at  the  time  of  the  first  entry  of  such 
,  of  the  duties  due  on  the  importation  thereof;  subject  to 
the  regulations  directed  by  said  Act:  provided  that  theCommi;- 
oners  of  Customs  in  Ireland,  shall  first  certify  to  Che  Lord  High 
Treasurer  or  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury,  the  number  and 
situation  of  such  Warehouses,  and  that  they  are  in  every  respect 
rk  and  proper  for  the  reception  of  such  goodj,  wherein  same  may 
be  safely  deposited. 

II.  And  from  the  bulk  of  certain  articles,  or  from  other  circum- 
stances, such  articles  cannot  be  conveniently  lodged  and  secured 
in  warehouses ;  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  importer  or  consignee 
of  any  goods  described  in  List  No.  2,  which  shall  be  legally 
imported  into  Ireland,,  to  land  such  goods,  without  payment  at 
the  time  of  the  first  entry  of  the  duties  due  on  importation  \ 
and  such  goods,,  may  be  lodged  in  such  places  under  such  regu- 
lations ss  the    said    Commissioners  s1k-.11  direct.

That  every  Importer  or  Consignee  of  any  goods  which  may- 
be landed  without  payment  of  duty  at  the  time  of  the  first  entry 
thereof,  shall  enter  into  Bond  in  double  the  amount  of  the  full 
duties  due  and  payable  on  the  importation  of  such  goods,  witH 
condition  that  such  goods,  shall  be  either  duly  exported  within

sHiu.il  be  discharged  and  cancelled  in  the  same  manner  an:!  under 
the  same  restrictions  as  Bonds  given  on  the  expiftation  to  Great 
Britain  or  to  foreign  parts  respectively,  of  goods  on  which  any 
such  drawback  is  payable,  may  by  law  be  discharged  and  cancelled; 
and  if  any  such  goo  Is,  so  warehoused  be  intended  to  betaken 
from  the  warehouse  or  place  wherein  the  same  may  have  been  so 
lodged,  to  be  used  and  consumed  in  Irelxnd,  the  person  or  persons 
so  intending  to  take  out  the  same  shall  pay  down  in  ready  money, 
to  the  proper  Ollicer  the  full  duties  upon  the  importation  of 
such  goods  into  1/ elan  I,  at  the  time  the  same  shall  be  so  taken 
out  for  the  purpose  of  being  So  consumed,  accordingto  the  account 
taken  thereof  at  the  first  examination  of  the  Officer  of  the  Cus:om ;, 
without  any  abatement  on  account  of  any  defkiencv  arising  from 
waste  or  from  any  other  cause  except  as  is  specially  provided: 
Provided  always,  that  when  by  reason  of  any  effect  produced  by 
Weather  or  inconsequence  of  the  time  duiing  which  such  goods, 
may  have  been  so  warehoused,  the  same  shall  not  correspond  in 
weight  or  quantity  with  the  first  accou nt  taken  as  aforesaid,  but 
Shall  have  increased,  such  increase  shall  not  subject  the  same  to 
any  forfeiture,  but  the  full  duties  of  custo.ns  payable  on  such 
excess  of  weight  beyond  such  first  account  shall  be  pail,  together 
with  the  other  dutiesaccording  to  such  first  account  so  taken. 

VIII.  That  if  at  any  time  the  quantity  of  any  such  goods  ware- 
housed under  said  Act,  which  snail  have  been  duly  delivered  for 
home  consumption,  added  to  the  quantity  which  shall  have  been 
duly  exported,  and  also  to  the  quantity  remaining  so  warehoused 
or  secured  (if  any  so  remain)  shall  be  deficient  of  the  actual 
quantity  at  the  time  of  the'iniportation  or  first  entry  thereof,  then 
and  in  such  case  the  Importer  or  Proprietor  shall  be  liable  to  the 
whole  of  the  duties  for  the  quantities  so  deficient,  and  shall  pay 
the  same  before  the  Bond  given  or  entered  into  on  the  warehous- 
ing of  such  goods,  shall  be  delivered  up  or  cancelled,  and  before 
any  ot  the  goods  so  warehoused  then  remaining  shall  be  permitted 
to  be  taken  out;  and  all  such  goods  so  remaining  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  duties  so  deficient,  and  m.»y  be  sold  for  payment  of 
same  and  of  warehouse  rent,  and  other  charges  upon  the  expi- 
ration of  the  time  conditioned  far  exporting  the  same  or  paying 
the  duties  thereon. 

IX.  That  if  any  goods  warehoused  or  secured  under  said  Act, 
shall  be  embezzled,  hid,  concealed  or  fraudulently  removed  from 

.any  warehouse,  wherein  same  shall  have  been  si  lodged,  all  such 
goods_,  together  with   the   packages  containing  the  same,  shall  be 
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forfeited,  "and  may  be  seized  by  any  Officer  of  the  Customs  or 
.Excise  ;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  embezzling,  hiding  con- 
cealing, or  removing  the  same>  or  aiding  or  assisting,  or  to  whose 
possesion  same  shall  come,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  so  em- 
bezzled or  fraudulently  hid,  concealed  or  removed,  shall  be  liable 
to  the  like  pains  and  penalties,  as  if  such  goods  had  been  fraudulently 
unshipped  or  landed  without  payment  of  duty,  and  also  to  forfeit  a 
sum  equal  in  amount  to  tieble  the  duty  payable  on  such  goods. 

X.  That  all  goods  secured  in  warehouses  under  said  Act,  shall 
be  stowed  in  said  warehouses  in  such  manner  as  that  convenient 
access  may  be  had,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  and  taking  a 
true  account  thereof;  and  if  the  owner  or  person  who  entered 
such  goods,  or  \\  ho  shall  have  the  care  of  the  Merchant's  lock, 
being  one  of  the  joint  locljs  under  which  the  same  are  warehoused, 
or  any  warehouse-keeper  or  agent  of  such  owner,  or  other  person, 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  s:>  to  stow  away,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
so  stowed  away,  as  thereby  directed,  at  his  or  their-own  expence, 
he  or  they  shall  forfeit  the  .sum  oi   fifty  pounds. 

XI  That  any  goods  warehoused  in  pursuance  of  said  Act,  des- 
troyed or  damaged  by  fire,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  lor  the  importer 
or  any  other  persbn,  to  maintain  any  action  or  suit,  against  his 
Majesty  or  the  Commissioners,  or  any  person  employed  by  said 
.Commissioners,  for  any  compensation  on  account  of  such  goods.; 
and  no  Duty  or  Excise  whatever,  shall  be  paid  for  any  goods  so 
destroyed  :  provided  that  no  such  goods  so  destroyed  in  any  ware- 
house not  provided  at  the  charge  of  the  Crown,  nor  the  proprie- 
tor or  consignee,  shall  be  exempt  from  payment  oi  the  duties  there- 
on, unless  every  fireplace  or  stove  in  the  warehouses  or  buildings 
in  which  same  shall  be  deposited  shall  be  bricked  up  or  destroyed, 
.and  such  warehouses  in  all  oi  her  respects  rendered  secure  from 
jfire,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Collector  and  Comptroller  of  the 
Customs  or  Port  Surveyor,  or  Storekeeper  or  his  Deputy  at  the 
Port  where  such  goods  shall  he  so  warehoused  ;  and  that  in  case 
any  goods  so  warehoused  shall  be  damaged  by  fire,  or  if  ware- 
In. used  in  any  store  provided  at  the  charge  of  the  Crown,  be 
.damaged  by  wet  or  any  casualty,  k  may  be  lawful  for  said  Com- 
missioners, with  the  approbation  of  the  Lord  High  Treasurer,  to 
make  abatement  in  the  duties  chargeable  thereon,  proportioned 
to  the  diminution  oi  the  value  of  such  goods,  arising  fiom  such 
damage:  provided  that  in  all  eases  wherein  any  goods  are  by  said 
Act  permitted  to  be  lodged  in  vyare'hon'see,  or  otherwise  Secured, 
•  xpence  of  warehouse  rem,  and  all  other  charges,  shall  be  paid 
by  tf.  tci'    or    consignee    oi    such/goods';   and    \n  case  it  be 

warehouse   should  be  provided  at  the 

charge  of  the  C.jown  for  the  purp  so  o\  securing  therein  any  of  the 

g(    ids  .       t!      I       No.   i,  the   Lmportei  or  consignee  siiail 

pay  to  the  persons  v  ho  ma  >■  b  >  appointed  to  receive  the  same  ware- 

ent  $  •  o  •;,  to  be  estimated  according  to  the  usual 
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rate   of    like   articles,  and  the  rate  of  payment  fixed  by  the  sail 
Commissioners. 

XII.  That  no  goods  shall  be  taken  from  any  warehouse  in 
which  same  shall  have  been  lodged  in  pursuance  of  said  Act,  other 
than  in  the  packages  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  originally 
imported,  or  in  one  entire  quantity  equal  thereto  and  contained  in  a 
similarpackage,  nor  shall  any  Wine,  Brandy,  Rum, Geneva,  Spirits, 
or  Aqua  Vita:  be  so  taken  out  for  exportation  in  any  le^s  quantity 
than  one  entire  cask)  or  in  such  sized  casks  in  which  such  Wine  or 
Spirits  may  be  legally  imported  or  exported  :  provided  that  n» 
alteration  of  any  ves.sel  or  package  shall  take  place  in  any  goods 
warehoused  without  the  approbation  of  the  Commissioners:  pro- 
vided that  it  be  lawful  under  the  inspection  of  the  proper  Officer 
to  repack  for  exportation  only  Coffee  or  Cocoa  Nuts  in  any  other 
package  than  that  in  which  same  was  originally  imported,  pro- 
vided the  quantity  contained  in  such  re-package  be  not  less  than 
four  hundred  weight. 

XII I.  That  no  goods,  the  duties  on  which  shall  have  been 
Secured  by  bond,  and  impoited  in  bulk,  shall  be  delivered,  except 
in  die  whole  quantity  for  which  such  bond  shall  have  been  given, 
or  a  q  uantity  not  less  than  one  ton  weight,  unless  by  special  leave 
of  the   Commissioners. 

XIV.  That  on  shipping  for  exportation  of  any  goods  which, 
shall  have  been  warehoused  according  to  said  Act,  the  Officer  who 
shall  have  attended  the  shipment,  shall  after  due  examination  there- 
of, give  without  fee  or  reward  to  the  exporter  of  such  goods,  or 
his  agent,  a  Hill  and  correct  Certificate,  which  shall  be  first  exa- 
mined and  countersigned  by  the  Port  Surveyor,  specifying  the 
quantity,  quality  and  species  of  the  goods  so  shipped  ;  which  cer- 
tificate shall  afterwards  be  delivered  to  such  Officer  or  other  person 
as  the -said  Commissioners  shall  direct,  that  same  maybe  entered 
in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose,  as  the  Commissioners  may 
think  necessary,  which  Certificate,  so  far  as  the  same  will  apply, 
shall  go  in  discharge  of  the  bond  given  by  any  importer  or  con- 
signee, for  the  payment  of  the  duties  on  such  goods. 

XV.  That  the  importer  or  consignee  of  any  goods  which  shall 
have  been  lodged  in  any  warehouse,  provided  according  to  said 
Act,  shall  within  fifteen  calendar  months  to  be  computed  from  the 
day  on  which  such  importers  or  consignees  shall  have  made 
their  first  entry  thereof,  or  in  respect  to  any  goods  which  may 
be  warehoused  on  importation,  without  payment  of  duty  by  any 
law  now  in  force,  within  such  time  as  is  now  required  by  law, 
cloar  and  take  out  of  such  warehouses,  cither  for  exportation  ac- 
cording to  directions  of  said  Act,  or  to  be  consumed  in  Ireland,  all 
such  goo  Is  ;  and  in  case  such  importersor  consignees  neglect  so  t\» 
do,  it  may  be  lawful  for  said  Commissioners,  to  cause  such  good 
to  he  sold,. and  the  produce  in  the  first-place  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  freight,  if  any  such  be  due,  and  notice  thereof  given 
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at  the  time  of  importation  to  the  Collector  of  the  Port,  and  affi 
davit  made  at  the  time  of  sale,  that  such  freight  then  remaine- 
due;  in  the  next  place  in  payment  of  primage  and  charges  of 
warehouse  rent  and  other  charges  that  shall  arise  thereon ;  in  the* 
next  place,  in  payment  of  the  duties  thereon;  and  the  overplus  (it  any) 
be  paid  to  the  proprietor  or  other  persons  authorized  to  ieceive 
the  same,  provided  that  no  such  goods  shall  be  sold,  unless  a  price 
can  be  obtained  for  same,  equal  to  the  full  amount  of  all  duties 
thereon,  together  with  other  expences  thereon;  but  if  such  price 
cannot  be  obtained,  then  such  goods  be  destroyed  by  and  in  the 
presence  of  the  Collector  or  Chief  Officer  of  Customs  ;  and  the 
Owner  have  no  claim  to  the  value  of  such  good-;,  or  any  part. 

XVI.  That  the  several  rules,  and  regulations,  contained  in  any 
Act  or  Acts  in  force  in  Ireland  before  the  passing  of  said  Act,  not 
expressly  repealed,  shall  remain  :  provided  that  such  goods  as 
may  be  warehoused  by  virtue  of  any  Act  in  force  before  the  pass- 
ing of  said  Act,  may  continue  to  be  warehoused  under  the  provi- 
sions of  such    Acts. 

XVII.  That  no  holidays  whatever  shall  be  kept  by  any 
Officer,  for  or  in  respect  of  any  thing  done  in  pursuance  of  said 
Act,  except  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday,  and  any 
days  which  shall  be  appointed  by  proclamation  for  a  general  fast, 
and  the  Anniversaries  of  the  Restoration  of  King  Charles  the  II. 
and  Coronation  of  his  Majesty,  and  the  birthdays  of  their  Majesties 
and  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  but  that  all  business  shall  be  carried 
on  upon  all  holidays,  except  as  before  excepted. 

XVIII.  That  the  importer  of  any  such  goods,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  proper  Officer  take  a  sample:  provided  that  out  of 
each  cask  of  Spirits  or  Wine,  not  more  than  half  a  pint,  and  out 
of  every  cask  or  package  of  Coffee  or  Cocoa  Nuts,  not  more  than 
two  ounces  betaken,  and  that  no  more  than  twosamples  betaken 
Dutof  the  same  cask  or  package,  save  where  the  former  sample 
shall  have  been  returned. 

XIX.  That  every  importer  who  may  be  desirous  to  examine 
any  goods  which  have  been  so  warehoused,  shall  upon  giving  four 
hours  notice  in  writing  to  the  proper  Officer,  be  permitted  by  and 
in  the  presence  of  such  Officer,  to  enter  into  and  remain  in  such 
warehouse,  during  the  hours  of  business,  tor  inspecting  such  goods, 
or  for  making  such  lawful  alterations  necessary  for  the  security 
thereof:  provided  that  no  such  alterations  rend  to  lessen  hisMajesty's 
duties  or  embarrass  the  Officers  in  keeping  a  true  account  thereof; 
and  that  the  entry  and  continuance  of  such  importer  into  such  ware- 
houses, and  examination  of  such  goods  be  subject  tothe  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Commissioners. 

XX.  That  penalty  and  forfeiture   be  paid    in    British   Currency, 
recovered  and  applied  as  by  law,  with  like  remedy  of  appeal.
